^ i/  £ Roll,  from  which  I have  printed  the  foregoing  Par^ 
ticulars  in  this  Volume^  is  exjiant  in  the  Archives  of  the 
Bodleian  Library.  It  conffis  all  of  Papery  and  did  once., 
without  all  doubt.,  belong  to  fome  very  curious  P erf  on,  who  alfo 
took  care  to  add  fame  Things  to  it  in  writing,  which  I havedif- 
tinguifoed  by  Crotchets  from  what  is  printed  5 and  to  Jhew  tvhat 
is  contained  in  the  firji  Side  of  this  Roll,  1 have  put  a Capital  tS. 
in  the  Margin,  as  1 have  alfo  put  a Capital  B in  the  Margin 
on  purpofe  to  Jhew  what  is  comprehended  in  the  fecond  Side.  It 
niuji  be  allowed,  that  Bijhop  Godwin,  and  others  from  him^ 
have  given  fame  Account  of  Archbijhop  Nevill’s  Feajl,  and  they 
have,  withal,  touched  upon  the  Feaji  of  Ar'chbijhop  f Tar  ham  j 
but  then  they  are  very  Jhort,  and  have  not,  by  any  means,

value  in  the  Library  under  Lock  and  Key,  according  to  tha 
DireSfion  of  Sir  Thomas  Bodley  himfelf,  who  ordered  that  all 
Things  of  this  kind  Jhoulcl  he  prcferved  in  this  manner.  But 
tho'  all,  unlefs  what  I have  inclofed  in  Crotchets,  be  printed, 
yet  it  does  not  appear  either  who  was  the  Printer  or  Publijher 
of  any  part  of  what  I have  here  reprinted.  However  / arri 
apt  to  imagine,  that  Archbijhop  Parker  was  the  Publijher,  and 
that  the  Printer  was  Reginalde  Wolfe.  For  immediately  after 
the  abovefaid  particulars  follows.  An  Admonition  to  all  fucH 
as  fliall  intende  hereafter  to  enter  the  ftate  of  Matrimony 
Godly,  and  agreeably  to  Lawes,  which  is  the  fame  with  the 
Table  of  Affinity  and  Confanguinity,  wherein  v>^hofoever  are 
related  are  forbidden  to  marry  together,  that  hath  been  printed 
fo  often  on  purpofe  to  prevent  fmful  Marriages,  Archbijhop 
Parker  is  noted  to  have  been  the  Publijher,  and  Reginalde 
Wolfe  to  have  been  the  Printer  of  this  Admonition.  It  came 
out  in  1571.  AndtheforegoingThings,  Ifuppofe,  were  printed 
much  about  the  fame  time.  ’Tis  pajied  to  the  other  Parts, 
which  Parts  are  likewije  pafed  together  ; and  fo  they  all  make 
one  continued  Roll.  And  I think  this  is  no  fmall  Confirmation 
of  my  Conjediure,  viz.  that  in  the  beforementioned  Particulars 
is  a fpecial  Note  relating  to  Archbijhop  Parker.  I do  not  knovb 
but  the  very  Roll  might  have  belonged  to  him.  Be  this  as  it 
will,  there  is  one  Thing  very  remarkable  in  it,  and  that  is  fome 
Verfes  (which  is  the  laji  part  in  the  Roll)  printed  at  Norwich 
in  1570.  which  Jhews  the  Art  of  printing  to  have  beenpradii- 
fed  much  fooner  there  than  fome  imagin.  But  this  Topick  I 
leave  to  my  very  good  Freind  Mr.  John  Bagford  of  London, 
who  hath  confidered  the  Subjcdl  with  the  utmoji  Care  and  Dili- 
gence, and  hath  amajfed  together  a vaji  Heap  of  Materials,  by 
the  Help  of  vohich  a mojicxadi  Hifiory  of  the  Original  and  Pro- 
grefs  of  Printing  may  be  compiled,  and  ’tis  this  work  we  exjpedf 
from  this  vaorthy  perfon,  which  1 heartily  wijh  therefore  he  may 
live  to  finijh,  and  that  he  may  meet  with  an  Encouragement 
equal  to  his  Labours.  The  Author  of  the  forefaid  Verfes  was 
Thomas  Brooke,  Gent,  being  written  by  him  juji  before  bis  Exe- 
cution for  High  Treafon,  he  being  one  of  tkefe  (as  I take  it ) that 
were  engaged  in  the  Plot  hatched  in  Norfolk  in  the  faid  Tear 
1570.  ugaihf  ^een  Elizabeth,  Thd*  there  be  no  great  matter 
in  them,  yet  I fioall  fubjoin  them  for  Satisfadlion,  at  the  fame

The  firft  foundation  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  Blelfed  John  of  Beverley. 

^ H E collegiate  Church  of  Blelfed  John  of  Beverley  was 
anciently  founded  in,  the  county  of  York,  in  a certam 
country  called  Deyira,  to  witt,  in  the  wood  of  the  Deyirians 
in  the  time  of  Lucius,  the  moft  illuftrious  king  of  (England 
then  called)  Brittany,  the  firft  king  of  the  fame,  the  fon  of 
Coil  a pagan  king,  anointed  by  pope  Eleutherius  the  thir- 
teenth after  Peter.  In  the  year  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chtift,  the 
Son  of  God  the  father  almighty  creator  of  heaven  and  earth, 
together  with  the  holy  Ghoft  according  to  the  computation 
of  the  church  of  England,  126.  r j u 

Afterwards  it  was  deftroyed  by  the  Pagans  Orfe  and  Hen- 

' And  is  again  renewed  and  founded  by  the  aforefaid 
Blefted  John  Archbifhop  of  ’ilork,  is  ordained  a Monaftery 
of  black  Moncks,  of  Religious  Nuns  virgins,  fevenfecular 
Priefts  for  the  fervice  ot  God,  cuid  divers  oihei  Miniflers, 
to  witt  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  704.

SO  that  to  fatisfie  the  curiofity  of  thofe,  who  are  willing 
to  know,  when,  by  whom,  and  for  whom  thefe  Religious 
Houfeswerc  Founded,  (the  Majefty  of  whofe  very  ruines 
llrike  Travellers  with  admiration:)  To  preferve  fome  re- 
membrance of  thefe  ftru<ftures,  once  the  Glory  of  am  Eng lijh 
Nation,  and  of  their  Founders,  that  fo  highly  deferved  of  the 
feveral-  Ages  they  lived  in,  is  the  defign  of  this  Book.  Tho’ 
I am  not  ignorant,  that  the  generality  of  people,  ever  fince 
the  DifTolution,  have,  thro’  a miftaken  zeal,  and  falfe  pre- 
judice, thought,  that  the  very  memory  of  thofe  Great  Men, 
who  ereffed  thefe  places,  ought  to  be  buried  in  the  rubbifli 
of  thofe  Structures,  that  they  defigned  Ihould  perpetuate  their 
Names  to  Eternity.  Thus,  they  have  been  always  cenfured 
as  well  withers  to  the  introducing  of  Popery,  who  endea- 
voured to  give  any  account  of  Monafteries.  Such  unjuft  and 
ill-natured  Refleiftions  have  been  the  principal  reafons  that 
have  deterred  feveral  of  our  Hiftorians  from  difcourfing  fo 
largely  about  them,  as  they  could,  or  indeed  their  occafions 
required  5 and  have  been  the  chief  eaufes  why  fo  few  have 
treated  purpofely  of  them,  or  publKhed  any  things  immedi- 
ately relating  to  them  or  theit  Lands.  ’Tis  well  known,  M^ 
Camden  ^ and  M^  Weeve?'  b were  forced  to  apologize  for 
barely  mentioning  the  Monafteries  ; and  what  outcries  were 
made  upon  the  Publication  of  that  glorious  work  the  Mona- 
Jlicnn?  Info  much  that  a very  Learned  and  ingenious  perfon 
c wrote  a Latin  Letter  to  D’’.  Langbahi  (to  whom  M''.  Dug- 
dale  had  communicated  his  Collections)  to  encourage  the 
defign,  by  {hewing  t)^e  great  ufe  of  fuch  a work,  and  remov- 
ing all  objections  that  could  be  raifed  againft  it.  Which  is 
printed  in  fome  few  Copies  of  the  firft  Volume.  Nay,  fo 
much  are  fome  people  pofleft’d  againft  them,  that  the  leaft 
mention  is  odious  and ungrateful.  But  there  are  no  grounds 
for  it ; feeing  thefe  religious  places  were  by  the  well  in- 
tended charity  of  their  Founders  and  Benefaftors  built,  en- 
dowed and  adorned  (how  much  foevcr  they  were  afterward 
abufed)  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  ferviee  of  Religion,  and 
the  relief  of  poor  Chriftians.  But  I would  not  be  thought  in 
this  or  any  other  expreffions  that  may  be  found  in  this  dif- 
eourfe,  in  the  leaft  to  vindicate  the  Superftition  or  vices  of  the 
Monks;  tho’  pethaps  it  would  be  b it  common  juftice  to  in- 
fufe  a better  opinion  of  Monafteries  into  the  generality  of 
Proteftants.

HE  Study  of  cz/r  National 
Antiqui, 

XXOOitinit felfcindoffuch  ferves  the  greatcft 
extraordinaryc^aw^y^tf-  Encouragements.  The 
vantage,, haOt^ay, and 
ought  to  be  thought  fome-  thtbeft  Scholars  that 
thing^x:?cagft,that'thnot  wereverfed  in  their 
more  cultivated  and  en^  Ant^m^ics. 
couraged,efpeciallyby fuch 
yed  to  be  acquainted  with  our  anci- 
qit  Records  and  otherWnt'xngs.  Were  there -no  other  Injiances 
of  it's  Ufefulnefs  than  the  frequent  occafion  there  is  for  Accefs 
to  the  Manufcript  Pooks  and  Papers  colleEled  by  Sir  Robert 
Gotten,  yet  this  alone  were  fufficient  to*evince  and  confirm  it. 

And  'tis  vjell  known-  to  thofe  that  have  read  the  Life  of  thfit 
Great  Man,  what  /Application  was  daily  made  to  him  to  ob- 
ta,in  Satisfaction  in  feveral  Cafes  that  concerned  not  only  the 
Kingdon  in  general,  but  the  EUates  of  many  private  Men  in 
particular.  All  Gentlemen  coidd  not  but  fee  the  Ufefulnefs 
of  this  Study,  and  it's  Dignity  was  as  clear,  when  even  the 
Prince  himfelf  honoured  the  Perfon  that  had,  ruitb  fo  much 
Zeal  and  Induftry,  applyed  himfelf  to  it,  and,  by  that  means, 
done  fuch  eminent  and  fignal  Service  for  the  Publick.  Sir 
Robert  was  a wife  Man,  and  he  knew  very  well  that  the 
Greeks  and  Romans  ( who  have  been  always  admired for  their 
Prudence  a7id  Condufl)  efieemed  fuch  as  ftudyed  their  own 
Antiquities  beyond  any  of  thofe  that  applyed  themfelves  to  other 
Parts  of  Learning.  Varro  had  the  Charadler  of  being  the 
rnoft  learned  of  the  Romans ; and  that  for  no  other  reafon, 
hut  becaife  of  his  Diligence  in  fearching  into  the  Roman  Anti- 
quities, ill  which  his  Knowledge  furpajfed  all  that  had  ever 
made  that  P art  of  Learning  their  Province.  His  Judgment 
wot  as  great  as  his  Induftry,  and  'twas  impojfible  for  him  to 
fail  of  Succefs  in  whatever  he  attempted.  All  his  Country- 
men look'd  upon  him  as  not  only  the  moft  knowing,  but  the 
pjj^oft  useful  P erfon  of  that  time,  ami  the  honourable  mention 


ds,  out  of  Intereft,  are  oblix 
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always  made  of  him  Jhew'd,  that  they  believ’d  no  Study  deferved 
Jo  much  Praife  as.  that  of  their  own.  Antiquities.  And  thif 
was  not  the  Opinioji  of  private  Men  only,  but  even  of  thofe  of 
the  highefi:  Rank  and  Quality,  who  therefore  Jet  a particular 
'Mark  of  Difiinldion  npofl  fitch  cls  were  verfed  in  the  Antiquities 
^Rome,  as  may  appear  from  the  Refpehls  paid  by  Verpafian 
to  Pliny  the  Elder,  and  by  Trajan  to  Pliny  the  Younger;  and 
yet  neither  of  them  deferved  fo  much  Honour  as  was  given  to 
Varro,  becaiife  their  Studies  were  more  general,  and  they  did 
not  confine  themfelves  only  to,  that  of  Antiquities.  Nor  did  this 
good  Opinion  of  thofe  that  Jludyed  Antiquities  ceafe  even 
after  the  Empire  began  to  decline.  Thence  ’tis  that  in  Ammi- 
anus’r  time  fitch  Perfons,  however  nobly  defcended  and  well 
verfed  in  other  AfHiirs,  were  look'd  itpon  as  unpoliflied  who 
had  not  fpent  fame  part  of  their  time  in  fearching  into  Anti- 
quity. This  is  taken  notice  of  by  Chifletius,  who  ufes  thef& 
words  upon  the  occajion  : ingenium,  nullis  vetuftatis  ledlioni- 
bus  expolitum  ; and  much  the  fame  occur  in  the  xxx'^^.  Book 
of  Ammianus  himfelf 

§.2.  And  as  both  the  Greeks  Romans  Jhew’’d 
Z)7ctdariionZl%l  ^ Particular  Mark  of  DifiinSlion  to  thofe  that  apply ed 
ttote,  that,  even  in  themfelves  to  the  Study  of  their  own  Antiquities,  fo 
other  Profeffioiis,  had  {ji  other  Profeffions  they  had  a greater  RefpeSl 

^ Opinion  of,  thofe  that  followed 

£0  have  an  equal  Re-  and  'obferved  the  Ancients,  that  had  been  celebrated 
gaid  for  thofe  thy  In  Profeffions,  than  they  had  of  thofe  that 

propofed  the  Moderns  for  their  Guides,  and  did  not 
^ think  the  xAncients  to  he  at  all  regarded  in  thefe 

Matters.  This  occafioned  them  to  be  the  more  indufirious,  that 
they  might  come  to  a right  underjlanding  of  what  //(^Ancients 
had  done  in  the  fame  ProfelTions,  and  by  that  means  make 
themfelves  acquainted  with  the  Diredlions  they  had  left  behind, 
them  for  the  life  of  others  that  were  defirotis  of  imitating  them, 
and  of  attaining  to  <3;z  equal  Skill  in  thofe  Profeffions.  After 
they  had  made  themfelves  Mafiers  of  what  their  Predeceffiors 
had  done,  they  then  endeavoured  to  hnprove  their  Difeoveries^ 
and  fo  h//  Arts 7?/// gradually  increafed  by  the  means  of  thefe 
diligent  Perfons  that  had  fiich  a Veneration  for  their  Ancef- 
tors,  whiljl  thofe,  that  did  not  obferve  what  Ancients  had 
done  for  them,  were  difrefpedlcd  and  defpifed  as  Men  of  little 
cr  no  Ufe,  their  proving  cither  abortive,  or  at  heft 

hut  very  incoiifi-derable,  as  being  not  built  upon  tzzzjy  good  and 
foiid  Foundation.  But  omitting  this  To  fuM,  I Jhall  return  to 
our  own  National  Antiquities,  and  Jhould  be  glad  to  be  in- 
Jonned  why  we,  who  all  acknowledge  the  Greeks  and  Romans 
to  have  been  a wife  and  knowing  People,  Jhould  not  have  the 
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fafne  Honour  for  thofe  that  are  Jhidicus  of  cz/r  own  National 
Antiquities  waj  paid  by  them  tofiich  as  addihled  themfelves 
to  the  Janie  kind  of  Study  ? Qitr  Country  hath  produced  infi- 
nite have  been  iamom  in  ^z// Profellions,  and 

methinks  'tis  d Reproach  and  Scandal  to  us  to  fuffer  vjhat  they 
have  done  to  be  fot gotten,  provided  their  overe 

laudable,  and  tended  to  the  Increafe  of  Virtue.  ’Tzr  a Matter 
therefore  to  be  lamented,  that,  dinongft  other  Encouragements 
of  Learning,  there  is  not  care  taken  about  due  Rewards  for 
fuch  as  fpend  their  Time  in  the  Study  of  our  own  Antiquities  ; 
and  it  ouere  to  be  wijhed,  that  fame  noble  and  generous  Bene- 
fadlors  ovihild  fettle  Stipends  and  Salaries  upon  a Society  of 
fuch  Perfons  as  have  a Genius  for  thefe  Studies,  and,  hi  all  pro- 
bability, may  ' be  able  to  do  great  and  eminent  Service  by 
a diligent  Search  and  Infpeciion  into  our  old  MSS.  and 
Records. 

§.3.  I might  here  enter  into  a particular  Account 
of  all  the  Advariiages  that  "will  fow  from  the  Purfuit 
of  thefe  Studies  ; but  this  as  it  vooidd  be  tedious,  fo 
it  woidd  be  dlfo  uhneceflary,  there  being  hardly  any 
one,  that  gives  himfelf  time  to  think  and  confider,  but 
•what  will  immediately  difeern  them  himfelf  better  than 
lean  pretend  to  defer ibe . I cannot,  however,  but  here 
obferve,  that  one  very  great  Advantage  which  arifes 
from  the  Study  0/ Antiquities  is  this,  that  it  is  certainly 
the  befl  way  to  fecure  our  Integrity.  Good  Antiquaries 
have  always  been  the  bell  Friends  to  the  Church,  and 
have  never  proved"Tx2cytoxs  to  their  Rightful  Sove- 
reigns,adhered  firmly  to  them  not  only  in  Profperity, 
hut  in  their  moft  neceffitous azzz/ calamitous  Condition. 

And  this  is  what  is  even  acknnwledged  by  the  Cor- 
rupters of  our  Englifh  Hiflbry,  and  by  fuch  as  zeal- 
ow^y  maintain  thofe  very  Doftrines,  that  were  fo  in- 
'Milkxiovi^y  propagated  in  the  late  horrid  Rebellion  againjl 
King  Charles  the  Firji.  Thefe  Corrupters  qf  our  Hifiory  xvill 
themfelves  tell  you,  that  they  never  knew  good  Antiquaries 
write  Panegyricks  inPraife  of  their  undoubted  rightful  Sove- 
reigns, and  condemn  the  Enemies  of  the  DoSlrine  of  Paffivc 
Obedience,  and  yet  Joon  after,  purely  for  the  Sake  of  Secular 
Intereft,  not  only  fpeak,  but  acl  contrary  to  what  they  had  be- 
fore ajferted,  and  vigoroufly  efpoiife  the  Caufe  of  thofe  whom  ^ 
they  had  formerly  di/iinguiPjed  as  Enemies  both  to  the  Doc- 
trines of  the  Church  of  England,  and  to  thofe  of  the  Primitive 
Church.  They  will  tell  you,  moreover,  that  they  have  not 
beard  that  good  Antiquaries  ever  took  fuch  effedlual  Methods 
to  promote  Vice,  as,  in  the  moft  Sacred  Places  to  commend  the

tegrity. Good  Anti- 
quaries have  always 
proved  Friends  to  the 
Church,  and  been /iJVflf 
to  their  Prince.  The 
Excellencies  of  the 
Hijlory  of  the  Rehellicrr 
written  by  the  Earl 
of  Clarendon.  The 
Contemplations  and  Re- 
flexions upon  the  Bock 
of  Pfalms  by  the  fame 
noble  Author. 
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moft  noted  Debauchees,  and  to  infmuate  that  Men  of  delicate, 
fine  Parts  are  always  fecure  of  Heaven,  fince  they  cannot  fait 
of  the  Grace  of  Go^^,  and  confequently  prove  great  Penitents; 
This  is  "what  thefe  Men  will  inform  you  of,  thb\  at  the  fame 
time,  they  atl  otherwife  themfelves,  and,  inftedd  of  following 
the  Examples  of  fuch  good  Antiquaries,  they  will  upon  the^o^^* 
if  January  preach  tip  Rebellion,  on  purpoje  to  pleafe  the  De- 
fcendents  of  the  Men  of  1641.  who  they  know  are  Lovers  of 
fuch  Sermons  and  Difcdurfes  as  are  nothing  elfe  hut  wicked 
and  villainous  Libells  upon  the  Memory  of  that  blelTed  Saint 
and  Martyr  K.  Charles  I.  *Tis  Men  of  thefe  ill  Principles  that 
read  fuch  Rhapfodies,  as  tho^  they  are  called  complete  Hifto- 
ries,  yet  are  fo  far  from  either  deferving  or  anfwering  that 
Title,  that  they  confifi  of  nothing  hut  falfe  and  fcurrilous  Re- 
flexions upon  the  heft  of  our  Princes,  and  are  tranfcribed  from 
the  vilefl:  Papers  and  Pamphlets  that  have  been  publifhed  to 
poyfon  the  Minds  of  the  Subjedls,  and  perfuade  them  to  he 
Enemies  to  their  Sovereigns,  and  ahi,  as  much  as  they  can, 
againft  the  Laws  o/Subordination.  Thefe  are  the  Books  that 
bad  Antiquaries  read  and  admire ; hut,  on  the  other  hand, 
good  Antiquaries  read  and  ftudy  thofe  Hiftorians  as  have  been 
famous  for  their  Loyalty,  and  have  digefled  their  Works  with 
great  Wifdom  and  Judgment,  and  have  never  off ered  at  Argu- 
ments to  infeEl  their  Readers  with  fuch  Dohlrines  as  cannot 
but  prove  very  dangerous  and  mifchievous.  And  even  when 
they  read  .modtxn  Hiftories,  to  be  fure  it  fjall  be  fuch  as  that 
written  by  the  Right  Honourable  Edward  (^  Clarendon, 
intit  led,  The  Hiflory  of  the  Rebellion  and  Civil  Wars  in 
England,  begun  in  the  Year  1641.  with  the  praecedent  Paf- 
fages,  and  Actions,  that  contributed  thereunto,  and  the  happy 
End,  and  Conclufion  thereof  by  the  King’s  blefled  Reflora- 
tion,  and  Return,  upon  the  29th.  of  May,  in  the  Year  1666. 
This  Work,  which  was  lately  very  beautifully  printed  fever  al 
times  at  the  Theatre  in  Oxford,  ( to  the  immortal  Honour  and 
Reputation  of  that  moft  antient  and  moft  flourilhing  Seat  of 
Learning)  is,  in  every  ref pedl,  worthy  of  the  mh\t  Axxxhor, 
and  equal  to  any  of  the  heft  of  the  ancient  and  modern  Hif- 
torians, and  as  it  hath  hitherto,  fo  it  cannot  hereafter  but 
prove  the  Delight  Admiration  wife,  intelligent,  and 
judicious  Readers.  It  hath  received  univerfal  Applaufe,  aiid 
hath  not  been  objeEled  againft  by  any,  except^  by  fame  few  Pre- 
tenders to  complete  Hiftory,  and  by  certain  cankered,  mo- 
rofe,  ill  natured,  ftubborn  and  hardened  Prefbyterians  and 
Sedlaries,  tainted  with  the  old  Leaven  Fore-Fathers, 

whofe  Cenfure,  however,  will  be  repealed  with  Scorn  by  all 
loyal,  virtuous  and  good  Men,  tho'  a FoiTeign  and  Partial 

Writer. 
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Writer  about  our  Reformation  Jloould  appear  at  the  Plead  of 
them.  When  I carefidly  read  over  this  Great  Work,  {yohich  I 
did  vjhen,  at  the  Requejl  of  the  late  excellent  Dean  of  Chrift- 
Church  Dr.  Henry  Aldrich,  that  great  Ornament  of  the  Uni^ 
verfity  of  Oxford,  -whofe  Name  I can  never  mention,  or  even 
think  upon,  without  a particular  Regard  and  Venctation,  I 
drew  up  the  Index  to  it,)  tho'  I cannot  pretend  to  any  Skill  in 
Antiquities,  yet  1 could  not  but  admire  the  whole  Performance, 
not  only  as  to  the  Beauty,  Smoochnefs,  and  mafculine  Ele- 
gance of  the  Style,  and  the  Gravity  and  Worth  of  the  Argu- 
ment, but  as  to  the  Method  and  Contexture  of  the  Hiftory^ 
adorned  with  curious  Notices  offhings,  hitherto  fcarce  known  ■, 
imlefs  to  a very  few,  and  inrichcdwith  abundance  ^inflnuflivci 
ufeful,  and  political  RefleiSHons  and  Obfei  vations,  which  are 
wholly  due  to  the  penetrating  and  piercing  Judgment,  and  to 
the  mofl:  confummate  Wifdo7n  of  the  Author,  who  was  very 
early  let  into  the  Secrets  of  the  Government,  and  there  was 
fuch  a Confidence  repofed  in  him,  that  he  was  intrufied  with 
the  Management  of  the  pub  lick  Affairs  in  the  higheff  and  moft 
confiderable  Places  ^Dignity  and  Honour,  all  which  he  dif 
charged  with  great  Care  and  Caution,  and  with  a Loyalty  be- 
coming a good  faithful  Subjeli,  and  an  honefl  Mani  This 
Work,  in  fhort,  is  a mofl:  perfect  and  lively  PiBure  of  thi 
Author  s uncommon  Abilities,  and  is  a mofl  glorious  Monu- 
ment of  his  Virtue  and  Learning,  and  'tis  what  will  outlaji  alt 
the  Brafs  and  Marble  in  Weftminfter  A^bey,  and  will  render 
his  Name  facred  and  venerable  to  all  future  Ages.  Complete 
Hiftorians,  as  they  love  to  ftyle  themfelves,  may  indvjiriovfly 
endeavour  to  afperfe  the  Author,  and  to  blacken  his  Cburafter, 
and  may  pretend  that  divers  Particulars  in  it  are  falfe,  and 
not  to  be  relyed  upon  ; yet,  maugre  all  the  Efforts  (f  iVs  Ad- 
verfaries,  this  Hijiory  will  maintain  it's  Credit,  aiid  will  con“ 
found,  and  eternally  filenct  all  the  Exceptions,  Cavils,  abo- 
minable Lyes,  and  moft  diabolical  Slanders  thrown  upon  the 
bleffed  Martyr  by  the  Rebells  of  thofe  Times,  ( who  unnatu- 
rally took  up  Arms  againji  him,  and  at  laji  murdered  him,) 
and  by  their  Sons  and  Nephews  fince  in  their  lying  and  pauU 
try  Pamphlets,  and  wild  Pradfifes,  founded  upon  the  fame 
loofe,  fanatical,  ayid  democratical  Principles,  that  were,  hi 
thofe  Times  of  Confufion,  and  Diforder,  fo  diligently  preached 
up  and fpread  abroad.  lam  highly  fenfible,  that  many  wilt 
be  ready  to  objeB  that  this  moft  Noble  Earl,  tho'  a Man  of 
Great  Parts#  and  moft  extenfive  Knowledge,  was  neverthelefs 
Very  culpable  upon  Account  of  his  Management  ^Affairs,  for 
which  he  was  afterxvards  turned  out  and  banifhed.  But,  for  my 
$wn  part,  / am  fully  fatisfed  (as  I find  multitudes  befides  are 
VoL<  VI.  H that 
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that  this  was  one  of  the  Mifcarriagcs  at  that  Time,  and  I dm 
per  funded  it  had  been  very  happy  for  the  whole  Nation  had 
his  Royal  Majler  followed  his  judicious,  wile,  honeft,  and 
faithful  Councils,  and  not  facrificed  him  to  the  Ambition,  Envy 
and  Malice  of  defigning  Courtiers,  whofe  naughty  Projefls 
and  Contrivances  he  oppofed  with  unufual  Zeal  and  Courage. 
And  that  he  was  not  byaffed  by  any  other  P rinciples  than  thofe 
of  Religion  Virtue,  and  that  heivas  a moll  coufcientious 
Obferver  of  his  Duty  to  God  as  well  as  to  his  Prince,  will  ap- 
pear to  his  mofl  inveterate  Enemies  whenever  his  Contempla- 
tions and  Reflexions  on  the  Book  of  Pfalms  fhall  be  made 
publick  ; which  good  and  great  Work  was  began  at  Jerfey, 
26.  Dec.  1 647.  in  his  firR  Banifliment,  but  not Jinifhed  till  his 
fecond  unhappy  Profcription,  when  he  was  more  at  leifure 
than  he  had  been  before,  and  had  time,  among  other  Studies, 
to  profecute  this  divine  SubjeB,  and  by  that  means  to  leave  a 
Legacy  to  his  Poflerity,  that  would  not  only  vindicate  and 
clear  his  Reputation,  but  would  always  furnijh  them  with  ad- 
mirable Rules  and  DjreSHons,  which,  if  prabUfed  by  them, 
would  make  them  as  eminent  in  all  virtuous  and  pious  Accorn- 
plijhments,  as  for  their  Defcent  from  fo  noble  and  wife  a Man. 
For  from  the  Account  I have  receiv'd  oj  this  Work,  'tis  a 
full,  plain,  and  undenyable  Proof,  that  he  veas  as  remarkable 
for  his  exalted,  heroick,  andwik  Piety  and  Devotion,  for  his 
orthodox  profound  Notions  (^Religion  Theology, 
and  for  his  Prafiife  of  all  Chrillian  Graces  and  Virtues,  as  for 
his  wonderful  Knowledge  and  Sagacity  in  Affairs  of  Civil 
Prudence  in  Matters  of  State  and  Government,  which  he 
conjlantly  managed  with  that  Uprightnefs  and  Dexterity  as 
became  a good  Chrillian  and  a wife  Man,  thereby  demcnjirat- 
ing  that  he  never  did  any  thing  meerly  for  private  Interell  and 
Advantage,  but  that  he  thought  that  no  one  ought  to  enjoy  any 
Place  of  Trull  but  he  that  was  a confcientious  and  religious 
Man,  and  had  always  a future  Judgment  in  his  View,  when 
all  Deceit  and  Knavery  Jhnll  he  expqfed  and  laid  open,  and 
righteous  Men  only  Jhall  be  exalted  and  advanced  to  Honour.

our  Antiquities  thould  L>ffgn  to  engage  Gentlemen  m the  htudy  of  our  own 

i'pend  an  rjaa/ Share  National  Antiquities,  yet  I defire  to  be  underjiood  no 

than  that  at  the  fame  time  I think,  that 
Writers.  OxsrMonkijh  thofe,  that  profecute  our  Antiquies,  fjoidd  not  con- 
Hiftorians  well  verf-  themfelves  xuholly  to  the  reading  ff  our  own 

Th^  D^ffkuhks""  of  i^^riters,  but  alfo  diligently  read  the  old  Greek  and 
obtaining  Learning  Roman  Authors,  and  even  whatever  Fragments  of 
before  the  Invention  Greek  and  Roman  Hiflory  they  can  meet  with  after 
or  Pnntuig.  People  began  to  decline,  and  to  moke  a lefs  Fi- 

gure 
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gure  than  they  had  done  before  in  the  JVorld.  An  equal  Share 
of  ‘'Time  ought  to  be  fl>ent  in  reading  the  Greek,  Roman  and 
Britilli  JVriters.  For  the  Greek  and  Roman  Flijlory  is  fo  very 
neceirary  on  this  Account,  that  ns  one  can  be  a complete  An- 
tiquary without  taking  this  Method.  All  Learning  had  it’s 
Original  from  the  Eaftern  Countries,  and  as  the  Gxttk?,  fuck 
at  ^no  Charges  nor  Pains  to  acquire  Learning,  ( which  made 
Pythagoras  takefuch  a lung  and  tedious  Journey,  and  tarry 
fuel)  a number  of  Tears  in  Egypt  before  he  could  be  admitted 
to  a Knowledge  of  their  Mylleries)  Jo  the  Romans  were  be- 
holden to  the  Greeks,  and  thofe  that  aimed  at  Learning  and 
Knowledge  travelled  to  Greece,  or  at  leaf  had  famous  Greek 
Inftru(flois  Rome,  or  at  fame  Country  Villae,  that  they 
might  with  the  lefs  Difficulty  obtain  their  Ends.  And  even 
here  in  Britain  the  State  of  Learning  was  very  mean  and  in- 
confiderable  (being  ingroffied  by  the  Druids,  who  had  them- 
felves  originally  received  it  from  the  Eaif)  'till  the  Arrival  of 
the  Romans,  who  yet  at  firf  were  not  fallicitow;  about  infruFt- 
ing  the  Britains,  but  rather  in  keeping  them  under,  and  lay- 
ing Reflraints  upon  them,  that  they  might  prove  the  better 
Snbj'efts.  But  at  laf  t he 'Bnx.zim  growing  familiar,  and  there 
being  a Friendffiip  fettled  between  them  and  the  Romans,  the 
Romans  vouchfajedto  teach  them  the  liberal  as  avellas  mecha- 
nical Arts  ; and  that  the  rather,  that  they  might  be  able  to  keep 
out  the  Saxons  and  other  Nations  after  themfclves  fhould leave 
the  IHe  upon  account  of  the  Invafions  in  other  Parts  of  the 
Empire.  IVben  the  Romans  became  fa  communicative,  the 
Clafficks  began  alfo  to  be  here  underjiood,  and  the  Latin 
Tongue  in  a manner  generally  planted  through  the  whole  lOe, 
as  the  French  was  after  the  Norman  Invalion ; whereas  before 
Claffick  Learning  was  very  little  known  in  Britain,  which 
made  Claudia  Rulina,  the  IVife  of  Pudens,  to  be  the  more  taken 
notice  of  for  her  Skill  in  Greek  and  Latin,  //6e  being,  upon  that 
Account,  as  well  as  for  her  exquilite  Beauty,  commended  by 
the  Ancients.  When  once  the  Roman  Language  was  fettled, 
all  InRruments  were  drawn  in  that  Language,  and  'tis  from 
thence  that,  even  to  our  own  Time,  Deeds,  Evidences,  Char- 
ters, and  Writings  of  Record  are  penn’d  in  the  I.aiin  Tongue : 
and'twas  from  no  other  Cauje  that  our  Jldlorians,  /ir  the  mof 
part,  bef  ore  the  Reformation  avrit  in  Latin,  and- thofe  that 
compil’d  our  Annals  were  fo  well  verfed  in  the  Greek  and  La- 
tin, particularly  the  Latin,  Clafkks,  that  they  were  able  to 
make  ufa  of  them  whenever  proper  Occafions  offered  them- 
feives  ; and,  withall,  they  could  write  down  their  thoughts 
with  great  Eafe  and  Readinefs.  Not  that  I am  willing  to 
commend  the  Morikilli  Style,  or  to  propofe  the  Monks/or 
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TiieUfefalnefs  of  old 
Coyns  and  Infcriptions 
the  Sfudy  of  An- 
tiqultl's.  The  Anci- 
ents nllcdg’d  a Goyn  Co 
prove  that  Hoinerwas 
horn  at  Smyrna,  The 
Meaning  of  L.  T.  and 
pf  S,  p,  in  Infcrlpti- 
cns.  An  Infcripthn'm 
Gruter  corvclttA.The 
Significaticn  of  B4 
Lo  on  aCoynofyJri- 
ianmcHs.  h.  Coyn  of 
the  farne  Brttani.icus 
jn  th.e  Bodkian  Lib.xci- 
ry.  An  intire  Roman 
dnfcrtpiion,  which  was 
communicated  to  me 
py  Gale 


Patterns  of  good  Writing,  there  being  to  many  Barbarifms 
every  ivhere  to  be  met  with  that  will  di/wade  from  any  fuch 
Attempt.  Blit  then  this  miif,  injufiice,  be  faid  of  them,  that 
fometimes  their  Expreffions  are  excellent,  and  what  we  cannot 
'but  admire,  confidering  the  Difficulties  they  then  lay  under. 
Copies  of  the  Clallick  Authors,  as  well  as  of  other  Writers, 
being  not  to  be  multiply'd  without  prodigious  Expenfe  ; and 
when  they  had  procured  fuch  Copies,  ^ they  were  oftentimes  to 
encounter  with  the  Blunders  and  Miftakes  of  an  illiterate,  igno- 
rant Scribe.  So  that,  all  things  rightly  confidered,  it  wds  al- 
moft  then  irnpojfble  to  underfand  the  true  Meaning  of  the  Au- 
thors they  read ; all  which  Difficulties  were,  hoxvever,  re- 
moved and  taken  away  after  the  Invention  5/" Printing,  when 
Editions  of  the  bell  Authors  were  given  us  by  great  Criticks, 
f.nd  the  Errors  of  the  Scribes  were  corrected  partly  by  a care- 
ful Collation  of  variety  of  Copies,  and  partly  by  comparing 
them  with  other  Writers,  and  partly  by  Conjefture.  There 
are  fa  many  Cufiorns  and  Expreflions  of  the  Greeks  and  Ro- 
mans alluded  to  in  our  own  Writers,  that  he  that  does  not,  in 
bis  Profeaition  of  Antiquities,  joyn  both  Greek  tzwt/Roman 
yluthors,  will  not  throughly  underfand  the  Books  he  hath 
occafion  to  perufe  and  confult.  In  foort,  all  our  Learning  in 
Antiquities  hath  fuch  an  intire  Dependence  upon  the  Greeks 
andtheLiitmi,  that  none  of  our  Antiquaries  ever  proved 

complete  without  joyning  all  three  together,  as  may  be  in- 
fanced  in  Mr,  Leiand,  Sir  H.  Savile,  Sir  Robert  Cotton, 
Mr.  Camden,  Mr.  Bolton  ( the  modefi,  learned,  and  judi- 
cious Juthor  of  the  Life  of  Nero  Coefar)  and  in  a great 
Humber  befides. 

§.5.  It  is  humbly  concehed,  that  fuch  Perfons  as 
take  this  Method  cannot  fail  of  making  good  Anti- 
quaries, provided  they  have  quick  natural  Parts,  and 
a flrong  Judgment,  and  do,  at  the  fame  time,  take 
care  to  add  tkofe  two  other  neceflary  Qnalifications, 
namely,  the  Study  of  old  Coyns  and  Inl'criptions,  / 
call  thefe  necdlary  Qualifications,  hecaiife  the  old 
Greek  and  Roman  Writers  cannot  be  well  underfood 
without  them,  and  therefore  they  ought  to  he  look'd 
upon  as  one  Branch  of  the  Study  of  ClafTick  Learning. 
Coyns  and  inferiptions  are  the  moll:  uncorrupted 
Monuments  of  Hillory.  Written  Monuments  have 
been  changed  and  corrupted  as  they  have  met  with 
different  Scribes  erwi/ Readers  ; but  Coyns,  as  well  as 
Infcriptjons,  have  been  handed  down  to  us  without 
any  other  Alterations,  than  thoje  that  have  happened 
from  the  Length  of  Tii^te,  and  from  the  Moiftnefs 
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of  they  Soyl,  «wJBadnefs  of  the  K\x  •where  they  havelayn,  and 
from  fame  other  Accidents  of  that  Kind,  and  they  are  there- 
fore the  bejl  Authorities  for  correEling  fuch  Writings  as  have 
been  corrupted.  Aitd  that  which  renders  their  Value Jlill  the 
more  ccnfederable  is  this,  that  many  times  there  are  Particulars 
in  Hi/iory  to  he  learned  from  them  not  to  be  met  with  in  thofe 
Writers  that  are  now  exftant.  The  Ancients  appeal'd  to  a 
Coyn  calld  Homerium  as  an  Argument  that  Homer  was  born 
at  Smyrna,  where  was  alfo  a Temple  and  Image  of  Homer, 

! Whence  'tis  that  Selden  mentions  Homer’j  Apotheofis  in  his 
Notes  upon  the  famous  League  between  the  Smyrnseans  and 
M^gnefians  now  preferved  at  Oxford.  "En  Je  xai 
' TO  O/yiYj^Eiov,  rod.Ter^dym@~  sx^<^<^v£uv  xai  ^oavov' dvnTTOt-

Library,  both  of  them  o/'Brafs,  on  one  fide  of  which  is  CMTP- 
NAIHN  within  a Crown  ©/"Laurei,  and  on  the  other  OMHPOC 
with  Homer Effigies  in  a fitting  Pofiure,  but  not  reprefented  as 
blind.  Tet  I believe  thefe  Bodleian  Coyns  cannot  be  elder 
than  the  Age  (^Domitian,  about  which  time  the  Xiypua  began 
to  be  made  thus  C.  For  altho'  we  have  fome  Coyns  before 
this  time  in  which  the  'Ziyp.a  is  alfo  made  thus  C,  yet  Infances 
of  this  kind  are  rarely  to  be  met  with,  and  as  I do  not  take 

this  Coyn  of  the  Smyrnseans  to  be  one  of  them  (for  it  does  net 
appear  to  me  to  be  very  fcarce)  fo,  notwit hfanding  thofe  few 
Inllances,  we  may,  without  any  abfurdity,  affiert,  that  this 
Form  C of  the  'Liyp.a  did  not  begin  to  be  common  'till  the  time 
of  Domitian.  To  C pro  S vix  occurrit  in  nummis  aut  marmo- 
ribus ante  Domitiani  principatum,  poll  illum  uon  aliter  fere, 
veteri  forma  pingendi  'Liyp.a  per  E prorfus  ablegata,  fays  a 
very  learned  Man  It  muf  indeed  be  confejfed,  that  the 
Particulars,  before  mentioned,  for  illiif  rating  htfory  are  but 
fliort  in  Coyns  ; but  then  in  many  inferiptions  they  are  full 
and  large,  and  they  difeover  to  ns  not  only  the  Time  when  di- 
vers momentous  and  confiderable  Aftions  happened,  but  the 
exa6l  Circumflances  of  each  Affion.  Nay  oftentimes  we 
meet  with  peculiar  Significations  ^ Words  in  Inferiptions, 
which  cannot  but  be  both  diverting  as  well  as  ferviceable  in 
clearing  Antiquity.  In  the  Smyrnsean  League  we  havel^m 
for  Provinces,  and  not  for  intire  Nations  which  is  it's  native 
Signification.  And  in  this  retrained  Senfe  we  fnd  it  in 
Marcianus  Heracleota’j  Periplus,  who  tells  ^ us  that  in  his

Mr.  Selden  cites  the 
PalTage  in  his  Notes  upon  the  Smyrnean  Language,  I fuppofe 
from  Hosfchelius,  tho'  he  read  it  Trorafts^  and  not  WEra/xo^,  and 
hath  in  tranfcrihing  it  committed  a very  confiderable  Miftake, 
havin  ccK^oir^^ia  £9nV»j//ta  ^ both  in  the  Text  and  in  his  Tranf- 
lation  Now  fince  thefe  Remains  y«>  beneficial,  if 

muji  be  allowed  by  all  unprejudiced  and  impartial  Readers 
that  fuch  Gentlemen  have  done  very  great  Service  to  the 
Rcpublick  of  Letters,  as  have  taken  pains  to  colleSl  and 
preferve  Monuments  of  this  kind.  Indeed  they  are  not  only 
of  ufe  in  fettling  and  explaining  the  Greek  and  Roman 
Writers,  but  they  are,  withal,  necejjary  for  perfeftly  under - 
ftanding  our  own  later  Infcriptions  that  are  found  in  Churches, 
particularly  fuch  as  have  been  done  with  Care  and  Judgment. 
For  the  Authors  of  Infcriptions  having  imitated,  as  much 
as  they  thought  convenient , the  Ancients,  they  have  fometimes 
retained  the  more  early  Expreilions,  and  at  other  times  made 
ufe  of  the  very  Abbreviations  that  are  in  the  Roman  Monu- 
ments. And  how  neccjfary  the  Underftanding  thofe  Abbrevi- 
tions  is,  is  fufficiently  clear  to  thofe  that  have  given  them- 
felves  time  to  look  into  Urfatus,  or  the  Appendices  to  Gru- 
tcr,  tho*  I cannot  but  think,  that  many  things  mighfftill  be 
added  for  a better  under/landing  of  thofe  compendious  Ex- 
preffions  than  hath  yet  been  publijhed.  The  mention  of  which 
puts  mein  mind  of  thefe  two  Letters  L.  L.  in  votive  Infcrip- 
tions, which  do  not  fignify,  as  is  commonly  taken,  libens  lu-  ■ 
bens,  or  libentifTime,  but  laetus  libens,  as  is  manifefi  from  an 
old  infeription  I have  feen  in  Fabretti,  where  the  Expreffion 
is  at  full  length.  Manutius  feems  to  have  been,  in  fome  men- 
fure,  aware  of  this,  when  he  noted  that  L.  L flood  for  Iseti, 
and  L,  in  the  lingular,  for  1 • tus  This  alfo  reminds  me  of 
S.  D.  in  old  Monuments,  which  ftand  for  fuo  decreto,  not 
fenatus  decreto,  as  fome  fuppofe  <=■,  and  of  an  Infeription  in’ 
Gruter'*,  in  which  there  is  this  Paffage,  D.  NERONIS' 
Qjy  INQ_VE  N N ALIB.  where  T).  does  not  fignify  'DIVI,' 

( as  fome  would  infinuate ) for  Nero  was  never  called  Divus,  ! 
but  'tis  the  f.mc  as  DICAVIT,  and  Jhould  be  therefore,  \ 
perhaps,  correhled  D.  D.  Which  Corredtion  is  warranted from  ‘

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Vacancy  there  is  for  another  D.  between  D.  and  NERO- 
NIS in  thefrjt  Editition,  tho'  not  ohferved  in  the  late  Dutch 
Edition.  I cannot  alfo  iipon  this  occafion  omitt  taking  notice 
of  thefe  two  Abbreviations  (b  a ao)  in  a Coyne  of  Britan- 
nicus, piiblijhed firft  by  Strada,  and  afterwards  by  Mr.  Bolton 
in  his  Life  ofNtxo  Caefar.  Strada  xvas  at  a lofs  to  know  the 
ineaning  of  thefe  Abbreviations,  but  Mr . Bolton  (who  was 
a very  fagacious’  Man  J hath  very  fortunately  guejfed  it  at,  in 
pag.  134.  of  the  forefaid  Book,  where  the  Coyn  is  ingraved  at 
large,  and  the  Infcription  on  the  Reverfe  at  f ullis  as  follows  : 
METPOnOAEiETIMINAIOTBAAO,  i.  e.  tjmr^oTto-hi;  {the  e be- 
ing to  be  changed  into  i)  E,ri(juva,ln  (SacrAEaij  Aov^lvov,from  which 
alfo  the  Ceyn  «j/' Britannicus  in  Camden  may  be  fupplyed  and  il- 
liijlrated.  Now  if  this  be  the  true  and  genuine  Meaning  of  the 
Infcription,  (as  I fee  no.  reafon,  at  prefent,  to  quejiion  but  it 
is ) it  will  jhew  London  to  have  been  a Metropolis,  anc/ 
have  been  famous  even  in  CaefarV  Days,  contrary  to  what  is 
commonly  maintain'd.  Jt  the  fame  time  J am  conf dering  this 
Infcription  I have  likewife  an  Opportunity  offered  of  inferting 
a Copper  Coyn  of  Britannicus  out  of  Conful  Ray’j  Coyns  in 
the  Bodleian  Library,  which  I ffall  do  the  more  readily,  be- 
caufe  Coyns  of  this  young  Prince  are  extremely  rare,  and  are 
efeemed  by  the  mo(\.  accurate  Judges  as  very  great  Trea- 
fures. 


/ might  produce  other  Inftances  to  confirm  what  I have  here 
faid  about  the  Additions  that  might  be  made  to  thofe  that 
have  written  about  the  Signification  of  abbreviated  Words  in 
Infcriptions ; but  I fhall  wave  all  farther  Difcourfe  npon  this 
'Topick,  and  will  only  crave  leave  to  infert  here  an  old  In- 
fcription that  was  communicated  to  me  by  my  learned  and'wor- 
thy  Friend  Roger  Gale,  Efq',  which  tho'  it  be  already  pub- 
lijhed  by  him  in  his  Edition  of  Antoninus’f  Itinerary  thro* 
Britain  % yet  he  having  not  then  feen  it  himfelf,  the  Tranfcript 
he  at  that  time  made  ife  of  happened  to  be  very  faulty,  which 
is  in  this  Copy  ( taken  by  his  own  Care  and  DireElion ) very 
happily  corrected,  and  therefore,  as  is  prefumed,  be  not  at  all 
unacceptable. 
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Were  it  proper,  divers  curious  Obfervations  might  he  made 
upon  this  Infcription,  as  well  as  upon  the  different  Sorts  of 
Veflels  that  appear  upon  the  Stone,  which  would  confirm 
what  / have  faid  in  my  General  Preface  to  this  Work.  But 
1 rather  leave  thefe  to  the  Reader's  better  Judgment,  and /ImII, 
at  prefent,  only  note  ( what  I principally  publijh  it  here  for ) 
that  EH  is  either  the  fame  as  ejus  honori,  or  ergo  honoris, 
{provided  ergo  will  be  allowed  to  Jland  in  th:  firfl  Place) 
and  not  ejus  heredes,  as  it fignifies  elfewhere.  For  tho'  there 
were  monumenta  hereditaria  in  oppofition  to  monumenta  fa- 
miliaria, yet  the  Expreffion  in  this  Infcription  feemS  properly 
to  be  underjlood  of  an  Honour  done  to  the  Qoddefs  in  Perform- 
ance of  a Vow  that  had  been  made,  ex  voto,  as  'tis  here  worded, 
OT  being  to  be  added. 
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§.  6.  Such  as  are Jhidlous  of  our  Antiquities  having, 
by  a conftant  and  diligent  application,  made  them- 
Jelves  Majiers  of  all  thofe  Branches  of  Learning  / 
have  been  fpcaking  of,  it  'will  be  then  requiftefor  them 
to  take  care  to  apply  their  Learning  to  the  beneft 
and  Advantage  of  the  Publick.  And  this  they  may  do 
either  in  a publick  or  private  Capacity.  Jf  they  are 
preferred  to  any  publick  Office  or  Employment,  they 
'will  never  'want  Opportunities  of  doing  veryextraor- 
dimwcy  Service  by  their  Kyw^vledge.  They -will  be  more 
\ capable  than  others  of  ffiving  good  Advice  and  Direaion, 
and  their  Prefcriptions  -will  be  the  more  regarded  by  thofe  that 
are  concerned  in  the  Events.  Having  obj'crvd  from  Hiftory 
the  Confequences  of  the  fame  Kind  of  Undertakings  in  former 
Times,  they  -will  be  able  io  avoid  the  falfe  Steps  that  had  been 
^ xda^xsmade,  and  to  take  fuch  other  Methods  as  cannot  but  pro- 
1 duce  an  happy  and  profperous  Iffiue.  But  if  it  ffiould  not 
be  their  Fortune  to  be  placed  in  any  publick  PoR,  they  will, 
neverthelefs,  e-uen  then  be  in  a Capacity  of  doing  great  Service. 
Nor  can  they  reafonably  plead  any  Exemption  from  benefiting 
the  Publick  becaufe  of  their  private  Circumilances.  It  hath 
always  been  the  opinion  of  the  wifeR  Men,  that  no  one,  in 
-whatever  Condition,  oxight  to  offer  an  Exciife,  whereby  he  may 
be  freed  from  the  Service  every  one  owes  to  the  Publick.  And 
therefore  no  one  can  with  lefs  reafon  pretend  to  fuch  an  Excufe 
than  thofe  that  are  famous  for  great  Learning.'  They  ought  in 
fuch  a private  Condition  to  make  their  Learning  ufeful  either 
by  the  Advice  they  may  five  to  others,  or  by  piiblifhmg  ancient 
' Authors,  or  elfe  by  writing  themfelves.  If  they  find  that  they 
are  better  qualified  to  do  Service  by  writing  themfelves,  they 
cannot  fail  ofinany,  and  thofe  -very  confiderable,  Particulars  in 
our  Hiftory  and  Antiquities,  that  want  to  be  illuflrated  and 
cxplciined.  And  then  again,  if  they  think  it  more  ad-oifeable  to 
publifh  fuch  Old  Authors  as  yet  remain  unprinted,  they  -will 
faye  a very  large  Field  before  them,  in  -which  they  will  meet 
.with  a vaji  Variety  of  Authors,  that  moft  certainly  deferve 
to  fee  the  Light,  and  if  they  carefully  fet  about  Publifijing  any 
of  them,  they  'will  deferve  immortal  Praife  and  Honour  of 
their  Country.  Tet  whilfi  I fpeak  thus,  I avould  not  have  it 
thought  that  any  one  can  efFeftually  do  it  without  fome  fuit- 
able  Encouragement.  I take  it  for  granted,  that  thofe  that 
cire  wealthy  and  are  in  Pozver  will  not  fail  to  make  fuch  Al- 
lowances to  thofe  private  Perfons  as  arc  engafd  in  thefe  pu- 
Llick  Works  as  may  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  Defigns 
with  Pleafiire  and  Affiiduity.  Mr.  Leland  himfclf,  iho'  he  ne- 
ver aEled  in  any  publick  Office  of  the  Kingdom  (for  all  his  Pre-

ferments  'were  of  a private  Nature ) yet  he  vjanted  no  Afliftance  i 
that  n-vas  requifite  to  carry  on  and  confummate  'what  he  had , 
propo/ed.  He  fever al  Times  applauds  his  Patrons  in  his  excel- 
lent Book  called  Encomia  illuftrium  virorum,  'ivhich  I have 
reprintedfrom  a Copy  that  'was  very  readily  communicated  tome 
by  the  ingenious  Mr.  James  Sotheby  Junior  (/London,  to-whom 
Jam  fo  much  the  more  obliged  upon  this  account,  becavfe  tho'  lam 
a Stranger  to  him,  yet  he  fent  it  to  me,  -without  the  leall  ap- 
plication on  my  part,  as  foon  as  he  had  been  informed,  that  I 
had  fought  after  it  in  vain  in  many  Studies  and  Shops,  other- 
ivife  ■well  furnijhed  "with  Books.  But  then  as  Mr.  Leland 
-was  a Perfon  of  very  extraordinary  and  uncommon  Parts, 
/equal  Induftry  and  Judgment,  fo  his  Defigns  as 
large  and  exlenfive,  and  luhat  no  one  Perfon  can  ever  hope  to 
finijh  and  bring  to  PepfeFtion,  and  for  that  reafon  thofe'that 
engage  in  Antiquities  Jhould  propofe  lefs  extenfive  Defigns  to 
themfelvcs,  fuch  as  they  may  fairly  hope  they  JJjall  be  able  to 
compleat  and  bring  to  PerfeCHon,  Which  Method  had  Mr. 
Leland  himfelf followed,  we  had  then  had  many  more  finilhed 
Pieces  of'  his  own  Compofure,  than  we  now  have.  However 
pho"  he  did  not  finifh  much  himfelf,  yet  fuch  of  his  Colleflions  as 
are  now  preferved  are  extraordinary  and  very  excellent,  and 
as  they  have  hitherto,  fo  they  will  hereafter  cxercife  the  Vans 
of  our  bed  Antiquaries  in  whatever  they  fhall  fet  themfelves 
about  in  order  to  promote  and  advance  our  own  National  An- 
tiquities. 

^.7.  Now  as  I have  already  obferved,  that  we 
have  abundance  of  MFs^^remaining  not  yet  publifoed, 
which  intirely  relate  to  our  own  Hiflory  and  Anti- 
quities ( altho  they  are  nothing  near  fo  confiderable 
in  Number  as  they  were  before  the  Difolution  of  the 
Religious  Houfes)  fo  there  are  in  other  MSS.  often- 
times Fragments  of  Hiflory  and  Antiquity  fcattcred, 
which  Hwould  be  very  proper  to  have  colleFled  and 
piiblifoed  under  the  Title  of  a Spicilegium.  We  have 
a Specimen  of  fuch  a Spicilegium  in  Mr.  Seldenb'Ead- 
mer.  Both  the  publijhing  of  intire  MSS.  and  the  col- 
leFling  of  Juch  Fragments  would  be  of  equal  Advan- 
tage and  Honour  to  our  Country,  and  ’’twould  be  a means  to 
put  a Hop  to  thoj'e  Reflexions  which  are  oftentimes  cafi  upon 
vs  for  not  making  a proper  ufe  of  our  MSS.  amongfi  which 
Animadverters  I find  no  lefs  a Man  than  Jofeph  Scaliger 
himfelf,  who  at  the  fame  time  that  he  commends  our  MSS^ 
anii  the  Catalogue  of  them  printed  by  Dr.  Thomas  James,  up. 
braids  ‘‘  us  with  Negligence,  as  altogether  averfe  lo  that  forf 
a Scanner's  Epift.  n.  CCXXXiV.  p.  501. 
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t)f  Study  -which  depends  upon  inJpeEling  and confulting  old  MSS. 
in  colledling  Fragments  fro-m  MSS.  / Jlmdd  think  it  advife- 
able  (provided  the  Opinion  of  fo  ignorant  and  mean  a Perfou 
as  -my  felf  may  be  of  any  -weight  J to  be  very  particular  in  ex- 
amining thofe  MSS.  -which  are  either  -written  in  a very  rude 
Hand,  or  are  pretty  much  defaced ; becaufe,  in  tuyozun  Searches, 
I have  always  obferved  that  unpublifhed  Fragments  are 
more  frequently  found  in  fuch  Kind  <^MSS.  than  in  thofe  that 
are  -written  fairly  and  are  eafily  read.  And  this  I have  noted 
not  only  with  refpeSt  to  our  own  Hiftory,  but  alfo  xvlth  re- 
gard to  other  Parts  of  Antiquity,  The  mention  whereof  brings 
to  my  memory  a Fragment  of  the  Greek  APIs  of  St.  Xhecla 
that  is  omitted  in  both  the  Editions  of  the  Spicilegium  Patrum  % 
that  -was  collected  and  fet  out  by  the  late  pious  and  learned 
Dr.  Grabe.  I told  him  of  it  fome  years  before  he  dyed  ( when 
I was  tranfpribing  and  colleFling  for  him  many  other  Frag- 
ments befides  out  of  other  MSS.)  and  he  took  a Note  of  it,  and 
faid  he  would  take  care  to  make  it  publick  when  an  Opportu- 
nity offered.  The  MS.  in  which  ’tis  exftant  is  among f thofe 
purchafed  by  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford  out  of  the  Study  of  Dr. 
Huntingdon.  'Tis  a thick  (^arto,  and  contains  divers  other 
valuable  Remains  of  Ecclefiaftical  Antiquity.  'Tis  above  500. 
Tears  old,  (as  I conjeElure ) and  is  written  in  a pretty  large 
CharaFler,  and  the  Orthography  is  agreeable  to  the  Pronun- 
ciation in  ufe  when  the  Scribe  lived,  but  in  feveral  Places 
the  Letters  are  fo  much  decayed  that  'tis  hard  to  make  them 
out.  Greek  MS.  Dr.  Grabe  himfelf  made  ufe  of  happened 
to  be  imperfeft,  and  he  ruas  therefore  obliged  to  fupply  it 
from  Metaphraftes,  vuhich  had  been  more  luckily  done  from 
this  MS.  of  Dr.  Huntingdon,  had  he  been  fo  happy  as  to  have 
known  of  it  at  that  time.  But  becaufe  'twdl  be  more  Satif- 
faFtion  to  the  Reader  ( however  it  may  feem  to  be  a Digref- 
flon)  to  have  it  publifhed,  than  to  have  it  fill  lye  hid  in  the 
MS.  / beg  leave  to  infert  it  here,  not  in  the  leaf  doubting 
but  that  it  will  be  kindly  received  by  all  true  Lovers  of  Eccle- 
fiaftical  Learning  and  Antiquity  : and  that  the  rather,  becaufe 
I zuill  not  alter  either  the  manner  (^writing  or  pointing,  but 
retain  all  the  Errors  of  the  MS.  Which  Method,  if  it  zuere 
followed  in  publifliing  other  old  MSS.  ( at  leaf  by  way  of 
Specimen-  either  in  the  Preface  or  Notes)  it  would  be  a good 
Rule  for  others  to  judge  of  their  Antiquity,  as  well  as  the  way 
0/ Pronunciation  at  that  time,  it  being  certain,  as  I take  ity 
that  the  Accents  in  their  Books,  hozvever  they  may  differ 
from  the  Rated  way  of  Accenting  now,  are  fare  Arguments 
that  they  did  not  pronounce  their  Words  otherwife  than  they

which  this  Fragment  occiirrs,  is  very  rudely  written,  much 
like  the  MS.  of  Livy,  from  xvhence  fpubliftjed  a Fragment  in 
my  late  Edition  of  that  Author  tz?  Oxford.  By  Fragment 
we  have  a different  Account  of  the  Etymology  of  the  Capitol 
than  is  commonly  received,  and  there  are  fome  other  curious 
Particulars  in  it,  which  tho'  in  Part  Roman  tick,  yet  / coidd 
not  but  take  great  Notice  of  and  as  I tranfcrib'd  it  for  my  own 
Ufa,  fo  I j'hall  as  readily  now  communicate  it  to  the  Puhlick, 
together  with  fome  other  Fragments  of  Antiquity,  which  are 
equally  curious,  and  immediately  follow  the  former  Fragment, 

and  arc  written  by  the  fame  Hand. Capitolium  Romanm

Infra 
arcem  fuit  palacium,  quod  erat  pro  magna  parte  aureum,  & 
lapidibus  prcciofis  ornatum,  quod  dicebatur  valere  terciam 
partem  mundi,  ubi  tot  Ifatua:  b erant  quot  funt  mundi  pro- 
vincim,  & habebat  qurelibet  idatua  tintinnabulum  ad  collum, 
& erant  ita  per  artem  mathematicam  difpofitm,  ut  quando 
aliqua  regio  Romano  Imperio  rebellis  efficiebatur,  flatini 
ymago  illius  proviucim  vertebat  dorfum  ad  ymaginem  urbis 
quse  major  erat  fuper  alias  5’maglnes  tauquam  domina.

PRiELIMINARY  OBSERVATIONS. 

§.9.  Dzwrj  curious  learned  Remarks  ^ 

made  upon  thefe  Fragments  hy  Perfons  equal  to  the  ^ very^greitM^^^ 
Undertaking,  and,  tho"  I am  not  qualify ed,  yet  ' I in  making  Edmund 
•would  my  f elf  attempt  it,  vjere  I not  fully  fatisfyed, 
that  thofe  that  have  fuhfcribed  for,  and  encouraged,  ° qoMu,  Ld"  not 
this  Work  are  capable  of  making  much  more  pertinent  by  Marria^^, 
Obfervations  than  can  be  expelled  from  me.  I fhall 

therefore  forbear  entering  upon  this  Talk,  and  infead  thereof 
1 voill  take  this  Opportunity  of  correSHng  a very  great  Miftake 
that  hath  been  committed,  amongft  a great  number  befides,  by 
Mr.  Tyrell.  This  learned  Gentleman  tells  us  m pag.  4^.  of 
i the  VF*'.  Book  of  the  firft  Volume  of  his  General  Hiftory  of 
I England,  that  Edmund  Ironfide  was  the  Son  of  King  Ethelred 
: by  a Concubine,  and  not  by  Marriage,  and  yet  in  his  Genea- 

logical Table  ( which  he  affures  vjas  taken  from  Authentick 
Authors)  he  makes  her  his  Wife,  and  tells  us  that  her  Name 
was  Elgiva.  How  he  came  to  be  fo  right  in  the  Table,  and 
fo  very  wrong  in  the  Hiflory  it  felf,  I will  not  prefume  to  judge. 

/ fay  fo  very  wrong  in  the  Hillory  it  felf.  For  notwithfand- 
ing  he  quotes  William  ^Malmlbury,  Ethelred  Abbat  de  Rie- 
vallis,  and  Matthew  Weftminller,  and  then  concludes  with 
i thefe  Words,  So  that  it  appears  by  thefe  Authors,  that  this 
King  Edmund  was  born  of  a Concubine,  yet  I cannot  find 
( upon  a careful  Examination  of  the  Matter  J that  he  had  any 
good  reafon  ( unlefs  he  will  call ferving  a Turn  a good  reafon) 
to  draw  any  fuch  Conclulion.  Now  to  juflify  what  I have  here 
I remarked,  I will firft  of  all  tranfcribe  the  Words  of  all  thefe 
i three  Authors,  and  then  I will Jhew  that  Mr.  Tyrellh  Inter- 
pretation is  forced  and  unnatural.  What  William  o/'Malmf- 
bury  tells  us  about  this  Affair  is  in  c.  lo.  p.  71.  of  his  fecond 
Book  de  Geftis  regum  Anglise.  Erat  ifte  Edmundus  (faith  he ) 
non  ex  Emma  natus,  fed  ex  quadam  alia,  quam  fama  obfcura 
recondit.  The  fecond  Author  is  Ethelredus  Rievallenfis,  who 
writes  ® thus  : Tunc  Rex  (Ethelredus'}  milTus  in  Norman- 
niam  nuntiis  Emmam  filiam  Ricardi  ducis  fibi  in  uxorctn 
dari  & petiit  & accepit,  cum  jam  de  filia  Torethi  nobiliffimi 
comitis  filium  fufcepilTet  Edmund  urn.  Ex  Emma  dcinde  duos 
habuit  filios,  Edwardum  & Alfredum,  de  quibus  pofiea  dice- 
mus. The  third  and  laji  of  them  is  Matthew  Weftminller,  who 
fpeaks  iri  this  manner  b : Erat  autem  Edmundus  ifie,  non  ex 
Emma  regina,  fed  ex  quadam  ignobili  femina  generatus,  qui 
utique  matris  fuae  ignobilitatem  generis,  mentis  ingenuitate 
6c  corporis  llrenuitate  redintegrando  redemit.  Here  we  fee 
that  neither  of  thefe  Authors  calls  her  a Concubine,  that  they 


a De  genealogia  Rfl^utn  Anglor.  col.  36a. 
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only  acquaints  us,  that fie  was  of  mean  and  obfcure  Parentage 
in  comparifon  of  Ethelred,  who  was  the  Son  of  fo  very  great  a 
King  as  Edgar.  Ethelredus  indeed  calls  her  Father  nobiliffi- 
mus,  but  that  is  to  be  underflooi  only  as  he  was  comes,  and 
not  that  he.  thought  that  his  Daughter  %uas  a proper  Matchyor 
Edmund.  This  inequality  therefore  of  IFixlh  made  the  Writers 
of  thofe  Times  lefs  careful  to  tranfmit  her  Name  to  PoRerity  ; 
which  I take  to  be  the  rcafon  vjhy  her  Name  is  not  made  men- 
tion of  by  either  of  the  old  Authors  I have  here  cited.  Hence 
Malmfbury’s,  quam  buna  obfeura  recondit ; thereby  fignify- 
ing,  that  her  Name  did  not  occur  in  the  Authors  he  made  ufe 
of . That  the  Interpretation  / have  given  is  true  and  juft,  and 
that  this  Lady  u'itr  really  his  Wife,  and  coi  f equently  that  Mr. 
Tyrellh  Interpretation  is  forced  and  unnatural,  f which  is 
what  I was  to  prove)  appears  from  the  Judgment  not  only  of 
the  beft  Hiftorians  that  have  written  fince  the  Reformation, 
but  from  undoubted  Evidence  before  that  time,  Mr.  Tyrell 
himfclf  quotes  one  Chronicle  in  which  fhe  is  exprefsly  called 
j^’ftfirft  Wife.  Nor  is  Henry  Knighton  lefs  exprefs.  Rex  E- 
gelredus  genuit  de  Emma,  filia  Ricardi  primi,  ducis  tercii 
Normannis,  duos  filios,  fcilicet  Alhedum  &EdwardumCon- 
feftorem,  h de  una  alia  uxore  habuit  Edmundum  ferreum 
latus,  qui  fic  dicebatur  propter  probitatem  fuam,  pyc.  / 
might  produce  other  Authors,  but  1 Jhall  only  quote  one  more, 
and  he  is  Walter  Coventry,  a Writer  of  very  good  Credit,  who 
lived  in  the  Reigns  of  K.  John  and  K.  Heni-y  the  third.  ’Tis 
upon  his  Hccount  that  Ihave  taken  Notice  of  this  Miftake  of 
Mr.  Tyrell’r,  his  Chronicle  being  exf  ant  in  the  fame  MS. 
from  which  I have  publifoed  the  Fragments  above,  and  Fis 
written  in  the  very  fame  Hand  auith  thofe  Fragmients,  not  long 
after  the  time  of  Henry  the  third  as  I conjecture.  In  fol.  58.  a. 
rf  this  MS.  Chronicle  we  have  thefe  remarkable  Words,  which 
Ifoall  leave  to  Mr. 'TyveWs  Conf  deration.  Poft  deceftum 

Athelredi  regis  Edmundus  filius  fuus  ex  prima  conjuge,  filia 
fcilicet  Thoreti  nobiliftimi  comitis,  laboris  & regni  relitftus 
eft  heres.  1 am  pretty  well  convinced  that  Mr.  Tyrell  tai// 
be  ready  to  defend  his  Opinion  by  the  Authority  of  John  Brom- 
ton,  XU  ho  informs  ^ us,  that  fome  [aid  the  Mother  of 
Ironfide  was  a Concubine  to  K.  Ethelred.  But  then  as  Brom- 
ton  hhnfelf  docs  not  incline  to  their  Opinion,  fo  we  ought  to 
think  that  thofe  quidam,  thofe  fome  Men,  were  Perfons  of  no 
great  Reputation  ; and  Fis  for  this  reafon,  as  I take  it,  that 
they  have  not  been  regarded fince  by  IMen  of  the  beft  Principles  ; 
and  I am  apt  to  think  that  notwit  I flanding  the  Indujlry  of 

1315.  i Apud  X.  Script, 
col,  877. 
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Hypothetical  and  Republican  Writers,  they  'will  be  as  little 
regarded  hereafter  by  Men  that  are  adled  by  the  fame  honeft 
Principles.  The  wifeft  Men  of  the  Nation  xfon  Ethelrcd’j 
Death  did  not  look  upon  Edmund  as  illegitimate.  Nay  that 
Part  of  the  Nobility  and  others  'which  adhered  to  Cnute  did 
7iot  alledge  this  Objeftion  againji  Edmund.  Tofcandalize  any 
Perfon  is  a great  Crime,  hut  the  heinoufnefs  of  it  increafes  ac- 
cording to  the  Dignity  of  the  Perfon  of  -whom  the  Scandal  is 
raifed.  It  is  therefore  no  fmall  Blemijh  to  Mr.  Tyrellh  Au- 
thority f -which  ho-wever  may  be  -wiped  of  by  a Publick  Retrac- 
tation) that  he  hath  thought  fit  to  endeavour  to  fiain  the 
Reputation  of  King  Ethelred  and  his  firjl  Queen,  and  to  re- 
prcfent  them  as  loofe  and  immoral,  even  -when  he  had  full  ( at 
leaf  very  probable)  AlTurance  to  the  contrary  from  the  Tefii- 
mony  of  the  moll:  authentick  Writers. 

§.  lo.  But  (to  leave  this  Controverfy)  1 do  not 
know  of  any  Part  of  Learning  that  will  receive  fo  fo"“- 

confiderable  Improvements  from  colle&mg  Fragments  derahk  improvements 
out  o/Manufeript  Books  and  Papers  that  are  written  f 
in  ill  Hands,  as  that  which  relates  to  the  Hiftory  of  fcattereT  up  & dowu 
Religious  Houfes,  particularly  thofe  that  belong'd  JnM55.astheHiftory 
to  our  own  Kingdom,  to  which  I am  now  to  confine  oi^tMonaJlerkszni 
my  felf  that  being  the  chief  Occafion  that  hath  given  i Monks  and  other 
Birth  to  thefe  Remarks.  The  Monks  and  other  Reli-  Eeligious  Perfons  care- 
gious  Perfons  look'd  upon  it  as  an  unpardonable  P7>c<? 

^Ingratitude  not  to  keep  Regifters  of  their  Founders  fpedive  Societies,  and 
and  Benefadfors.  Js  they  remembred  themconjlantly  would  oftentimes  put 
in  their  Devotions,  fo  they,  withall,  took  the  uimoft 
Pains  to  record  all  the  moft  minute  Circumftances 
that  concerned  each  Benefadfion.  And  there  "was 
equal  Care  fhewn  by  them  in  keeping  Lifts  of  their 
Abbats,  and  in  relating  the  Allions  illuftrious  Perfons 

as  had  been  bred  up  among  ft  them.  But  rude  Hands  coming 
into  Fafhion  after  the  Normans  had  invaded  England,  not 
only  in  our  own  Country  but  elfewhere,  the  MSS.  belonging  to 
the  MonalHck  Affairs  that  were  written  after  that  Period,  are 
not  oftentimes  to  be  read  without  the  utmoB  Difficulty.  It 
muft  indeed  he  allowed,  that  the  Miffials,  Breviaries,  and  other 
books  of  Divine  Offices  were  always  curioufly  and  neatly  done, 
and  fame  of  them  even  to  the  Aftonifhment  of  our  modern 
Spedfators.  But  then  a more  than  ordinary  Expenfe  was  laid 
out  upon  Books  of  this  nature,  and  there  were  Injundtions  upon 
that  Account,  onpurpofe  that  no  Bookfhould  he  brought  into 
Churches,  and  Chapells,  and  other  Places  of  Devotion  but 
what  might  be  eafily  read.  Such  Copies  as  were  written  in  a. 
larger  Hand  than  ufual  were  for  the  ufe  of  more  aged  Perfons, 

and 
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and  thofe  that  were  more  beautifully  illuminated  than  was  com- 
monly feen  were  deftgned  not  only  for  the  Nuns  of  the  better 
Quality,  but  likewife for  other  Perfons  of  lyu'dn&Xov)..  There 
was,  wit  hall,  gr  eat  Caution  obferved  inwriting  the¥z\.\\txs  and 
Claffick  Authors  after  the  fame  Period  of  Time.  But  then  as 
to  Books  that  concerned  the  Hijiory  of  the  Kingdom,  or  the 
Monafteries  ( iinlefs  they  were  to  be  prefentcd J they  were  not 
fo  folicltous  about  their  being  fairly  written,  as  they  were  to 
have  the  Story  truly  told.  And  provided  what  they  related 
were  exaft,  they  did  not  think  it  material  to  put  ihei--  Obfer- 
vations  down  in  a Book  provided  only  for  that  purpofe,  but 
they  wouldvery  often  enter  their  Remarks  in  Books  that  were 
altogether  forreign  to  what  they  were  then  relating.  Hence 
it  is  that  there  is  to  be  met  withfich  Variety  of  Notes  about  the 
Religious  Houfes  where  there  have  been  vacant  Places  in  dir- 
vers  MSSb  Books  which  contain  Things  ifon  quite  other  Sub- 
jebis,  and  are  vjritten  otherwife  very  fairly,  whereas,  on  the 
contrary,  the  Additional  Notes  about  the  Religious  Houfes  are 
not  very  pleafing  to  the  F.ye,  thd  on  other  Accounts  perhaps  of 
more  ufe  thayi  all  the  other  Things  contained  in  each  refpeStive 
Book.  '

-.varth  and  kv  William  in  thefe  AfEurs,  that  is  not  fatisfyed  that  many 

Dugitale.  of  the  Materials  are  only  fuch  Fragments  ? The  prin- 

cipal Compiler  Mr.  Dodfworth  was  a Gentleman  of 
that  Incredible  Indufcry,  that  he  did  not  let  any  MS.  that 
came  to  his  Hands  efcape  without  turning  it  over  and  carefully 
examwing  it ; by  which  means  he  very  often  met  with  Frag- 
ments of  our  Hifiory,  that  voould  otherwife  have  efcaped  his 
Knowledge.  As  many  of  thefe  are  preferved  in  the  Monafti- 
con,  fo  there  is  fill  afar  larger  ^lantity  behind^  as  yet  un- 
publfhed,  in  his  Colleffions  ( comprized  in  162.  Volumes,  mofl 
cf  them  in  Folio)  that  are  preferved  in  the  Bodleian  Library. 
/ never  look  uponfhefe  Colleftions  f and  I have  frequent  Oc- 
cafion  to  infpeCi  them)  without  the  utmoft  Surprize  and  Won- 
der, and  I cannot  but  blefs  God  that  he  was  pleafed,  out  of  his 
infinite  Goodnefs  and  Mercy,  to  raife  up  fo  pious  and  dili- 
gent a Perfon  that  foould,  by  his  Bleffing,  fo  efcClually  dif- 
cover  and  pre ferve  fuch  a noble  Treafure  of  Antiquities  as  is 
contained  it  thefe  Volumes.  JSdofi  of  the  Things  in  them  are 

written 
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•written  with  his  own  Hand,  and  fometimcs  the  Genealogical 
Tables  and  the  Notes  upon  them  are  done  with  that  exquifite 
Care  and  Judgment,  that  I cannot  but  think  much  otherwife 
of  this  eminent  Perfon  than  the  Author  of  Athense  Oxoni- 
enfes.  For  it  plainly  appears  to  me,  that  his  Judgment  and 
Sagacity  %uere  not  inferior  to  his  Diligence,  and  I fee  no  reafon 
to  doubt  hut  that  if  he  had  lived  to  have  "written  the  Anti- 
quities of  Yorkfnire  {as  he  once  defigned ) it  "would  have  ap- 
peared in  a very  pleafing  and  entertaining  Method,  and  in  a 
proper,  elegant  Style^  and  "would have  been  fet  out  "with  all  other 
becoming  Advantages.  But  hifiead  of  methodizing  his  Col- 
leftlons,  he  thought  it  more  ufeful  ( at  leaf  it  fidteclmof  with 
his  Inclination)  confantly  to  continue  them  on,  and  to  leave 
the  Publication  of  them  in  what  Order  foould  be  thought fit  to 
' Pofterity.  So  that  tho'  he  heaped  up  fuch  an  immenfe  Nujnber 
of  Remarks,  yet  he  prepared  nothing  for  the  Prefs  himfelf  ex- 
cepting the  two  fir  ft  Volumes  of  the  Monafticon  j but  before  the 
Work  was  advanced  far  by  the  Printers,  he  was  cut  off  by 
Death,  and  then  the  correFling  part  fell  upon  the  equally  fa- 
mous Sir  William  Dugdale,  who  added  a third  Volume,  which 
is  wholly  owing  to  himfelf.  What  had  been  publijhed  before 
about  our  Religious  Houfes  is  extremely  flight  and  im perfect. 

! But  in  this  great  Work  there  is  a mof  noble  Account,  extraSl- 
edfrom  the  mo£t  Authentick  Leiger  Books,  Regiflers,  and 
Records,  of  the  mof  confiderable  of  the  Religious  Houfes, 
and  all  is  done  with  fo  much  Fidelity,  and  in  fo  good  a Bde- 
thod,  that  there  is  nothing  but  what  is  commendable  in  it.  In 
fo  much  that  the  Work  hath  been  applauded  and  admired  7iot 
only  by  thofe  of  our  own  Nation,  but  by  the  mof  judicious  and 
learned  Men  in  Forrelgn  Countries,  aitd  it  is  a mof  ample 
Tefimony  of  the  great  Worth  of  the  Compilers,  and  will  de- 
ferve everlafting  praife  from  all  fuch  as  have  the  leaf  '^enfe  of 
Virtue  and  Honour. 


§.  12.  It  may  well  be  wondered  at,  that  fin  ce  this 
excellent  Work  hath  met  with  fuch  Applaufe  and  de- 
ferved  Succefs  amongfi  all  forts  of  Perfons,  rio  one 
fhould  have  hitherto  attempted  a Continuation  of  the 
fame.  For  tho'  the  Compilers  of  it  have  given  us  a 
large  CollcBion  0/ Records,  yet  fro77i  the  little  expe- 
rience / have  in  MSS.  I eafily  gather  that  befides 
thofe  to  be  met  with  in  Mr.  DodfworthV  Coiledlions, 
there  is  fill  behind  a rich  and  valuable  Treafure  of 
Charters  and  Papers,  both  in  publick  and  private  Li- 
braries, by  which  not  only  thofe  Religious  Houfes 
that  are  already  mentioned  in  the  Monafticon  migM 
be  farther  accounted  for,  but  likewife  the  Hifiory 


A Continuation  of 
the  MonaJIicon  not  ycx 
attempted,  becaufe, 
perhaps,  the  Dtffiail- 
ty  of  vending  the  Co- 
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Houfes  not  at  all  touch'd  upon  there,  might  be  illujlrated,  and 
Jet  in  a clear  and  proper  Light.  Nay  divers  Remarks  of  very 
great  moment  may  be  extracted  both  from  Mr.  Leland’r  Iti- 
nerary and  from  his  Colledlanea,  vjhich  are  not  mentioned 
there.  'Tis  true  Compilers  confulted  both  thofe  Nocks, 
but  then  vjhether  it  'was  becaife  they  'Vi  anted  an  Index,  or  elfe 
becaufe  they  had  not  Opportunity  and  Lcifure  to  examine  thofe 
Books  'with  all  the  Nicenefs  and  Striftnefs  as  'was  requifite, 
or  'whatever  elfe  may  be  the  rcafon,  this  is  certain,  that  it  fo 
fell  out,  that  many  excellent  and  ufeful  Materials  to  be  met 
"with  in  thofe  F olumes  efcaped  their  Diligence,  and  might  there- 
fore ferve  to  make  up  one  Part  of  the  Improvements  that 
might  be  made  to  the  Work.  But  then  there  is  this  Difcourage- 
ment,  that  Books  of  this  nature  are  frequently,  as  it  hap- 
pens, a long  time  in  vending,  and  the  Undertakers,  for  that 
reafon,  in  danger  of  being  ruined.  And  'tis  probable  that,  tho* 
no  one  fhould,  as  I obferved  before,  fequefter  himfelf  fofar  as 
to  deny  his  Service  to  the  Public,  yet  this  may  be  the  true  rea- 
fon 'why  no  one  hath,  as  yet,  pretended  to  puhlifh  another  Pa?'t. 
It  is  obfervable  that  in  this  Nation  many  Works  are  propofed 
and  commended  as  very  laudable  and  necelTary,  and  the  Com- 
pilers and  Undertakers  are  accordingly  ifucilly  applauded  for 
their  great  and  laborious  Attempts  ; but  'when  the  Works  are 
brought  to  PerfeSlion  and  ready  for  Publication,  many  of  thofe, 
that  "were  almoft  extravagant  before  in  praifing  them,  prove 
only  pretended  Friends,  and  are  fo  far  from  helping  ojf  'with 
the  Impreffion,  that  they  rather  ufe  all  clandeftine  Means 
they  can  to  hinder  and  prevent  the  Sale.  Infidious  Adverfaries 
are  nioft  of  all  to  be  feared ; and  Perfons  of  this  Difpofition 
and  Temper  may  mq/i  properly  be  charalierized as  fuch.  It  is 
lamentable  to  confider  the  Difficulties  Gruter  met  "with  in  the 
Sale  of  his  admirable  CollelHon  of  inferiptions.  The  Charges 
cf  the  Edition  could  not  be  ballanced  'till  many  years  after 
his  Death.  But  that  'which  is  ynore  deplorable  than  this  is  the 
Fate  of  the  learned  Dr.  Edmund  Caflell,  'who  after  many  Tears 
fpent  in  compiling  his  Hepraglott  Lexicon,  to  the  ruining  of 
his  Health  and  Fortune,  'when  the  Work  "was  finijhed  and 
publifhed  he  met  'with  a very  poor  Reward  /or  his  incredible 
and  indeed  Herculean  Labours.  Himfelf  obferves  in  a Letter 
I have  taider  his  o'wn  Hand,  that  he  had  [pent  above  twelve 
thoufand  Pounds  upon  that  Work,  and  makes  bitter  Complaints 
that  after  fuch  a vaftExpenfe,  andfo  many  Dihrfters  as  he  had 
encountered  'with  in  it,  the  Copies  fjould  all  lye  upon  his 
Hands.  Which  Complaints  as  they  were  very  juft,  and  in- 
deed much  to  the  Scandal  of  thofe  that  were  able  to  be  Patrons 
of  Learning,  fo  they  may  be  as  tridy  made  in  many  other 
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^ajes,  and  particularly  "with  refpeB  to  feveral  Undertakings 
that  relate  to  our  own  HiftOry,  and  do  therefore  tend  to  the 
Honour  of  this  Kingdom. 

§.13.  But  now  if , notwithjlanding  the  PrbJpeElof 
the  Difficulties  that  will  be  likely  to  attend  the  Sale, 
any  one  Jheuld  have  the  Coiirage  and  Refolution  to  at- 
tempt and  carry  on  a Continuation  of  the  Monaffi- 
con,  he  will  fnd  himfelf  engaged  in  an  eafier  Task 
than  that  was  of  the  firll  Compilers.  For  beftdes  that 
they  have  prefcribed  and  cut  out  the  Method  he  is  to 
follow,  fince  their  time  there  have  been  publijfhed  Ca- 
talogues of  the  MSS.  in  many  of  the  moft  confiderable  Li- 
braries in  England  and  Ireland  ; by  the  Help  of  which  he  will 
at  one  View  apprehend  what  Materials  are  to  be  met  with  in 
thofe  Libraries,  and  accordingly  he  will  afterwards  take  care 
to  make  a fuitable  Application  for  them.  But  then  there  is 
yet  another  Alliftance  that  will  be  of  no  Icfs  Service  to  him,  and 
that  is  a Book  called.  Notitia  Monaftica,  or  a ffiort  Hiftory  of 
the  Religious  Houfes  in  England  and  Wales,  written  and 
publijhed  by  the  Reverend  and  Learned  Dr.  Thomas  Tanner^ 
Chancellor  of  Norwich  and  Prabendary  of  Ely.  This  Book 
( which  is  in  8''°.^  was  printed  at  the  Theatre  in  Oxford  in 
the  Tear  1695.  the  Author  was  then  Only  Batchelour  of 

Arts,  yet  it  is  a very  judicious  Performance,  and  by  it  he  hath 
defervedly  obtained  a great  and  very  diftinguifjing  Character 
and  Reputation  amongji  the  mqji  learned  and  moft  celebrated 
of  our  Antiquaries.  It  is  adorned  with  a well  penned  Preface^ 
in  which  he  hath  Jhewed  himfelf  to  be  a Majler  in  Monadic 
Learning,  and  to  have  improved  himfelf  in  our  Antiquities  far 
beyond  his  Tears.  But  that  which  1 look  upon  as  the  principal 
Ornament  of  this  Work  is  the  Account  under  each  Abbey  where 

Regiflers,  Leiger- Books,  Charters,  and  other  re- 

lating to  it  are  lodged.  It  mvji  indeed  be  acknowledged.^  that 
many  of  thofe  Records  are  mentioned  in  the  Monafticon  ; but 
then  the  Author  by  his  great  Diligence  and  Skill  in  thefe  Af- 
fairs, hath  difcovered  a noble  Treafure  of  other  Records  not 
in  the  leaf  taken  notice  of  there.  The  Notitia  of  thefe  Re- 
cords alone  would  have  made  a very  ufeful  Manual ; but  thc 
Author  thought  it  moft  advifeable  at  the  fame  time  to  give  us 
a Compendious  Hi/lory  of  the  Religious  Houfes,  a^id  bcfides 
the  Preface  to  inrich  it  with  copious  Indexes.  So  that  the 
Work  taken  all  together  is  become  a neceffiary  Repertory,  and 
is  efeem'das  fuch  by  Readers  of  the  bed  Judgment*

§.  14.  It  mitji  here  be  higeniiciijly  confejfed,  thaf 
tho'  there  hath  been  no  Continuation  hitherto  publiJJjed 
of  the  Monafticon,  yet  divers  Gentlemen  beftdes  Dr. 
Tanner  have  made  very  good  CollelHons  upon  the 
Subject . And  amongjt  thefe  ought  to  be  mentioned  7ny 
Great  Friend  and  x4.cquaintance  Browne  Willis  of 
Bucklnghamfliire,  Efq;,  a Gentleman  who  as  he  hath 
a very  powerful  Genius/br  our  Englifh  Antiquities, 
fo  he  hath  made  it  his  Study  for  feveral  Tears  to  cul- 
tivate cznt/ improve  them,,  and  at  the  fame  time  in  divers  other 
remarkable  Cafes  to  Jhew  his  AffeCiion  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. This  inquifitive  and  worthy  Perfon,  to  his  immortal 
Honour,  hath  collected  feveral  Volumes  (moji  of  which  are 
written  with  his  own  Ha77d J relating  to  07ir  Englifli  Hiftory 
^'Antiquities.  By  the  Help  of  thefe  CoWtCYiom  he  defgns 
to  compile  the  Antiquities  of  Buckinghamfhire  ; from  which 
Work  we  may  exfpeCt  Abundance  of  curious  and  ufeful  Re- 
marks, not  hitherto  taken  notice  of  by  any  of  our  Antiquaries, 
which  will  perpetuate  his  Fame  to  future  Ages,  and  will  be  a 
lafting  Monument  of  his  Zeal  for  promoting  the  Credit  and 
Reputation  of  his  own  Country.  In  amaffmg  Collections 
together  he  hath  always  had  a particidar  Regard  to  the  Re- 
ligious Houfes,  and  made  it  one  of  the  principal  aiid  molt 
confiderable  Parts  of  his  Inquiry  to  obtain  an  exaCl  Relation  of 
them,  from  their  ^ix^Ox\f\x\A  to  their  DilTolution  It  was 
from  his  AffeClioJi  to  this  Branch  of  our  Antiquities,  that  when 
Ibegaii  to  put  this  Work  to  the  Prefs  he  was  pleafed  to  fub- 
fcribe  to  it  very  liberally,  and  to  draw  up  and  commimicate  to 
me  the  following  View  of  the  Mitred  Abbeys,  with  a Cata- 
logue of  their  refpeCtive  Aibbats ; which  as  it  is  an  undenyable 
Proof  of  his  Abilities,  fo  I fee  no  reafon  to  quefion  but  that 
it  will  be  efteemed  and  valued  by  all  proper  Judges,  who  are 
willing  to  allow  any  ElTay  to  be  made  towards  a true  and  im- 
partial Hiflory  of  the  Monafleries,  in  which  there  was  fuch  an 
incredible  Number  of  Perfons  bred,  that  proved  eminent  for 
Piety,  Virtue,  and  Learning. 

§.  15.  Many  Things  might  be  faid  by  me  about  the. 
Method  of  ranghig  thefe  Mitred  Abbeys.  But  what 
Neceffity  is  there  for  entering  into  a Difpute  that  in 
the  prefent  Cafe  does  not  feem  to  be  at  all  momen- 
tous ? If  sail  therefore  induftrioufly  avoyd  a Difeourfe 
of  this  nature,  and  will  only  remark  that  Mr.  Willis 
hath  aClcd  very  cautioufy  in  placing  atid  digefing  the  Abbeys, 
being  long  before  apprized  that  our  Writers  generally  differ 
about  this  Affair.  He  therefore  thought  it  to  be  mofl  prudent 
to  keep  Briefly  to  the  Order  that  hath  been  followed  by  fome 

late 
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late  Authors,  ivho  are  allowed  to  be  capaible  Judges  both  as  to 
their  Skill  in  Heraldry  a.s  well  as  Antiquity.  We  have  no  Ac- 
count of  Summons  to  Parliament  'till  the  TearofHcmy 
the  Third's  Reign.  After  this  Cufom  of  Summoning  began,  we 
fnd  that  our  Kings  ufed  to  call  up  juch  a Number  of  the  Ab- 
bats  and  Priors  as  they  thought  fit ; fo  that  v.'e  do  not  find 
that  there  was  ahvays  the  fame  Number  fummon'd,  but  fome- 
times  more  and  fometimes  lefs.  But  at  lajl  they  were  pleafcd 
to  limit  them,  and  this  Limitation  continued  till  DifTolution. 
All  thefe  limited  Abbats  held  of  the  King  in  capite  per  Baro- 
niam,  and  were  called  Mitred  Abbats.  They  did  mt  fit  in  a 
promi fcuous  manner  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  but  they  took 
their  Places  according  to  Seniority,  and  this  Seniority  was 
not  reckoned  from  the  time  of  their  Nativity  but  Creation  or 
Eleftion.  The  fame  Method  was  likexvife  obferved  when  there 

was  any  Publick  Procellion,  and  zue  are  to  fuppofe  that  even 
before  the  Limitation  of  the  Parliamentary  Abbats  they  kept 
ftridlly  to  the  fame  Rule  in  this  Cafe.  But  I fhall  leave  the 
farther  Difcujfion  of  this  Argument  to  thofe  Perfons  as  fhall 
have  an  opportunity  of  difcourfing  about  Praecedence,  and  if  in 
fuch  Dilcourfes  they  Jhall  think Jit  to  touch  upon  this  Subject, 
they  will,  perhaps,  receive  feme  Benefit  not  only  from  a Roll 
in  the  Alhmolean  Mufeum  a at  Oxford  that  contains  the 
Pictures  in  Colours  of  the  Nobility  as  they  went  in  Proceffion 
when  the  P arliament  was  holden  at  Weftminfler  on  the  4^^.  of 
Febr.  in  the  3*^.  Tear  0/' Henry  VIII'*'’®.  Reign,  but  likewife 
from  a Draught  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  wherein  the  Habits  are 
alfo  drawn  in  Colours  with  the  DifiinClions  of  each  Degree,  in 
the  Hands  of  my  excellently  learned  Friend  John  Anflis  Efq’„ 
which  he  informs  me  is  either  of  the  7'*’.  or  elfe  of  the  14'*'.  of 
the  fame  King's  Reign,  but  which  he  cannot  yet  fettle. 

§.  1 6.  I humbly  crave  leave,  before  I advance  any 
farther,  publickly  to  profefs  my  j'elf  to  be  a hncere, 
tho'  very  unworthy,  Member  of  the  Church  ^Eng- 
land, and  that  I have  as  true  and  as  hearty  AffeClion 
for  her  Intereft  as  perhaps  any  other  Perfon  what- 
foever.  And  yet  I cannot  but  as  publickly  declare 
that  I think  it  would  have  been  more  happy  for  Her, 
as  well  as  for  the  Nation  in  general,  had  KingLi&nxy 
the  VHP'’,  only  reformed  and  not  deftroyed  the  Ab- 
beys and  other  Religious  Houfes.  Monaftic  Inftitution  is 
very  ancient,  and  it  had  been  very  laudable  had  he  reduced 
the  Manner  of  Worfhip  to  the  Primitive  Form.  Popery,  as  /

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Happy  for  the  Church 
of  England,  as  well  as 
for  die  Kingdom  in 
general,  had  King 
Hewr^theVlIItA.only 
reformed  and  not  dc- 
Jlroyed  the  'Religious 
Houfes.  The  fad  Con- 
Jequenccs  of  the  Dif- 
Jolution  too  vifible. 
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fake  it,  fignvfycs  no  more  than  the  Errors  of  the  Church  of 
Rome.  Had  he  therefore  put  a Stop  to  thofekLxrors,  he  had 
flSled  wifely,  and  very  much  to  the  Content  of  all  truly  gooc} 
and  religious  Men,  But  then  this  would  not  have  fatisfyed 
the  Ends  of  himfelf,  and  his  covetous  ambitious  Agents, 
They  all  aimed  at  the  Revenues  and  Riches  of  the  Religious 
Houfes.  For  which  reafqn  no  Arts  7ior  Contrivances  were  to 
be  pafj'ed  by  that  might  be  of  ufe  in  obtaining  thofe  Ends.  The 
moft  abominable  Crimes  vqere  to  be  charged  upon  the  Religious, 
and  the  Charge  was  to  be  managed  with  the  utmoji  Jnduflry, 
Boldnefs,  and  Dexterity.  This  was  a powerful  Argument  to 
draw  an  OdJwxmupon  them,  and  to  make  them  difrcfpeEted  and 
ridiculed  by  the  Generality  of  Ma^ikind.  Jnd  yet  after  all, 
the  Proofs  were  fo  infufficient,  that  from  what  I have  been 
able  to  gather  I have  not  found  any  diredf  one  againjl  even 
any  fmgle  Moiiaftery.  The  Sins  of  one  or  two  particular  Per- 
fons  do  not  make  a Sodom.  Neither  are  violent  and  forced 
Confejfions  to  be  efteemed  as  the  true  Refults  of  any  ones  thoughts. 
When  therefore  even  thefe  Artifices  woidd  not  do,  the  lafi:  Ex- 
pedient was  put  in  Execution,  and  that  was  Ejeftion  by  Force, 
and  to  make  the  innocent  Sufferers  the  more  content,  Penfions 
were  fettled  upon  many,  and fuch  Penfions  were,  in  fome  mea^ 
fare,  proportioned  to  their  Innocence.  Thus  by  degrees  the  Rcr 
ligious  Honfes,  and  the  Eflates  belonging  to  them,  being  fur- 
rendered  unto  the  King,  he  cither  fold  or  gave  them  to  the  Lay- 
Nobility  and  Gentry  ( contrary  to  what  he  had  at firfl  pre- 
tendedJ and  fo  they  have  continued  ever fince,  tbo'  not  without 
vifible  Effects  of  God’s  Vengeance  and  Difpleafure,  there  hav- 
ing been  direful  Anathenias  and  Curfes  denounced  by  the  Foun- 
ders upon  fuch  as  Jhquld  prefume  to  alienate  the  Lands,  or  do 
any  other  voluntary  Injury  to  tpe  Religious  Houfes.  I coidd 
V^y  produce  hiftayices  of  the  Ilrange  and  unaccountable 
Decay  of  fome  Getitlemen  in  my  own  Time  ( otherwife  Perfons 
of  very  great  Piety  and  Worth)  who  have  been  poffefs'd  qf 
Abbey  Lands ; but  this  would  be  invidious  and  offenfive,  and 
therefore  I fhall  only  refer  thofe  that  are  deftrous  of  having 
Infances  laid  before  them,  to  fvew  that  difmal  Confequences 
have  happen'd,  to  Sir  Henry  Spelman’r  Hillory  of  Sacrilege, 
piddifyd  in  Svo.  in  the  Tear  1698.  from  a Copy  I tranferibed 
in  the  Country  when  ( not  long  after  I had  been  matriculated ) 
J went  from  Oxford  in  the  long  Vacation  on  purpofe  to  fee 
and  converfe  with  a moll  Religious  and  Learned  Friend 
ftice  deceafed,. 
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17.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  make  any  the  leafi 
Apology  for  Vice  and  Immorality.  It  is  very  certain 
that  fometimes  the  Monks,  efpecially  iu  the  larger  Ab- 
beys, were  loofe,  arid  did' not  live  up  to  the  Rules 
injoyn'dthemby  their  Founders.  But  this  is  an  Acci- 
dent that  happens  in  all  other  great  Bodies,  and  the 
fame  ObjeEtion  might  be  brought  againft  the  Univerfities.  It  is 
what  hath  fallen  out  ever  ftnce  Sin  entered  into  the  World,  and 
the  moft  ftrift  induftrious  Difciplinarians  cannot  prevent 
it.  But,  it  feemSj  the  Monks  muji  not,  in  the  opinion  of  our 
Adverfaries,  be  at  all  defended.  Their  very  Virtues  muJi  be 
rnifcalled,  and  nothing  muji  be  alledg'd  in  their  Vindication. 
They  immediately  charaEferize  thofe  that  [peak  for  them  as 
Friends  to  Popery,  and  Enemies  to  the  Church  of  England. 
But  as  ObjeEtions  of  this  nature  will  not  be  regarded  by  Men 
of  a folid  Judgment  and  Apprehenfion,  fo  I Jhall  make  no 
other  Anfwer  to  it  than  what  the  Reader  will  be  able  himfelf 
to  make  from  the  foregoing  Paragraph,  only  with  this  far- 
ther Remark,  that  the  befl  way  to  fecure  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land is  to  aEt  according  to  it’s  Doftrines.  Honour  ihy  Fa- 
ther and  thy  Mother  ir  a Commandment  with  promife  of  great 
Bleffings.  It  is  to  be  underjiood  not  only  of  our  Natural  and 
Spiritual,  but  of  our  Civil  Parents.  If  we  therefore  pretend  to 
be  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  yet  not  religioufly  follow 
this  Commandment,  we  have  reafon  to  fear  that  God  will  per- 
mit the  Enemy  utterly  to  deftroy  our  Church,  and  to  open  a 
way  for  Popery,  which  is  fo  much  dreaded.  And  whether  or 
no  thofe  very  Perfons,  that  are  fo  clamorous  againji  Popery, 
are  not  guilty  of  the  Breach  of  this  Commandment,  and  con- 
feqiiently  prepare  a way  for  Popery,  Ifoall  leave  to  the  Judg- 
ment of  all  fuch  as  are  either  acquainted  with  their 

Books  cr  their  wayof^rtzching.  We  know  whom  the  Apoftle 
means  by  the  and  we  are  not  lefs  ignorant 

that  the  Church  of  England  requires  conflant  Olaedience  to 
fuch  Powers.  It  would  not  be  othervoife  agreeable  to  Primitive 
and  uncorrupted  Cliriftianity.  So  that  if  any  thing  be  found 
in  the  Writings  of  thofe  Gentlemen  we  are  [peaking  of  that  is 
not  agreeable  to  this  Doftrine,  then  they  muji  be  declared,  hi 
that  Particular,  to  be  Enemies  to  our  Church,  and  fo  far  to  be 
Friends  to  Popery.  The  Jefuits  thenifelves  were  the  Inventors 
of  thofe  cunning  Evafions  that  are  made  ufe  of  for  avoyding 
the  Obedience  that  is  due  to  the  Powers  before  mentioned, 
find  ’tis  certainly  Jefuitical  and  down  right  Enmity  to  our 
Church, one  to  efpoufe  their  Caiife  by  flying  to  the  fame 
Shifts  and  Evafions,  when  the  time  comes  of  putting  the  Doc- 
ifrine  in  Execution.

And  it  is  no  wonder  that  it  anfwered  their  Ex- 
yet  the  Libraries  that  fpeSlation,  the  Generality  of  People  having  been  aU 
tij  prejudiced  fo  much  againji  them,  that  they 

■wpre  well  furniihed.  long'd  for,  and  earncfly  defined,  an  Alteration.  But 

alas  ! this  Charge  was  really  ajgroundlefsa;ztf  weak 
as  the  former.  It  is  a very  eafy  Thing  to  raife  fcandalous  \ 

Stories  of  any  Society.  IVe  know  what  Chai-allers  Mr.  Selden  ^ 
was  pleafed  to  beftow  upon  the  Clergy  in  his  Preface  to  his  | 
Hiftory  of  Tithes.  He  was  famous  for  his  Learning,  and  his 
Authority  was  the  more  likely  to  do  mif chief.  And  yet  he  found, 
to  his  very  great  Regret,  fuch  Advocates  in  behalf  oftheC\QS- 
gy,  as  tho'  Clergy-men  themfelves  were  yet  equal  to  him  in 
Learning,  and  much  fuperior  in  Judgment.  Were  all  Stories 
to  be  credited  that  are  raifed  to  detraEl  from  the  Worth  of  the 
Clergy  and  other  learned  Bodies,  o«r  Univerlities  would  quickly 
fmk,  efpecially  ovhen  feveral  Perfons  of  Dignity  are  pleafed  to 
Jirike  in  with  thofe  declared  and  avowed  Enemies,  and  to 
efpoufe  their  Caufe,  when  they  Jhould  rather,  both  in  Point  of 
Difcretion  as  well  as  love  for  the  Truth,  ftand  up  vigoroufy 
againft  ^i^^Hoftilities.  No  body  doubts  but  the  Monalleries 
had  divers  Members  that  could  not  be  fiyled  learned.  But  when 
we  difcourfe  of  learned  Bodies  thefe  ought  not  to  be  confdered, 
at  leaf  their  Ignorance  ought  not  to  be  looked  upon  as  fuffi- 
dent  to  denominate  them  unlearned.  Add  to  this  that  fome- 
times  thofe  illiterate  Perfons  w^r^' eminent  upon  forne  other  Ac- 
count, and  confequently  might  prove  very  ferviceable  to  the 
Monafteries.  After  all,  it  is  very  certain  that  a great  Number 
of  the  Monks  were  Men  of  profound  Learning,  and  of 
extraordinary  Abilities,  Had  they  been  otherwije,  it  is  impofible- 
to  account  for  that  incredible  Number  of  Books  written  by 
them.  No  one  that  reads  either  of  Bury,  or  Leland, 

or  other  Authors  that  fay  any  thing  of  their  Writings,  can 
juflly  fiippofe  them  to  have  been  illiterate  Men.  On  the  contrary,  ' 
many  of  their  Writings  are  very  judicious  and  full  of  Learning,  i 
and  what  many  of  the  hef  of  our  modern  Writers  ( notwith- 
funding  the  many  Advantages  we  have  for  acquiring  Learn- 
ing that  they  wanted)  need  not  be  ajhamed  of.  Nay  in  fome 
Parts  of  Learning  they  exceeded  any  of  our  Moderns  ; which  ■ 
is  an  Argument,  not  only  of  excellent  Parts,  but  of  their  con- 
fiant and  unwearied  Diligence  and  Application.  Had  it  not  ' 
been  for  this  Diligence  and  Care,  we  had  not  had  fo  many  of 
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the  beft  Authors  of  the  firfl  Ages  freferved.  John  Bale  him- 
felf,  -who  was  otherwife  their  mortal  Enemy,  will  allow  them 
thiis  Praife,  and  it  is  for  that  reafon  that  he  laments  the  Ha- 
vock  offo  many  of  the  Books ^ that  they  bad  preferved,  at  the 
DHToiution.  I know  very  well,  that  the  Abbats  had  oftentimes  a 
fmall  ^lantity  of  Books,  fometimes  not  above  five  or  fix,  in  their 
own  private  Studies  ; and  perhaps  many  of  the  Monks  might 
not  have  had  more.  But  we  are  not  to  meafure  the  Extent  of 
any  one's  Learning  by  the  Number  ofi  Books , Altho  indeed  fi 
this  were  any  Proof,  we  might  alledge  in  Behalf  of  the  Reli- 
gious, that  however  meanly  furnijhed  their  own  private  Studies 
might  be,  they  might  have  continual  Accefs,  if  they  pleafed,  to 
fuch  Libraries  as  were  well  fiored,  I mean  the  Libraries  that 
belonged  in  common  to  each  Abbey.  JVe  have  Accounts^  of  the 
Furniture  of  forne  of  thefe  Libraries,  and  if  we  may  judge  of 
the  reft  by  thefe,  it  is  certain  that  they  had  a large  as  well  as 
noble  ftock  of  Books,  and  that  many  of  their  Libraries  might 
vie  for  Number  with  many  of  our  beft  Libraries  fiince.  And 
even  fuch  Libraries  as  had  not  fo  great  a Store  exceeded  di- 
vers of  our  prefent  Libraries,  by  reafon  they  were  all  MSS. 
and  upon  that  fcore  are  to  be  looked  upon  as  a valuable  and 
pretious  Treafure.  In  Jhort,  as  the  Abbeys  were  very  curious, 
fine,  magnificent  Piles  of  Building,  xidily  endowed,  and'- 
continually  found  liberal  Benefadlors,  fo  I believe  their  Li- 
braries in  every  refpePi  anfwered  the  other  Parts  of  the 
Stru6tures,  and  were  all  ( notwithfianding  the  Reflexion  made 
upon  the  Francifcan  Library  at  Oxford  juft  upon  the  Difib- 
lution)  adorned  with  an  extraordinary  fine  CollelHon  of  Books, 

I forbear  faying  any  more  upon  this  Topick,  hut  will  leave 
the  reft  to  the  Reader's  own  Reflexion  after  he  hath  cafi  his 
Eyes  upon  the  following  Paflage  out  of  Leland  de  Scriptoribus, 
by  which,  if  lam  not  miftaken,  he  may  without  much  Difficulty 
form  to  himfelf  an  Idea  of  the  other  Libraries  of  the  Religious 
Houfes.

Cafe  he  received  his  Information  from  the  Pa- 

pers of  a very  learned  and  modeji  Antiquary,  fince 
deceafed,  v)ho  ’would  not  permit  that  his  Name  fhoiild  be  made 
known.  Amongft  other  Authorities,  it  voill  be  foon  perceived^ 
that  Mr.  HWXxi  found  very  great  Benefit  on  this  occafionfrom 
Mr.  Leland  s Itinerary,  And  he  acknowledged  as  much  to  me 
in  his  Letters.  Nor  have  other  Antiquaries found  lefs  Advan- 
tage on  other  occafions  from  the  fame  Work.  In  Jloort  Lelancf 
hath  been  a Fund  for  whatever  hath  been  attempted  about  our 
Antiquities the  Reformation.  How  ungrateful  therefore 
are  they  who  tranferibe  from  him,  and  yet  not  make  the  leaji 
mention  of  him  F This  Fault  hath  been  common  to  many.  Even 
Harrifon  and  Stowe  were  guilty  of  this  Crime,  and  that  too 
in  a great  many  Infiances.  It  mufi  indeed  be  owned  that  they 
quote  him  oftentimes,  but  then  they  have  omitted  his  Name  much 
oftener.^  I have  called  HarrifonV  Book  Deferiptio  Luculen^ 
tiliima  infulas  Britannicas  in  my  Note  of  the  Copies  Imadeufe 
of  in  my  Edition  of  Antoninus’^  Itinerary  through  Britain  j 
nor  is  the  CharaBer  of  it  unjuft.  But  then  I gave  it  not  fo 
much  on  the  fcore  of  Harrifon’j  own  Obfervations  ( which  are 
often  light  and  trivial)  as  thefe  he  had  from  Leland’/  Itinc* 
rary,  which  Work  had  he  faithfully  publijhed,  and  not  man- 
gled and  curtailed  it,  he  had  deferved  much  better  of  the  Pu- 
blick.  Thefamemufibefaidof‘$>\ove^,who,infieadofpublifh-^  ;

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London,  the  Place  of  his  Nativity ^ that  there  "was  not  the 
leaji  Note  of  it's  Hiftory  and  Antiquities  that  had  efcaped 
him  a.  Can  any  one  no"w  imagin,  that  all  his  Papers  u^on  this 
Subject  fhoiud  be  hjl  unlefs  it  "were  by  the  Contrivance  of  fame 
that  had  them  in  their  Pojfejfion,  and  then  fifed  them  ( to  pre- 
vent Difcovery)  after  they  had  extracted  from  them-what  they 
thought  proper  ? I "will  not  by  any  means  accufe  Camden  of 
being  a Plagiary.  And  yet  "whoever  compares  many  Pajfages 
in  his  Britannia  "will  find  them  the  fame  ( only  that  they  are 
^ other’wife  expreffed ) "with  "what  Leland  had  remarked  before ; 
fo  that  from  hence  fame  "would  be  ready  to  imagin  that  this 
Great  Man  alfo  fometimcs  tranfcrib'd  Leland  -without  ackno"w- 
ledging  him.  Indeed,  it  is  mofl  certain  that  Camden  could  not 
proceed  -without  him.  He  found  him fo  very  neceflary,  that  he 
could  not  but  o-wn  that  he  -was  the  Prince  of  all  our  Antiqua- 
ries. Hence  it  -was,  that  he  had  fuch  an  honourable  opinion  of 
him  as  to  think  that  there  -was  nothing  in  our  Antiquities  but 
"what  he  perfefHy  underfood.  Hasc  ed:  Joannis  Lelandi  anti- 
quarii celeberrimi,  quique  antiquitatis  folem  in  manibus  ge- 

lialTe  Camdeno  vifus  eft, fentenda:  <bc.  fays  the  famous 

Mr.  Brian  Twyne  b.  No  body  -was  a better  and  more  compe- 
tent Judge  of  Mr.  Leland’j  Abilities  than  Mr.  Camden.  He 
had  carefully  and  deliberately  read  over  his  Works, ' as  many 
of  them,  I mean,  as  fell  into  his  Hands,  and finding  that  he 
-was  a very  clear  headed  Man,  and  that  he  had  a ftrong 
Judgment,  and  -was  Mafler  of  a very  elegant  Latin  Style,  he 
could  not  in  Jufiice  have  any  other  Opinion  of  him  than  that 
taken  notice  of  by  Mr.  T wyhe.  A, Man  that  coidd  clear  the 
Hifory  of  King  Arthur,  and -witf fuch  admirable  Skill  feleCl 
out  of  V iriety  of  Authors,  eminent  for  their  mixing  FaHhocd 
-with  Truth,  -what  there  is  no  rcdfon  to  quefion  -was  true  of 
j that  King  ( notwithfanding  -what  is  objeCled  to  the  contrary  by 
I fqme  Writers,  -who  are  pleafed  to  make  Gerard  Voffius  fhexu 
j fo  much  Weaknefs  of  Judgment  as  to  call  Antoninus’j  Itinerary 
a Baftard,  "when  he  affert s quite  other-wife,  and  only  maintains  % 
as  others  do,  that  the  Fragment  puhlijhed  under  the  Name  of 
Antoninus  by  'nnius  Viterbienfi'?  is  fpurious  -,  I fay  one  that 
could  cidl  out  from  a vaf  Heap  of  Materials  -what  -was  un^ 
doubtedly,  at  leaf  in  all  probability,  true  of  that  King,)  and 
iafier-wards  tell  the  -whole  Story  in  eafy,  pure  I^atin,  and  coU‘ 

\ fute  the  Objeftions  of  the  moli  malicious  Adverfaries,  fo  much 
I io  the  Satisfaction  of  all  unprejudiced  Readers,  -was  capable  of 
I -writing  upon  any  other  SubjeCl  of  Antiquity,  ho-w  difficult  fo- 
I ever  it  might  appear  to  others.

§.  20.  Tho'  it  is  probable  that  many  things  might  hd 
added  to  this  View  of  the  Mitred  Abbeys,  yet  fitch  an 
Addition  avould  not  very  well  fait  with  the  Bounds 
to  which  lam  confined.  Nor  indeed  have  I any  In- 
clination at  prefent  to  enter  upon  fuch  a Tafle,  which 
however  will  be  very  grateful  to  me  at  a time  when 
lean  command  more  Leifure.  Among fl  other  Books 

that  I could  wifo  to  fee  upon  this  noble  and  very  en- 
tertaining Subjeff  is  a Reglfler  or  Leiger  Book  of 
the  Abbey  of  Reading  in  the  Hands  of  the  Honourable 
Henry  Worfley,  Efq;,  which  Book  is  referred  toby 
Dr.  'I'anner  in  his  Notitia  Mon.aftica,  and  is  men- 
tioned as  a very  confiderable  Piece  ( as  without  doubt 
it  muf  he ) in  forne  MSS*^.  Papers  I have  by  me.  I 
have  often  thought  upon  this  Book,  and  have  as  often  wifhed 
that  it  had  been  my  good  Fortune  to  have  been  in  the  Uni- 
verftty  of  Oxford  at  the  fame  time  this  mofl  accompliibed  and 
ingenious  Gentleman  (who  once  had  a Defign  of  publifhing 
feveral  Pieces  of  Sir  John  Fortefeue,  one  of  which  hath  been 
f nee  printed  by  Mr.  Fortefeue my  Tranfeript)  was  a 
Member  of  it,  he  being  bred  up,  in  the  ^tality  of  a Gentleman- 
Commoner,  in  the  fame  Hall,  where  1 had  the  Happinefs  af- 
terwards to  receive  my  Academical  Education,  and  where  / 
have  always  heard  fuch  an  advantageous  Chara£ler  given  of 
him,  both  as  a Chriflian  and  a Scholar,  as  cannot  but  make 


me  think  it  a Misfortune  that  he  had  left  that  Y\zo.e  fef ore 
I was  admitted,  fhefoing  to  the  lx\nz  oi  Court /Vz  Oifober 
in  i6p4,J  by  which'fneans  I likexvife  loft  the  Opportunity  of 
being  acquainted  with  him;,  which  is  the  more  to  be  lamented 
by  me,  becaufe,  befides  the'  Prft  I fbould  have  gained  by  his 


Converfation,  I fhould,  withall,  have  infallibly  received  the 
Benefit  of  the  aforefaid  MS.  and  of  feveral  other  curious 
Books,  which  a Gentleman  of  fuch  eminent  Virtues  would  have 
communicated  to  me  with  the  fame  Chearfullnefs  as  he  hath 
obliged  others  with  the  ife  of  the  fame  kind  ^Curiofities  that 
have  come  to  his  Poffeffion.  But  tho'  I have  not  had  the  perufal 
of  the  forefaid  Leiger  Book  of  Reading,  and  notwit hftanding 
J cannot  now  enter  upon,  or  indeed  prom'ife,  an  Addition  to 
Bir.  Willis’j-  Mitred  Abbeys,  yet  I cannot  p aft  by  one  Parti- 
cular, ( which  I am  apt  to  imagin  will  be  acceptable,)  and 
that  is  vshat  Leland  fays  in  theW^.  Vol.  of  his  Itinerary,  about 
the  old  Calfle  that  was  at  Reading  in  the  Saxon  Times,  winch 
is  mentioned  in  AlTer  Menevenfis  to  have  been  taken  with  the 
TtJxezz  ^ Reading  it  felf  by  the  Danes.  After  he  hath  told  us 
that  it  is  likely  it  flood  at  the  Weft  End  a of  Caflle-Street,  and, 
as  fame  thought ^ about  the  Place  of  Execution;  he  at  loft  ad- 
» p*g.  3.  vances 
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vances  another  Opinion,  a7id  that  is,  that  perhaps  it  flood 
•where  the  Abbey  -was.  I floall  not  take  upon  me  to  determine 
•which  of  thefe  Opinions  is  the  truefl  ; but  this  I cannot  but  re- 
mark that  -whatever  the  Place  be  -where  the  CziWe  flood,  it  is 
my  own  Opinion  ( as  I find  it  -was  Leland’j'*^  that  a Piece  of 
the  Abbey  -was  built  of  the  Ruins  of  it.  But  feme  worthy 
Gentlemen,  to  -whom  I have  mentioned  this  Opinion  upon  oc- 
caflion,  are  pleafed  to  object  againfl  it  an  Obfervation  hi  Mr, 
Camden’i'  Britannia,  -ivhich  is  this  ^ : Reading  vero  urbecula, 
five  oppidum,  Anglo-Saxonice  Rheadyge  a Rhea,  i,  e.

VETUSTISSIMUM.  Hoc  enim  Danos  tenuifie prodit  Aflerius, 
quum  vallum  inter  Cunetionem  h Tamifim  ducerent,  & in 
hoc  fe  recepiffe,  quum  ad  Inglefield  (viculus  efl:  vicinus  qui 
nobili  & antiquas  familiae  nomen  fecit)  ab  iEthehvulfo  Rege 
fugarentur.  SedHENRicus  secundus  ita  illud  excidit 
quoD  Stephani  militibus  perfugium  esset,  ut 

NIHIL  JAM  SUPERSIT  PRATER  NUDUM  NOMEN  IN.PLA- 
te  A PROXIMA.  From  thefe  Words, fay  they,  it  is  evident  that 
the  Caftle,  that  ASFtr  f peaks  of  continu’d 'till  the  time  of  Htnty 
the  IT,  and  that  it  ivas  then  deftroyed  by  that  King,  becaufe  it 
had  been  one  of  thofe  Places  that flood  up  for  King  Stephen.  I’ 
mufl  confefs  that  this,  <2  f fir  ft  fight,  appears  to  be  a very  mate- 
rial Objedfion  ; but  upon  a more  fedate  and  deliberate  Confldera^ 
tion  it  -will  appear  to  be  nothing  more  than  a Miftake,  and  per- 
haps might  be  occafioned  by  -what  Mr.  Leland  (to  -whom  Cam- 
den ivas  much  beholden ) hath  [aid  elfe-where  ^ in  thefe  Words  : 
Conflat  ex  hifloria  Roberti  Beccenfis  Henricianos  pefTum  de- 
diffe  caftellum,  quod  Stephanus  tyrannus  Reading!  firma- 
verat, It  is  likely  Mr.  Camden  thought  that  the  Caftle  Le- 
land mentions  out  of  Robertas  Beccenfis,  to  have  been  forti- 
fyed  by  King  Stephen,  (-whom  he juftly  flyles  tyrannus,  being  a 
proper  Title  for  all  Ufurpers,)  and  demolifhed  by  the  Forces  of 
King  Henry  the  IT.  -was  the  very  farne'  Caftle  fpoke  of  by  After. 
But  that  Mr.  Leland  is  other-wife  to  be  underflood,  and  that 
firmaverat  is  here  to  be  taken  for  erexerat,  is  plain  to  me  from 
the  very  Paftage  <^’Robertus  Beccenfis,  or  Robertus  de  Monte, 
as  it  is  exjlant  in  Andrew  Du  Chefne’j  Scriptores  Norman- 
nici'*.  Soluta  eft  itaque  obftdfo,  (faith  this  Hiflorian)  quae

T}>e  CafUe, 
we  fee,  that  was  dernolijhed  was  built  at  the  Jbbey  of  Reading,* 
and  that  it  was  not  the  Arx  mentioned  by  AlTer,  1 think^  will 
be  as  plain  as  a thing  of  this  nature  can  be  from  a MS.  we  have 
in  the  Bodleian  Library  of  this  Piece  of  Robertus  Boecenfis, 
er  Robertus  de  Monte,  which  is  publifhed  by  Du  Chefne  ncii 
only  vjithout  any  Authors  Name,  but  likewife  very  imperfedfly, 
the  MS.  we  have  being  as  large  again  as  the  Print,  and  for 
that  reafon  it  was  fame  Tears  agoe  tranfcribed  by  me  for  the 
vfe  of  a Gentleman  in  France.  Du  Chefne  bimfelf  JufpeSied 
that  the  Paflage  was  not  in  tire,  upon  which  account  he  put  an, 
Afteriflc  before  the  Word  abbatiam;  and  that  his  Sjifpicion  was 
well  grounded  will  be  undenyably  clear  from  the  Words  them- 
f elves  as  I have  here  written  them  out  of  the  MS.  Soluta  e{\ 
itaque  obfidio,  quae  circa  Walingeforte  ordinata  fuerat,  rege 
Stephano  Crauemenfe  fubvertente.  Nana  anno  praeterito  fa- 
milia ducis  Henrici,  quae  Walingefort  incolebat,  non  folum 
caftrum  Bretwellc,  quod  diu  eos  impugnaverat,  verum  edam 
caftellum,  quod  rex  etiam  Stephanus  contra  jus  & fas  erexe- 
rat apud  abbaciam  Radingis,  pefTumdederat.  As  1 take  it, 
there  can  be  no  ground  for  any  farther  Difpute  that  the  CafUe 
defiroyed  by  King  Henry  tlie  IH.  at  Reading  was  that  ereEted 
by  King  Stephen.  And  as  I do  not  exfpeEl  any  doubt  upon 
this  Account,  fo  I may  venture  to  affert,  that  it  is  one  of  the 
1 15.

§.  21.  What  is  c<2/AJCrauennenfe  in  Scriptores

two  Coyns  in  Camden  lifhed  by  him  after  he  had  raifed  the  Siege  of  Walling- 
^ ford  Cajile.  As  for  Wallingford  it  felf  there  was 
relate  to  WaUin^ford.  hardly  any  Cajtle  of  better  Note  m the  Kingdom,  af 
being  therfore  looked  upon  as  impregnable,  and  in  a 
.Condition  to  hold  out  againji  the  ftrongefl  Forces.  In  fo  much 
that  the  late  Duke  Schomberg  when  he  happerfd  to  be  here 
with  a Gentleman  that  hath  been  much  talked  of  in  the  World 
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npon  a View  of  the  Kepe,  and  of  the  ref  of  the  Ground  upon 
which  the  Caftle  was  Jituated,  declared,  that  in  a little  time 
he  could  fo  fortify  it,  that  it  Jhould  be  impoffible  to  be  ap-. 
proached  by  an  Enemy,  and  that  he  farce  knew  of  any  Place 
that  might  be  made  fo fit  as  this  for  f curing  any  Perfon  in  the 
time  of  Danger  and  Diftrefs.  But  tho'  the  Caftle  ( as  well  as 
the  Town)  hath  been  celebrated  in  Hifery,  yet  I can  by  no 
means  agree  with  thofe  that  maintain  that  it  was  a P lace  rf 
count  in  the  time  of  Julius  Caefar,  f is  not  fo  much  as  mentioned 
in  his  Commentaries.  Nor  do  I think  that  either  Antoninus’^ 
Calleva  (which  I take  to  be  the  true  Reading,  and  nfi  Cal- 
lena)  or  Ptolemie’r  or,  as  other  Copies,  YLauka,  is  to 

be  underfood  of  but  rather  Henly.  And  this  P 

have  noted  in  my  Index  to  my  Edition  of  that  Part  of  Anto-< 
ninus  that  concerns  Britain,  as  well  as  in  my  P reface  to  thefirf 
VoL  of  Leland’r  Itinerary.  The  learned  Dr.  Gale  ( who  was  a 
judicious  Writer ) maintains  the  fame  Opinion.  His  Arguments 
are  ftrong  and  well  grounded.  And  as  I do  not  think  that 
here  was  a Town  in  Caefar’r  time,  fo  much  lefs  can  I imagin 
that  this  is  the  Place  where  he  pafed  the  Thames.  Camden 
affigns  it  at  Coway-Stakes  near  Oatlands  in  Surrey  The 
Name  it  felf  confirms  his  ConjeElnre,  and  the  Siippcfition  is 
agreeable  to  what  Caefar  remarks  that  the  Britains  had ft 
{harp  Stakes  ^ in  the  River  on  purpof  to  hinder  his  Paffage. 
Add  to  this  the  Shallownef  of  the  Water  and  the  Difance 
1 from  the  Place  where  Caefar  landed,  being  about  four  Score  c 
i Miles  from  it.  Nothing  can  better  agree  with  Q.'shx’ s own 
Obfervations ; which  fome  late  Axi\hors  being  aware  of,  they 
readily  allow  that  he  attempted  to  paf  at  Coway-Stakes,  hut 
being  fond  of  their  own  Opinion  they  fay,  that  he  was  forced 
back  by  the  Stakes,  and  that  then  he  came  to  Wallingford,  and 
went  over  the  Pviver  there  with  Succefs.  Some  of  thef  late 
Authors  to  be  very  defirous  to  be  applauded  for  this  Opi- 
nion. But  for  my  own  part  I muft  ingenuoufy  confefs,  that  I 
cannot,  by  any  means,  joyn  with  them,  fince  it  plainly  appears 
to  me  to  be  direftly  contrary  to  what  Caefar  himfelf  hath  writ- 
ten, For  firfl,  if  this  Opinion  be  true,  then  Caefar  muf  have 
known  that  the  Thames  was  paffable  on  Foot  in  two  Places. 
And ytt  he  is  very  poftive  that  it  had  but  one  Foot'd.  Quod 
flumen  uno  omnino  loco  pedibus,  atque  hoc  aegre,  tranfiri 
potefl  Secondly,  had  he  come  to  W allingford  he  mvf  necef- 
farily  have  met  with  Abundance  of  Bt-ech,  there  being  in  our 
Times  a vajl  Plenty  of  it  in  the  Parts  through  which  he  was  to 
pafs  ; and  yet  what  is  now  growing  is  nothi'g  in  comparifon

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to  that  "which  was  /landing  in  the  ifzW  «^Julius  Caefar.  Hovj^ 
ever,  notwithjlandmg  this  Plenty  Caefar  f who  endeavoured  to 
make  him f elf  fully  acquainted  with  the  true  State  of  the  Ifland ) 
had  not  heard  of  any  Beech  in  Britain.  Hence  he  tells  us  that 
here  was  plenty  of  all fuch  Trees  as  grew  in  Gallia,  praeter  faguin 
atque  abietem^.  But  thefe  Writers  alledge  that'W ^XWngkor^  was 
■judged  to  be  the  Place  of  his  Landing  in  the  Time  of  A'.  Elf  red  ; 
to  prove  which  they  produce  a Pafjdge  of  his  Tranjlation  of  Oro- 
fius.  They  might  have  referred  to  a Pajfage  to  the  fame  purpofe 
out  of  an  Author  in  the  llltl.  Tome  of  LelandV  Coll.  But  in 
anfwer  to  this  OhjePlion  I ohferve,  Firjl,  that  it  docs  not  ap- 
pear to  me  that  the  Pajfage  out  of  the  Saxon  Qrofius  is  of  the 
Age  of  King  Elfred.  Perhaps  it  might  have  flipped  in  out  of 
the  fayne  Author  made  life  of  by  Leland,  , Secondly,  granting 
it  to  be  of  that  Age,  yet  it  is  plainly  a fnce  it  is  againji 

what  Casfar  himfelf  affert s,  Thirdly,  that  we  at  this  time  are 
much  better  Interpreters  of  Julius  Caefar  than  they  were  either  ^ 
in  the  days  of  King  Elfred,  or  of  the  Author  m Leland,  and 
that  therefore  tho'  King  Elfred  himfelf  or  any  other  middle- 
aged  Writer  were  the  Author  of  it  ■,  yet  that  it  is  not  to  be  co)i- 
fidered  as  an  Obfervation  of  any  Force,  unlefs  either  Caefar 
himfelf  had  faid  fo,  or  unlefs  it  can  be  proved  that  the  Paf- 
fages  in  Caefar  which  thivart  this  Opinion  are  fpurious.  The 
fame  Authors,  againf  whom  I am  difputing,  produce,  in  favour 
of  their  Opinion,  two  Coyns,  one  of  Gold,  the  other  of  Silver, 
as  they  are  publifhed  by  Mr.  Camden.  They  tell  us,  that 
Camdeny2y/j  they  were  found  about  Wallingford,  and  whereas 
there  is  rex  com.  07i  the  firji,  and  rex  calle.  on  the fecond, 
they  do  not  doubt  but  that  it  appears  from  thence,  that  Wab 
lingford  was  the  principal  Seat  of  Comius,  whom  they  make 
to  have  been  King  of  the  Attrebates  or  Attrebatii  in  this  Ifle, 
But  in  Oppofition  to  thefe  Affections,  I crave  leave  to  ohferve, 
Firfi,  That  Mr,  Camden  does  not  acquaint  us  where  thefe 
Coyns  were found.  Secondly,  that  tho'  he  conjeFlures  that  com. 
fignifyes  Comius,  and  Calle.  Calient  ; yet  he  does  not 
tell  us  that  Comius  was  King  of  cur  Attrebatii.  He  was 
well  verfed  in  the  Roman  Authors,  and  knew  very  well  that  :■ 
Julius  Caefar  does  not  fay,  that  he  was  King  of  the  Attrebatii  | 
here,  but  only  of  ihofe  m Gallia.  And  had  KlzWmg'lovd  been  | 
the  feat  of  this  Comius,  I cannot  think  that  it  rvoidd  have  been 
paJJ'ed  by  unmention'd  by  Caefar,  efpccially  if  he  had  went  over  ' 
the  Thames  at  it,  as  thefe  Authors  maintain  he  did.

with  Mr.  Camden,  that  com.  denotes  Comius,  thd  1 will 
not  by  any  means,  'till  I fee  grounds  for  it,  affirm  that  the 
f me  Comius  was  King  of  our  Attrebacii.  fourthly,  I will  beg 
leave  to  diffient  from  Mr.  Camden  as  to  rex  calle,  whick 
I cannot  think  ftands  for  rex  callens,  at  leaf  if  it  does 
fignify  fo,  yet  it  will  not  appear  that  Comius  is  to  be  under-' 
food  by  the  Word  REX.  It  may  be  underfood  of  fame  other 
King  as  well  as  ^Comius.  But  truly,  as  I f aid,  I cannot 
hrin^  my  felf  to  believe  that  ca'L'Lr.  fands  for  callen.®. 
We  never  heard  of  any  Kings  either  of  Callena  or  Walling- 
ford. Had  there  been  any  fuch,  it  is  frange  they  fooidd  not 
be  mentioned  in  Hifory.  Methinks  calle. rather  de- 
note fome  People.  I am  apt  therefore  to  imagin  that  it  funds

Caletes  in  Gallia  Belgica,  which  are  called  by  Ptolemy  KaxUrat. 
Thefe  are  the  People,  as  I take  it,  of  whom  the  Coyn  is  to 
be  underfood,  and  if  it  foould  prove  fo  it  will  confirm  my  Con- 
jecture that  this  Coyn,  as  well  as  the  other,  was  found  in 
Gallia.  But  if  thefe  Writers  will  not  allow  it  to  fand  either  for 
thefe,  or  any  other  People,  1 fall  then  leave  it  to  their 
Conf  deration  whether  it  may  not  fignify  the  Name  of  fome 
Man,  as  luell  as  co  m..  fignify es  c o m i u s ?

It  was  the  firft 
nahery  in  England,  being  founded 
by  St.  Patrick,  and  afterwards  lib 
rally  endowed  by  King  Ina,  and 
Saxon  Kings.  St.  Dunftan  introduced 
here  Benedictine  Monks.  It  was  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and 
valued  26.  Hen.  8.  at  3311./-  y.r.  ^.d.  per  an.  acccording  to 
Dugdale,  but,  according  to  the  Account  publilhed  in  Speed, 
and  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Barton,  at  3508/.

53.  Walter  Monington,  or  deMonyton^,  who 
being  a very  confiderable  Benefaftor  to  this  Abbey,  made 
the  Vault  of  the  Choir,  and  of  the  Prefbytery,  and  lengthened 
the  Prefbytery  two  Arches,  and  dying  A°.  1374.  49.  Ed.  3. 
had  for  his  Succeffor 

54.  John  Ch INNOCK  who  finifiied  what  had  been  be- 
gun by  Monlngton.  He  built  the  Cloyfler,  Dormitory,  and 
Fratery,  and  perfe6led  the  great  Hall  and  Chapter-Houfe,  be- 
gun by  Abbat  Fromond,  and  having  continued  Abbat  near 
50.  Years,  was  buried  in  the  Chapter  Houfe  A°.  1420.  and

58.  Richard  Beere  was  inflalled  Abbat  Jan.  20.  in  the 
fame  Year.

Kkewife  built  the  greateft  Part  of  Edgar’s  Chapell  at  the  Eaft- 
End  of  the  Church,  arched  the  Eaft  Part  of  the  Church  oa 
both  Sides,  llrengthened  the  Steeple  in  the  Middle  by  a Vault 
and  two  Ai*ches,  (other wife  it  had  fallen)  made  a rich  Altar 
of  Silver  gilt,  and  fet  it  before  the  high  Altar,  and  returning 
out  of  Italy  (where  he  had  been  Embafladour)  he  made  a 
Chapell  of  our  Lady  of  Loretto,  joining  to  the  North  fide 
«rf”  the  Body  of  the  Church,  He  made  withall  the  Chapell  of 
the  Sepulchre  in  the  South  End  of  the  Nave,  or  Body,  of  the 
Church,  an  Alms-Houfe  (with  a Chapell)  in  the  North  Part 
of  the  Abbey  for  7.  or  10.  poor  Women,  and  the  Mannor 
Place  at  Sharpbam  in  the  Parke  (two  Miles  Weft  from  Gla- 
ftonbury)  which  had  been  before  nothing  elfe  but  a poor  ij 
Lodge.  He  died  on  the  2o'^  of  Jan.  1 524,  and  was  bu- 
ried in  the  South  Ille  of  the  Body  of  the  Church  under  a 
^ain  Marble.  He  was  fucceeded  on  the  third  of  March  fol- 
lowing by 

59.  Richard  Whyting  *,  who  finilhed  Edgar’s  Chapell, 
and  having  governed  with  great  Prudence  and  Judgment  ’till 
the,  Time  of  the  DilTolution,  was,  for  witbftanding  the  Re- 
formation and  refufmg  to  furrender  his  Abbey,  A°.  1540. 
hang’d  b,  drawn  and  quarter’d  at  Glaftonbury,  being  drawm 
thither  upon  an  hurdle  from  Wells,  where  he  had  been  con- 
demned at  the  Affizes,  and  then  hang’d  upon  the  Hill  where 
St.  Michari’s  Church,  now  called  the  Tor r,  ftands.  After 
which  his  Head  was  fet  upon  the  Abbey  Gate,  and  his  Quar- 
ters were  difpos’d  of  to  Wells,  Bath,  Ilchefter,  and  Bridg- 
water. Shortly  after  which  this  rich  and  goodly  Abbey,  fur- 
pafling  in  Value,  as  well  as  in  Antiquity,  all  other  Churches 
in  England,  excepting  Weftminfler  Abbey,  having  been  the 
Burial  Place  of  feveral  Kings,  and  other  Great  and  llluftrious 
Perfonages,  was  by  Sacrilegious  Hands  demoliftxed  ; infex- 
much  that  little  remains  but  the  Ruins,  a Draught  of  which 
being  reprefented  at  the  Beginning  of  the  firft  Volume  of  the 
Monafttcon,  I (hall  refer  the  Reader  thither,  and  only  inti- 
mate from  thence,  that  the  buildings  with  the  Offices  com- 
prized 60.  Acres  of  Ground,  and  that  the  length  of  this 
Church  with  Jofeph’s  Chapell  extended  it  felf  580.  Feet, 
which  was  a greater  length  than  any  Cathedral  in  England  1 
except  Old  Paul’s.  Nor  was  it,  no  doubt,  lefs  furniffied  with 
as  goodly  and  ftately  Monuments  as  any  other  Church,  fome

II.  CANTERBURY. 
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I N G ® jEthelbert  and  S.  Augufline 
A.  D.  605.  founded  a Monaflery 
here,  and  commended  it  to  the  Pa- 
tronage of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul. 
This  was  afterwards  call’d  St.  Au- 
guftine’s  Abbey,  and  was  endowed 
at  the  Suppreffion  with  1413  /.  4r. 
1 1 d.  ob.  per  an. 

The  aforefaid  St.  Auguftine  or- 
dained this  Abbey  to  be  the  Burial 
Place  for  himfelf  and  his  Succellbrs,  and  the  Kings  of  Kent ; 
and  in  fucceeding  Times  it  arofe  to  that  great  Eminence, 
that  ^ it’s  Privileges  were  equal,  if  not  fuperior,  to  any  in 
England  : the  Abbat  having  Allowance  of  a Coynage  ^ or 
Mint  by  the  Grant  of  Kirtg  Athelflan,  and  a Place  in  the 
General  Council  at  Rome  by  the  Gift  of  Pope  Leo,  and  Ex- 
emption from  Epifcopal  Jurifdiflion,  being  under  the  imme- 
diate Proteflion  of  the  Pope,  and  prefiding  over  an  whole 
Lath  of  13.  Hundreds,  &c. 

Neither  were  the  Revenues  lefs  confiderable.  For,  as 
Thorne  records  it,  the  Members  of  this  Abbey  were  polTeE 
fed  in  their  feveral  Manners  of  9862.  Acres  of  Land,  a more 
particular  Account  of  which,  and  other  Matters,  may  be  feen

Amongft  other  illuftrious  Perfons  that  were  interred  in 
this  fa'ttious  Abbey,  I cannot  but  here  take  notice  of  thofe 
that  follow ; 

Ethelbert  a King  of  Kent,  who  died  A°,  6i6.  thirteen 
Years  after  he  had  received  the  ChrifHan  Faith,  and  was  bu- 
ried on  the  North  Side  of  the  Church,  with  this  Inlcription, 
ingraven  on  his  Monument : 

Rex  Ethelbertus  hie  clauditur  in  Polyandro, 

Fana  pians  certe  Chrijio  meat  abfque  Mcandro. 

Near  whom  was  likewife  interr’d  Berta  his  Queen, 
Daughter  of  Chilperick  King  of  France,  with  this  Diflich  ; 
Moribus  ornata  jacet  hic  Regina  beata 
Berta  ; Deo  grata  fuit  ac  homini  per  amata. 

To  this  Ethelbert  fucceedeJ  Edbald  his  Son,  who  built 
« a Chapell  here  in  Honour  of  the  Bleffed  Virgin,  wherein 
he  was  buried  A°.  640.  And  afterwards  his  Wife  Emmaf*, 
the  Daughter  of  Theodebert,  King  of  Lorraine,  was  buried 
by  him. 


This  King 
died  A°.  664.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Egbert  his  Son,  who  dying  A°.  673.  was  buried  here  by 
his  PredecefTors,  as  were 


To  which  muff  be  added  thefe  Archbifhops  of  Canterbury, 
(yet  with  this  Requeft,  that  the  Reader  would  be  pleafed  to 
compare  both  this  Catalogue,  and  that  which  goes  before 
with  what  Leland  hath  obferved  upon  the  fame  Occafion  in 
his  2 Colleftanea.) 

I.  St.  Auguftine  their  Founder,  who  died  A°.  614.  His 
Body  being  moved,  with  feveral  of  his  SuccefTors,  out  of  the 
Porch  (it  being  not  ufual  in  the  primitive  Times  to  bury  in 
Churches)  was  placed,  by  the  care  of  Thomas  Fyndon  the 
Abbat,  near  the  high  Altar  in  a fumptuous  Monument  with 
this  infeription  ^ :

6.  One  Frithona  ^ fucceeded  him,  who,  upon  his  Confe- 
cration,  chang’d  his  Name  for  Deus  dedit.  He  died  14.  July 
664,  being  the  fame  Year  in  which  Ercombert  King  of  Kent 
deceafed.  He  was  the  laft  Archbilhop  buried  in  the  Church- 
Porch.  His  Epitaph  was,

die  Memory  of  him,  and  his  fix  Predeceifors :

11.  The  next  Archblffiop  ^ was  Cuthbert,  who  procured 
of  the  King  that  the  Bodies  of  the  Archbiffiops  ftiould  not  be 
buried  at  St.  Auguftine’s,  as  they  had  been  heretofore,  but 
at  Chrift-Church  ; and  fo,  according  to  his  defire,  the  Fune- 
ral of  himfelf  and  his  Succeffor  Bregwin  was  folemnized 
there.  But  the  next  Archbifhop 

12.  Janebert  ® having  been  Abbat  of  St.  Auguftine’s,  and 
tranflated  hither,  upon  Profpe6f  of  }iis  Death  (which  hap^ 
pened  12.  Aug.  790.)  ordered  his  Body  to  be  entombed  here 
in  the  Chapter-Houfe,  which  accordingly  was  performed,  and 
this  Epitaph  engraven  to  his  Memory  ;

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He  fate  Archbifhop  27.  Years,  and  lived  94.  and  was  thelaft 
Archbifhop  here  interred.  A farther  account  of  him  and  his 
Predeceffors  may  be  feen  in  Godwin  and  Weever. 

^ Here  were  alfo  buried  Julian  Countefs  of  Huntingdon,  who 
died  A°.  1350.  and  divers  of  it’s  Abbats,  whofe  Epitaphs 
may  be  found  in  the  account  of  them  below  ; hut  of  all  thefe 
(fays  Mr.  Weever  a)  and  thoufands  more  here  interred  (this 
Abbey  having  been  the  ancient  place  of  Interment  belonging 
to  the  City,  as  fituate  without  the  Walls,  agreeable  to  the 
Cuftom  of  the  Primitive  Times  of  Chriflianity,  when  they 
were  not  permitted  to  bury  within  Cities)  mot  one  Bone  at 
this  time  remains  near  another,  nor  one  Stone  almoji  of  the 
whole  Fabrick  funds  u^on  another,  the  TraFl  of  that  7nof 
goodly  F oundation  no  where  appearing ; only  Ethelbert’s  Tower 
having  efcaped  the  Verdift  and  Sentence  of  Deflruaion,  was 
to  be  feen  when  the  faid  Mr.  Weever  lived,  and  he  judged, 
that  tho’  it’s  Beauty  was  much  defaced,  it  would  be  never- 
thelefs  a Witnefs  to  fucceeding  Ages  of  the  Magnificence  of 
the  whole,  when  all  flood  compleat  in  their  Glory  to^rether  : 
but  this  Tower  fince  Weever’s  Time,  and  the  Publication  of 
the  Monaflicon,  (in  which  the  Draughts  of  the  fa'id  Tower 
and  of  other  Remains  of  the  Monaflery  are  delineated)  is 
intirely  dcflroyed,  and  nothing  is  now  to  be  feen  of  the 
Abbey  except  one  Side  of  the  Walls  of  the  faid  Tower  and 
fome  other  few  Ruins,  the  whole  Site  being  converted  into 
a Cheiiy  Orchard,  (to  which  the  Gate-Houfes  and  outward 
Walls  ferve  for  an  Inclofure)  infomuch  that  no  Judgment  is 
to  be  made  of  the  Bignefs  of  the  Fabrick  of  this  Church,  or 
where  the  Chapelis  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Anne  adjoining  to  it 
flood.  What  elfe  occurs  in  relation  to  this  Monaflery'^is  in- 
cluded in  the  following  Lifl  of  the  Abbats.

Canons,  who  have  continued  ever  fmee,  except  for  three 
Years  in  (^een  Mary’s  Reign,  during  which  time  here  was 
an  Abbat  and  Benediftine  Monks  reeflabliflied. 

Whereas  the  two  preceding  Abbeys  of  Glaftonbury  and 
Canterbury  are  intirely  ruined  (which  makes  it  the  more  diffi- 
cult to  give  a Defeription  of  them)  this  of  Weftminfter  hath 
met  with  a much  better  Fate,  having,  by  Divine  Providence^ 
efcaped  the  fame  Sacrilegious  Hands  that  defiroyed  the  others, 
and  being  repriev’d  from  the  all- deftroying  Axes  and  Hammers 
of  Edward  VI,  as  likewife  the  Hands  of  the  Duke  of  Somerfet; 
who  was  then  Protedlor,  and  laid  in  rubbUh  the  magnificent 
Abbeys  of  Glaftonbury  and  Reading  (given  to  him  at  the 
DifTolution)  and  bad  a Defign  ^ to  have  done  the  like  by 
this,  had  not  17.  Manners  of  it’s  Revenues,  three  Bifhops 
Palaces,  two  Churches,  the  Cloyfiers  of  St.  Paul’s  &c.  pleaded 
it’s  Caufe,  and  purchafed  it’s  Ranfome.  So  that  being  ftill 
ilanding,  we  ought  to  look  upon  it  as  the  moft  intire  Piece  ! 
of  building  of  this  kind  now  to  be  feen  in  England,  and  it 
will  ferve  as  a Reprefentation  of  what  fumptuous  Strudfures 
the  other  Abbeys  were,  and  how  much  it  would*  have  been 
to  the  Honour  and  Grandeur  of  this  Nation  to  have  im- 
ploy’d  them,  like  this,  to  Religious  Ufes. 

This  Church  having  therefore  providentially  efcaped,  and 
fo  wife  and  elFcdtual  Care  having  been,  taken  for  it’s  future 
Prefervation,  it  would  be  proper  for  me  in  the  next  Place  . 
to  be  very  particular  in  giving  a nice  and  diftinfl:  Relation 
pf  every  thing  belonging  to  nt  that  may  be  looked  upon  as 
material  and  fit  to  be  taken  notice  of  in  a DifeoUrfe  of  thie 
nature ; but  large  Accounts  of  it  having  been  already  pu-  '

The  Privileges  belonging  to  this  Abbey  being  in  fome  re- 
fpefts  fn perior  to  thole  of  others,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
mention  fome  of  them,  viz.  I'hat  ? the  Abbat  and  Convent 
I fhould  be  free  from  all  Secular  Service,  and  have  the  Power 
1 of  electing  a iiew  Abbat  on  the  Deceafe  or  Surrender  of  the 
: former  ; that  no  Layman  or  Clergyman  ftaall  claim  any  Ju-^ 

rifdiction  over  them,  but  that  they  be  under  the  immediato 
' protedfion  of  the  King,  and  free  from  Military  Service  ; and 
that  they  and  all  belonging  to  them  be  exempt  from  all 
Taxes,  Cuftoms,  Suits  or  Services  whatfoever,  whether  Ec- 
clefiaflical  or  Temporal  They  were  intrufted  with  the 
Regalia  for  the  Coronation  of  oar  Kings  and  Queens,  and 
had  a Place  of  necelfary  Service  on  thqfe  Days  to  exercifc' 
Epifcopal.Jurifdidfion  ii\  their  Liberties. 

I The  Church  is  built  in  Form  of  a Crofs,  whofe  Vault 
' Jtnd  Side-IQes  are  fupported  by  48.  Pillars  of  Grey  Marble, 
i each  diftant  from  the  other  8.  Feet,  and  from  thence  there  is 
another  Row  of  leffer  Pillars  double  the  Number  of  the  firft, 
and  of  the  fame  Marble.  The  Arches  are  turned  in  Imita- 
, tion  of  the  Gothic  way  of  building,  dividing  themfelves  into 
' feveral  Squares,  which  com^ofe  a {lately  Roof.  Without 
! the  Walls  it  appears  in  Form  of  a Crofs.  There  is  at  the 
I Weft  End  of  the  Crofs  a Buttrefs  Eaftward,  and  another 
I Weft  ward  from  the  great  Window.  On  each  of  thefe 
I Buttrdfes  is  placed  a Pyramidical  Figure,  and  all  thefe  be- 
; tween  two  Towers,  each  fupported  with  a Buttrefs.  Eaft- 
ward from  the  Portico  are  two  blank  Porches  (admitting  of 
no  Entrance  into  the  Church)  above  which  are  four  Win- 
dows, above  them  a Gallery,  and  higher  a very  fpacious  cir- 
cular Window.  Weftward  from  the  Crofs  are  nine  other 
ButtrefTes  on  the  North,  and  nine  on  the  South  Side,  Be- 
tween each  are  two  Windows  one  above  another.  Eefides 
thofe  before  mentioned,  there  are  feveral  adjacent  Buildings, 
wherein  many  have  been  interr’d.  And  Firft,  on  the  South 
Side  towards  the  Weft  End  of  the  Church  is  the  great  Cloy- 
fter,  forrning  a Quadrangle  by  four  Ambulatories,  whofe 
fti'ched  E.oofs  are  lupported  and  adorned  with  72.  Marble

There  are  alfo  certain  Chapells 
fituate  between  the  Cloyfters,  and  fo  Eaftward  round  the 
Altar,  and  Weflward  to  the  North  End  of  the  Crofs  Ille  the 
Names  whereof  follow ; ’ 


As  to  the  Ornaments  of  this  magnificent  pile,  it  was  on 
the  Outfide  adorned  with  the  Statues  of  all  thofe  Princes  who 
contributed  to  the  Building.  They  were  placed  in  Niches 
cut  it^the  faid  i8.  ButtrefTes  between  the  Crofs  I Be  and 
Weft  End  of  the  Church.  The  North  End  of  the  Crofs  Ifte 
was  adorned  with  the  Figures  of  the  twelve  Apoftles,  and 
iome  others  to  be  feen  higher  as  big  as  the  Life,  with  many 
other  Ornaments,  which  Time  hath  defaced.  As  to  the  In- 
Me  It  IS  adorned  with  fine  Pillars  and  fumptuous  Arches, 
Itately  Monuments  and  ancient  Tombs  of  Princes,  as  well 
as  of  many  of  the  moft  confiderable  of  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry  and  with  elegant  and  pertinent  Epitaphs  in  Me- 
mory  of  the  greateft  Wits  and  moft  accurate  Proficients  in 
all  Kinds  of  Learning.  To  thefe  ornaments  let  us  add  the 
Neatnels  of  the  Choir,  which  is  paved  with  black  and  white 
Marble,  having  on  the  North  28.  Stalls,  and  on  the  South 
as  many,  and  at  the  Weft  End  8.  whence  you  afeend  to 
the  Altar-Piece,  where  the  Foot-Pace  for  the  Communion- 
Table  IS  fine,  paved  in  various  Figures  with  Jafper,  Porphy- 
ry, Lydian,  Touch,  Alabafter,  and  Serpentine  Stones.  We 
muft  not  likewife  omit  the  unparallel’d  Edifice  fituate  at  the 
Eaft  End,  call’d  the  Virgin  Mary’s  or  Henry  the  VIP*'b 
Chapell,  whofe  Roof  is  fiattifii.  The  Walls  are  outwardly 
adorned  with  14,  Towers,  which  are  curioufiy  carved  in 
Imitation  of  Gothic  Arches,  M'hich  are  ornamentally  inriched 
with  Portcullifes,  Fleur  de  Lis’s  &c.  The  Infide  (accounted 
a Pattern  of  Ingenuity,  and  the  Admiration  of  all  Travellers, 
Lcland  and  other  learned  Antiquaries  calling  this  Chapell 
i/2iraculam  orbis ) is  afeended  to  by  three  very  fpatious  Portals 
or  loll d Biafs,  curioully  adorned  with  various  Figures  See. 

Nortn  and  South  Sides  is  filled  with  Stalls 
eft  fine  carved  Wood.  The  Floor  is  paved  with  large  Marble 
iquare  Slabbs,  and  the  Building  is  in  the  nature  of  a Cathe- 
di-a  with  a Nave  and  two  Side  Hies.  The  Roof  is  fupported 
wan  12.  Pillars  and  Arches  of  the  Gothic  Order,  abounding

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with  various  carved  Fig,ures,  Fruit  &c.  At  the  Wed  End  is  a 
i'patious  Window,  with  puch  of  it’sGIafs  finely  ftain’d  ; be- 
fides  which  there  are  .13,  others  above,  and  as  many  below 
in  the  North  and  South  Ides,  painted  with  Fleur  de  Lis’s, 

Rofes,  and  Portcullifes  crown’d,  and  another  at  the  Weft 
End  of  each  Ifie.  .Under  each  of  the  find  13.  upper  Win- 
dows are  Figures  reprefenting  Saints,  Martyrs,  &c.  placed 
in  Niches,  and  under  them  Angels  fupporting  Imperial 
Crowns.  The  Roof  is  all  of  Stone.  As  to  the  Dimenfions 
I of  this  Chapell  it  is  in  Length  within  99.  Feet,  Breadth 
^ 66.  Feet,  Altitude  54.  Feet.  The  Length  of  the  whole 
Church,  within  the  Wall  is  489.  Feet,  Breadth  in  the  Crofs 
Ifie  from  North  to  South  189.  Feet;  Length  of  the  Choir 
152.  Feet,  Breadth  at  the  Weft  End  36.  Feet ; Height  from 
the  Area  to  the  Roof  within  Side  loi  Feet.  The  Eaft  and 
Weft  Sides  of  the  Cloyfter  each  I35-  Feet,  North  and  South 
Sides  in  Length  14 1 . Feet. 

This.  Church  is  likewife  of  fpecial  Note  and  Regard  by 
reafon  of  the  Confecration,  Inauguration  and  Umftion  of  our 
Kings  of  England,  and  is  alfo  greatly  honoured  by  the  glo- 
rious Monuments  of  Kings,  and  Queens,  and  other  emi- 
nent Perfons  ; an  Account  of  which  having  been  leveral 
times  publiftied  at  large,  I (hall  avoyd  repeating  what  hath 
been  laid  on  that  occailon,  and  will  proceed  to  treat  of 
the  Abbats.

31.  Simon  DE  Langh  AM  Monk  of  Weflminfter,  was 
made  the  next  Abbat.  He  had  his  Temporalities  reffored 
him  on  the  faid  16.  Sept.  1349.  He  was  afterwards  elected 
Bllhop  of  London,  but  before  Confecration  thereunto  s he 
obtained  Ely  A°.  1361.  He  wnis  tianflated  thence,  to  Can- 
terbury 4.  Nov.  1366.  Afterwards  he  refigned  his  Arch- 
bifiioprick,  and  w'ent  to  Avignon,  wdiere  he  was  made  Bi- 
fliop  Cardinal  of  Praenelfe  by  Pope  Gregory  ii.  and  died 
22.  July  1376.  He  was  firfl  of  all  buried  there  in  the  Church 
of  the  Carthufians,  which  he  had  founded  ; but  after  three 
Years  his  Bones  were  taken  up,  and  buried  here  (according 
to  his  own  appointment  in  his  Life  Time)  under  an  Ala- 
bafler  Tomb  with  this  infeription'’  round  the  Verge :

He  was  “ very  bountiful  to  this  Church,  difcharging  a Debt 
of  2200.  Marks,  owing  to  his  Convent  by  fonae  Merchants, 
and  paid  other  Sums  which  particplar  Monks  did  owe.  He 
gave  400/.  towards  the  finilhing  of  the  Body  of  the  Church, 

Books  to  the  value  of  830/.  and  Copes,  Vellments,  and  other 
Ornaments  for  the  Church  worth  437/.  At  his  Death  he 
bequeathed  to  them  all  his  Plate,  priz’d  at  2700/.  and  all  his 
Debts  any  where  due,  which  amounted  to  3954^*  thirteen 
Shillings  and  four  Pence.  He  alfo  fent  to  this  Monaftery 
1000.  Marks  to  buy  4^5»  Marks  a year  Land  to  increafe  the 
Portions  of  four  Monks  that  (hould  fay  Mafs  daily  for  the 
Souls  of  himfelf  and  his  Parents.  The  Money  he  beftowed 
only  upon  this  Monaflery  one  way  or  other  is  reckoned  to 
be  no  lefs  than  10800/. 

32.  Nicholas  DE  Litlington  b fucceeded  Anno  1361. 

After  he  had  governed  this  Monaftery  25.  Years  he  died,  and 
was  buried  in  St.  Blafe’s  Chapel!  A°.  13^6*  iti  the  Month  of 
November  with  this  Epitaph  :

He  built  from  the  Foundation  the  Hall  and  great  Chamber 
called  the  Jerufalem  Chamber,  with  the  Wed  and  South-Side 
of  the  great  Cloyder.  He  alfo  erefted  the  Granary,  which 
is  now  the  Dormitory  for  the  King’s  Scholars,  with  the 
Tower  adjoyning,  and  a Water-Mill  for  the  ufe  of  the 
Abbey. 

33.  Will,  de  Colchester  = was  elected  Abbat  12.  Dec. 

1386.  He  died  A°.  1421.  and  is  faid  to  be  interr’d  under  an 
ancient  Monument  without  iniiription.  He  was  fucceeded

this  Epitaph  ;

By  his  Command  and  at  his  Coft,  the  Skreen  of  this  Chapell 
was  richly  adorned  with  curious  Carvings,  and  Engravings, 
and  other  Imagery  Work  of  Birds,  Flowers,  Cherubins,  De- 
vices,  Mottoes  and  Coats  of  Arms  of  many  of  the  Nobility 
painted  thereon.  ^ 

37*  George  Norwich ^fucceeded him.  HediedA°.i4yo, 

38.  Tho.  Milling**  occurrs  Abbat  next.  He  was  pre- 
ferred by  King  Edw.  4.  A®.  1474.  to  the  Biflioprick  of  Here- 
ford.  He  died  A®.  1492.  and  was  buried  here  in  St.John’s 
Chapell.  He  was  fucceeded  by 

39.  John  Estney^  who  died  24.  May  A®.  1483.  He 
eafed  this  Church  of  3070/.  which  was  owing  to  the  See  of 
Rome  for  the  Confirmation  of  their  Abbats,  and  built  the 
great  Weft  Window  at  his  own  Charge.  He  made  and  adorn- 
ed the  Skreen  of  St.  John  the  Evangelift’s  Chapell  with  fe- 
veral  Carvings  and  Coats  of  Arms  painted  and  gilt  with 
Gold,  and  lieth  buried  on  the  South- Side  thereof,  and  was 
fucceeded  by 

40.  George  Fascet,  who  occurrs  Abbat  Anno  1498.  in 
which  Year  he  was  fucceeded  by

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Henry  the  Vlll'h.  He  built  that  which  is  now  the  Dean’s 
Houfe,  repaired  much  of  the  Church,  and  other  Buildings 
belonging  to  this  Monaftery,  renewing  all  the  Buttreffes, 
and  placing  in  the  Niches  thereof  the  Statues  of  all  the  Kings 
that  had  been  Benefaftors  to  the  fame.  In  his  time  King 
Hen.  7.  built  that  magnifice?2t  Chapell,  called  by  his  Name. 
He  defigned  a {lately  Tower  and  Lanthorn,  with  a good 
Chime  of  Bells  to  be  placed  therein,  over  the  midfl  of  the 
Crofs  of  this  Church  ; but  finding  the  Foundation  of  the 
Pillars  too  weak  to  fupport  the  Strufture,  the  Bells  were  fet  up 
in  one  of  the  Weftern  Towers,  where  they  remain  to  this 
Day.  Moreover,  he  caufed  a Chapell  to  be  made  next  to 
the  Chapell  of  St.  John  Baptiil,  and  dedicated  it  to  St.  Eraf- 
mus,  and  adorned  the  Roof  with  diverfe  Carvings  and  Rebus’s 
alluding  to  his  Name. 

42.  William  Benson  fucceeded  him.  He  furrendered 
* this  Abbey  with  17.  Monks  into  Hen.  VIIF'’’*.  Hands,  and 
was  made  the  firft  Dean  of  Weilminfier.  He  died  Anno 
3.  Edw.  6. 

43.  John  Feckenham  b made  Abbat  by  Queen  Mary  in 
Nov.  A°.  1556.  this  Abbey  being  reftored  by  her;  but  in 
the  fucceeding  Reign  (about  three  Years  after)  it’s  Confti- 
tution  was  dilTolved,  and  the  Deanery  reftored. 


IV.  St.  ALBANS.  Hertford-, 

Ihirc. 

H E Story  of  St.  Alban’s  Martyrdom 
in  this  Place,  over  which  the  Abbey 
Church  is  built,  and  his^^having  the 
Honour  to  be  the  firfl  Perfon  in  this 
Ifland  who  laid  down  his  Life  for 
Chriftianity,  the  Miracles  wrought  at 
his  Suffering,  &c.  being  fo  faithfully 
particulariz’d  and  tranftnitted  to  Po- 
flerity  by  Sir  Henry  Chauncy  in  his 
elaborate  account  of  the  Antiquities 
of  Hertford -{hire  % I {hall  refer  the  Reader  to  him,  and 
only  briefly  mention,  that  in  Honour  of  St,  Alban  this 
Church,  or  Monaftery,  had  the  Precedence  of  other  Abbeys 
given  it  about  the  Year  1154.  by  Pope  Adrian  the  Fourth, 
an  Englifh-man  born  near  this  Place,  viz.  That  as  St.  Alban 
was  the  Proto-martyr  in  England,  fo  the  Abbat  of  this  Place

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fhould  be  the  firft  Abbat  In  England  in  Order  and  Dignity. 
After  which  Pope  Honorius  A°.  1218.  confirmed  to  the  Ab- 
batand  his  Succefibrs  Epifcopal  Rights,  and  exempted  them 
from  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Biihop  of  Lincoln  their  Dioce- 
fan.  They  had  likewise  allowed  them  their  Seats  in  Parlia- 
ment ’till  the  Difiblution..:  and  accordingly  very  often  fub- 
feribed  before  the  other  Abbats,  notwithflanding  fome  were 
elder  in  Creation. 

The  Privileges  of  this  Monaftery  being,  as  before  men- 
tioned, very  great,  the  Monks  took  no  lefs  care  to  adorn 
magnificently  their  Buildings,  which  will  be  feen  more  par- 
ticularly in  the  Lives  of  the  Abbats,  who  were  the  chief  Pro- 
moters of  this  Grandeur.  The  Struflure  of  the  Church  Rill 
remains,  being  the  chief  Ornament  of  the  Town,  and  owes 
it’s  Prefervation,  no  doubt,  to  it’s  lafi  Abbat  Boreman’s  pur- 
chafing  it ; and  pity  it  is  that  the  Cloyllers,  Chapter- Houfe, 
and  other  Offices  were  not  likewife  preferved  from  the  Sacri- 
legious Hands  of  thofe  Perfons  who  have  intirely  demo- 
lifhed  them.  As  to  the  Monkifh  Verfes  and  Hiftorical 
Paintings  in  the  Cloyfiers,  Library,  &c.  taken  from  the  Bible 
and  Portraitures  of  famous  Men  in  the  Windows,  they  may 
be  feen  in  the  Monalficon  *,  which  I fhall  therefore  pafs 
by,  and  only  take  notice  that  thofe  Buildings  feem  to  have 
been  of  a newer  and  more  elegant  ftrudfure  than  the  Abbey- 
Church  it  felf,  as  were,  no  doubt,  the  Abbacy  and  other 
Offices,  whofe  Gate  is  now  Handing,  and  is  very  large,  lead- 
ing to  the  Town  Goal,  which,  with  the  Church,  are  the  only 
Remains  of  the  Abbey. 

The  Shrine  ’’  of  St,  Alban  was  alfo  very  fumptuous,  as 
were  the  Altar  and  Brafs  Font  brought  out  of  Scotland  and 
fcarce  to  be  equalled  in  any  Church.  The  firft  Is  intirely 
gone,  and  there  is  only  this  inferibed  on  a modern  black 
Marble  : SanEliis  Albanus  Verolamenfis  Anglorum  Proto~mar~ 
tyr  17.  fin.  ccxciii.  The  Stone  Work  of  the  Altar  is  yet 
remaining,  and  is  very  ftately,  and  well  wrought ; but  all  the 
Golden  and  Silver  Ornaments  are  gone.  As  to  the  latter, 
there  is  one  preferved  in  Wood  which  reprefents  the  Fa- 
fhion  and  Make  of  the  Brafs  one.  I fhall  not  here  mention 
the  Epitaphs  of  thofe  Noble  Perfons  that  were  flain  in  thofe 
two  famous  Battles  between  the  Houfes  of  York  and  Lan- 
cafter,  and  here  buried ; but  rather  defire  the  Reader  to  con- 
fult  Chauncy  and  Weever,  and  inftead  of  inlarging  on  this 
account,  1 will  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  this  is  one  of 
the  Religious  Houfes  reftored  by  Queen  Mary,  tho’  it  con- 
tinued not  above  a twelve  Month  after.

Offa,  was

1.  WiLLiGOD^,  who  dying  Anno  796.  was  the  fame  Year 
fucceeded  by 

2.  Edric  nearly  related  In  Blood  to  King  Offa.  Upoa 
his  Death  he  was  fucceeded  by 

3.  UuLsiG,  or  Ulsin  defcended  of  the  Royal  Family, 
who  wafting  the  Church  Revenues  died  in  the  Reign  of  King 
Edward,  (’tis  faid  by  Poyfoii)  under  the  Flatred  and  Curfe 
of  the  Convent,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

4.  UuLNOTH®,  who  was  created  Abbat  in  the  time  of 
King  Ethelftan.  While  he  governed  this  Church  the  Danes 
raged  in  this  Ifle  in  a hoftile  manner,  and  came  to  Saint 
Alban’s  Tomb,  where  finding  his  Bones,  they  carried  them 
into  their  own  Country,  and  there  reverently  laid  them  in  a 
precious  Coffin  In  a certain  Religious  Houfe  of  Black  Monks  ; 
that  as  in  England,  fo  they  might  be  worflilped  in  Denmark^ 
When  this  Abbat  had  governed  about  eleven  Years,  he  died, 
and  was  fucceeded  by 

5.  Eadfrith^,  orEcFRiD^,  thePrior^  who  being  eledled 
Abbat  governed  here  in  the  Reign  of  Edmund  the  Juft.  He 
was  defcended  from  the  Saxon  Nobility.  In  his  time  Ulpho, 
Prior  of  St.  Albans,  built  a famous  Chapell  to  the  Honour  of 
St.  German,  a venerable  Biffiop  ; and  another  Chapell  was 
built  by  his  Licence  where  Ulpho  a Dane  and  Relation  of 
the  Abbat’s,  a Monk  of  the  Cloyfter  and  a Man  of  great  Sanc- 
tity, had  for  a long  time  like  an  Hermit  till’d  Gardens, 
and  was  admirable  in  abftaining  from  Wine.  When  this 
Holy  Man  died,  upon  account  of  his  eminent  Virtues  he  was 
reverently  laid  among  the  Abbats ; which  Eadfrith  ferioufly 
refleft:ing  upon,  he  laid  afide  all  State,  and  abandoning  the 

i Pleafures  of  the  World!  and  forfaking  that  riotous  way  of 
living  he  had  before  accuftomed  himfelf  to,  he  refigned  up 
his  Paftoral  Staff,  and  betook  himfelf  to  a folitary  Life,  by 
' virtue  of  which  the  Abbatfhip  became  void,  and  continued 
vacant  for  a Year,  after  which  time

in  the  Ps.eigA  of  King  Etheldred,  firnamed  the  moft  Pious, 
A^.  950.  He  honoured  his  PredecefTor,  reverencing  him  for 
his  flriff  and  holy  Life,  and  buried  him  at  his  Death  among 
the  Abbats.  He  built  another  Chapell  near  to  St.  German’s' 
and  dedicated  it  to  St.  Mary  Magdalen.  He  died  in  a good 
old  Age,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

7.  Alfric  >5,  who  for  a great  Sum  of  Money,  the  precious 
Cup  wherein  the  Body  of  our  Lord  was  kept,  and  divers 
other  valuable  Gifts,  purchafed  of  King  Edgar  a large  and 
deep  Fifhpool,  lying  betwixt  old  Verulam  and  this  Village, 
whereby  the  Abbats  and  Monks  were  molefted  by  the  King’s 
Officers  reforting  thither  to  fiffi.  This  Purchafe  being  made 
by  this  Abbat,  he  drained  the  Water,  and  made  it  dry 
Ground.  The  name  of  the  Pool  ftill  remaineth  here  in  a cer- 
tain Street,  called  Fifhpool  Street. 

8.  Eldreo  c fucceeded  next.  In  the  Reign  of  King  Ed- 
gar he  fearcht  for  ancient  Vaults  under  Ground  at  Verulam, 
and  finding  feveral  PafTages  artificially  arched  over,  he  ifopped 
them  up  Anno  960.  becaufe  they  were  lurking  Holes  for 
Whores  and  Thieves,  and  levell’d  all  the  Ditches  of  the 
City.  He  laid  afide  all  the  Tiles  and  Stones,  which  he  found 
fit  for  building,  with  a Defign  to  have  railed  a new  Church 
out  of  the  Ruins  of  the  old  one;  but  he  was  hindred  by 
Death.  He  was  fucceeded  by 

9.  Eaumer  who  carried  on  the  Work  that  his  Prede- 
cefTor  Eldred  had  begun.  As  his  Pioneers  were  overthrowing 
the  Foundation  of  a Palace  in  the  middle  of  the  old  City, 
in  the  hollow  Place  of  a Wall,  as  it  were  in  a little  Clolet, 
they  found  feveral  Books  covered  with  oaken  Boards,  and 
Silk  firings  fix’d  to  them,  whereof  one  contained  the  Life  of 
St.  Alban  written  in  the  Britifli  Tongue,  the  refl  the  Reli- 
gious Ceremonies  obferved  by  the  Heathens  of  this  Place. 
And  when  they  delv’d  into  the  Ground  they  found  old  Tables 
of  Stone,  Tiles,  Pillars,  Pitchers,  Pots  of  Earth  and  VefTels 
of  Glafs  containing  the  Afhes  of  the  Dead,  &c.  Out  of  the 
Remains  of  Verulam  Eadmer  built  anew  the  greateft  Part 
of  his  Church  and  Monaflery,  with  an  intent  to  have  finiflred 
the  whole,  but  Death  difappointed  him.  Upon  which 

I o;  Leofric  Son  of  the  Earl  of  Kent,  was  ele£led  Ab- 
bat. While  he  was  a Secular  he  gave  his  Inheritance  to  his 
younger  Brother,  and  taking  upon  him  a Religious  Habit,  his 
great  Merits  advanced  him  to  the  See  of  Canterbury.  He 
died  Anno  1046.  leaving  his  Monaflery  very  rich,  and  was 
fucceeded  by

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1 1 . Alfric  “ his  younger  Brother,  who  compiled  the  Life 
and  Death  of  St.  Alban.  While  he  was  a Secular  he  was 
Chancellor  to  King^Ethcldred,  and  perfwadeJ  him  to  renew 
the  Charters,  and  confirm  the  Gif’s  of  his  Fredeceflbis,  and 
to  beftow  an  Onyx  Stone  on  this  Church.  He  purcliafed 
Kingfbury  Mannor,  Parks,  and  W oods  of  the  King  which  he 
gave  to  the  Abbey.  Befides  which  he  likewife  purehafed 
Oxonage  and  Adulfinton  for  1000.  Marks,  Northton,  Upton, 

Becces  and  Wartham  for  50.1/i.  &c. 

12.  Leofstan*^,  who  was  of  the  Family  of  King  Edward 
the  Conf.  and  his  Counfellour,  was  next  advanced  to  the 
Government  of  this  Monaffery,  and  prevailed  with  the  King 
to  confirm  to  it  Stodham,  Redburn,  Langley,  Greenbiirrow 
and  Thwanffon,  &c.  He  caufed  the  thick  and  fliady  Woods 
near  the  Edge  of  the  Chiltern  by  Watlingdreet  to  be  Rock’d 
■up,  the  rugged  Plains  to  be  levell’d.  Bridges  to  be  built, 
the  uneven  Ways  to  be  made  plain  and  fife  for  Palfage,  and 
gave  to  a certain  Knight  called  Thurnoth  and  his  two  Soul- 
diers  Waldef  and  Thurman  the  Mannor  of  Flamfied,  for 
which  Thornoth  gave  him  five  Ounces  of  Gold  and  a fair 
Palfrey,  upon  condition  that  he  and  his  two  Souldiers  fliould 
indemnify  all  Travellers  from  Thieves  and  Beafts,  (with  which 

j thefe  Parts  were  very  much  infefted)  and  ufe  all  their  dili- 

■ gence  in  time  of  War  to  preferve  the  fafety  of  this  Church, 
which  they  performed  ’till  King  William,  after  he  had  con- 
quered this  Ifland,  took  this  Mannor  from  them,  and  gave 
I it  to  Roger  de  Thoni,  who  willed  that  Right  ihould  be  done 
to  St.  Alban,  and  that  the  fame  fervice  fhould  be  flridfly 
performted.  He  gave  Ornaments  to  the  Church,  and  died 
foon  after  the  Death  of  King  Edwn  the  ConfeiTor,  and  w^as 
fucceeded  by

He  recovered  divers 
Manners  for  this  Church,  rebuilt  the  Tower  for  a Bell,  and 
was  at  the  Charge  of  halving  many  choice  Books  tranferib’d. 

Ides  of  Nov.  1093  “ after  he  had  governed  this 
Church  16.  Years  and  four  Months,  After  whofe  Death  this 
Church  was  vacant  four  Years,  and  then

He  gave  divers  Lands  to  this 
Church.  He  built  a large  and  noble  Hall  with  a double 
Roof  to  entertain  Strangers  in,  near  to  which  he  built  a hiir 
Bed-Chamber.  He  built  another  Houfe  like  a Hall,  with  a 
Chapell  towards  the  Eait.  He  gave  many  rich  Ornaments  to 
this  Monaftery,  with  a Chalice  and  Cover  of  maffy,  pure 
■Gold,  which  he  afterwards  fent  to  Pope  Ceeleftine  the  2*'.  to 
mitigate  his  Covetoufnefs  who  would  have  impropriated  this 
Ghu,rch.  When  he  had  governed  26.  Years  and  fome  Months 
he  died  on  the  fifth  of  the  Cal.  of  Mar.  1 146.  and  was  bu- 
ried in  this  Church  with  this  Infcription  upon  his  Stone  •=  :

19.  Simon'’  a learned  and  virtuous  Man.  He  caufed 
many  Books  to  written  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Convent.  At 
his  Requeft  the  Bifhop  of  Durham  dedicated  St.  Cuthbert’s 
Chapell  to  St.  John  Baptift.  ThisAbbat  gave  a great  Chalice 
of  moff  pure  Gold,  adorned  with  incomparable  Gemsbf  di- 
vers kinds,  and  a little  Crip  curibufly  fet'with  Gems,  to  lay 
up  the  Eucharift  in,  ordering  them  to  be  fet  upon  the  great 

^ Altar  of  the  Martyr ; and  King  Henry  fent  another  noble 
Cup  in  which  the  Body  of  Chrift  might  be  contained.  This

He  caufed  ® our 
I Lady’s  Chapel  to  be  rarely  painted  with  Stories  out  of  the 
1 Sacred  Hifiory.  He  built  a final!  Chapell  on  the  South  Part 
^ of  the  Church  for  his  own  burial  Place,  and  caufed  new 
! Windows  to  be  made  and  glazed  in  the  North  Part  of  the 
I Church  which  before  was  too  dark.  And  for  the  fame  rea- 
I fon  he  caufed  a large  Window  to  be  made  in  the  Well  End 
of  the  North  Iflc.  He  made  an  imbroidered  Vefture  for 
himfelf  and  Succefibrs  to  ufe  when  they  entered  into  the 
Samftum  Sanftorum,  a new  Mitre,  and  a Paftoral  Staff,  a 
Chalice  of  pure  Gold,  a Pair  of  Silver  Cenfers  and  a Pair 
of  Silver  Flagons  gilt.  He  likewife  trimmed  up  his  Mona- 
fiery  with  curious  painted  Imageries.  Fie  gave  a great  Ba- 
fon  of  Silver  double  gilt,  and  built  a Chapell  for  the  Con- 
vent. After  he  had  governed  this  Monafiery  about  twenty 
Years  he  refign’d  it  Anno  1440*^.  and  w'as  fucceeded  by 
34.  John  Stock,  or  Stoke  Prior  of  Wallingford.  He

Part  of  the  Church  near  the  High  Altar.  He  laid  out  much 
Money  in  Repairs  and  Purchafes.  Weever  ^ fays  his  Gifts 
amounted  to  8060./.  7.1.  6.d.  HediedS.  Aug.  A°.  1484, 
and  was  buried  here  with  this  infeription  g ;

He  died  about 
the  Year  1524.  and  was  here  buried  under  a noble  Monu- 
ment. He  was  I’ucceeded  by 

39.  Tho.  Woolsey  who  was  defied  Abbat  30.  Nov. 
1 526.  He  was  a Perfon  of  ordinary  Extraflion,  but  of  vaft 
Abilities.  By  his  excellent  Natural  Parts,  exquifite  Learning, 
profound  Judgment,  indefatigable  Induftry,  genteel  Beha- 
viour, and  undaunted  Courage  and  Refolution  he  acquired 
fuch  a Reputation  as  made  him  taken  notice  of  by  the  King 
and  others  of  the  highell  Birth  and  Quality.  So  that  in  a 
little  time  he  was  advanced  to  the  moft  confiderable  Pods  of 
Honour,  and  the  whole  Management  of  the  Publick  Affairs 
was  intirely  committed  to  him  ; which  created  him  fo  many 
Enemies  (who  all  envied  his  Glory)  that,  notwithftanding 
his  Eloquence  and  Policy,  he  was  at  lafl  deprived  of  all  his 
Places,  which  conduced  in  no  fmall  meafure  to  the  fliortning 
of  his  Days.  We  have  very  few,  if  any,  amongft  all  our 
Britilh  Worthies  that  may  be  compared  with  him  for  Gene- 
rofity  and  Hofpitality,  He  was  of  fuch  an  Heroick  and  Pu- 
blick Spirit,  that  it  was  his  conftant  Endeavour  that  his  Be- 
nefaflions  fliould  be  equal  to  the  Greatnefs  of  his  Income. 
Poflerity  ftand  amazed  when  they  view  the  Buildings  he 
erefled  ; which  however  are  only  an  Earnefl  of  what  he  in- 
tended, had  he  not  fallen  under  the  Difpleafure  of  his  Royal 
Mailer,  who  took  from  him  all  his  Riches  and  Preferments, 
the  Hiflory  of  which  being  to  be  met  with  in  other  Writers, 
I forbear  any  farther  Account,  and  will  only  remark  that  he 
held  the  Archbifhoprick  of  York  in  Commendam  with  his 
Abbatihip,  he  being  at  that  time  a Cardinal,  to  which  Dig- 

I nity,  by  the  Title  of  St.  Caecilia,  he  was  promoted  by  the 
! Pope  on  Sept.  7.  1515.  Befides  other  magnificent  and  ftu- 
j pendous  Piles  of  Building  he  founded  Chrift-Church  College 
j in  Oxford,  laying  the  Foundation  Stone  thereof  himfelf,  on 
I which  was  engraved  the  following  Infcription,  as  I find  it 
I publiflied  in  the  IX^^.  Vol.  of  Leland’s  Itinerary  :

which  when,  after  King  Offa’s  Death, 
he  had  governed  with  much  Difcre- 
tion  for  the  Space  of  15.  Years,  and 
on  all  accounts  had  fhewed  himfelf  to 
be  a moft  devout,  pious  and  good 
Chriflian,  and  a very  juft  Prince,  he  was  unfortunately  taken 
at  Henglefdune  (now  -Hoxon)  in  Suffolk  in  the  firft  Danifh 
Perfecution  under  Hinguar  and  Hubba,  and  for  his  Confef- 
fion  of  Chrift  he  was  firft  of  all  cruelly  whipped  by  them, 
then  bound  to  a Tree,  fliot  at  with  Arrows,  and  afterwards 
barbarouQy  beheaded,  flis  Head  was  thrown  by  them  into 
a thick  Grove  of  Bufhes  and  Briars;  but  being  afterwards 
found,  it  was  there  buried  with  the  Body,  and  a Chapell  of 
Wood  was  erected  over  the  Grave.  In  Procefs  of  time

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both  his  Head  and  Body  were  tranflated  to  Kingfton  in  the 
fame  County  of  Suffolk,  where,  in  Honour  of  him,  a very 
great  Church  was  built,  wrought  with  a wonderful  Frame  of 
Timber,  whence  it  began  to  be  called  Sanffi  Edmundi  Bur- 
gus, and  afterwards  St.  Edmundbury  and  Bury.  At  length 
King  Canutus  being  touched  with  a Senfe  of  the  wickednefs 
of  his  Father  Swenus,  and  being  more  particularly  concern’d 
at  his  Sacrilegious  Impiety  towards  this  Church,  which  ffruck 
the  more  deeply  upon  his  Fancy  by  reafon  of  a Vifion  of  St. 

I Edmund  that  appeared  to  him,  he  built  the  whole  Church 
anew  in  a much  more  beautiful  and  regular  Manner,  and 
the  Fabr  ick  being  tinUhed,  he  adorned  it  with  a great  many 
‘ Royal  Gifts,  offered  his  own  Crown  to  the  Holy  Martyr, 
brought  into  it  Monks  with  their  Abbat,  and  endowed  it 
with  many  fair  and  large  Mannors,  and  (amongft  them) 
with  all  the  Town  it  felf.  Then  the  Holy  King  and  Martyr 
j was  laid  in  a goodly  Shrine,  fet  with  Jewels  and  pretious 
Stones.  He  was  martyred,  according  tofome  Authors,  on  the 
j I2^h.  Cal.  Dec.  A.  D.  866.  according  toothers  A.D.  870.  but 
I according  to  the  Account  in  the  Decern  Scriptores  A.  D.  805» 
j His  Feafl  is  celebrated  on  the  20^^.  of  November. 

I The  Church  having  receiv’d  fuch  Honours,  it  arofe  by 
! Degrees  to  that  Splendour  and  Magnificence,  that  it  was  ex- 
ceeded by  very  few.  Tnere  was  a conAant  Refort  of  Stran- 
gers and  others  to  the  Place  partly  out  of  Refpedf  to  the  Me- 
mory of  the  Royal  Martyr,  and  partly  out  of  a Defign  to  gra- 
tify  their  Curiofity.  This  was  one  of  the  Places  that  were 
vifited  by  our  great  Antiquary  Mr.  Leland,  and  that  the 
Reader  may  have  a more  lively  Reprefentation  of  it,  1 fhall 
tranicribe  his  Words  as  they  are  cited  by  Mr.  Weever  who 
was  himfelf  likewife  a very  diligent  and  curious  Preferver  of 
Antiquities.  “ The  Sunne,  faith  this  eminent  Perfon,  hath 
not  feene  either  a Citie  more  finely  feared,  (fo  delicately 
“ Aandeth  it  upon  the  eafie  afcent,  or  hanging  of  an  hill, 
and  a little  river  runneth  downe  on  the  Eaft  fide  thereof) 
or  a goodlier  Abbey  ; whether  a man  indifferently  confider, 
either  the  endowment  with  revenues,  or  the  largenefse,  or 
the  incomparable  magnificence  thereof.^  ^ A man  that  faw 
the  Abbey  would  fay  verily  it  were  a Citie  : fo  many  gates 
there  are  in  it,  and  fome  of  brafse,  fo  many  Toweis,  and 
1 a moft  ftately  Church  ; upon  which  attend  three  others 
“ alfo  handing  glorioufly  in  one  and  the  fame  Church  yard  ; 
“ all  of  paffing  fine  and  curious  Workmanfiiip.  ’ 

There  were  buried  in  this  Church,  befides  St.  Edmund 

a Fun.  Mon.  p.  5 N'ow  hit  i-wo,  faith  Weever  in  the  Margin. 
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above  named,  a Alan  Earl  of  Britain  and  Richmond,  (Nephew 
to  William  the  Conqueror)  who  died  A°.  1093  ; Thomas  of 
Brotherton  (fifth  Son  of  Edw.  the  Firfl)  Earl  of  Norfolk  ; 
Thomas  Beaufort,  Son  of  John  of  Gaunt  Duke  of  Lancaffer 
and  Brother  to  K.  Henry  Fourth ; Mary  the  French  Queen, 
SiflertoK.  Ken.  Eighth  ; William  Elmham,  William  Spen- 
fer,  William  Trefill  Knights;  William  Lee  Efq;  John  Lid- 
gate  the  famous  Poet,  Monk  of  this  Abbey  ; befides  moft  of 
it’s  Abbats  b. 

The  Monuments  ere£led  to  the  Memory  of  thefe  Great 
Peifons  were  moft  of  them  ftatelyand  magnificent,  but  foon 
after  the  Diftolution  they  were  entirely  demolifhed  with  the 
Buildings,  and  ferved  only  to  prompt  the  Age’s  Avarice  ra- 
ther than  excite  it’s  Piety  to  preferve  them.  Weever  ac- 
quaints us,  that  in  his  time  there  was  nothing  but  Ruins  re- 
maining of  this  goodly  Stru6lure  ; and  fince  that  every  thing 
is  reduced  to  fuch  an  Heap  of  Rubbifh,  that  I do  not  remem- 
ber the  leaft  Particular  that  is  worthy  our  Notice  fave  only 
a Gate-Houfe. 

We  learn  from  Leland  ' and  the  Monafticon and  it  is  ob- 
ferved  too  by  Dr.  Tanner  % that  this  Abbey  was  founded  by 
King  Canute,  and  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund  in  the  Year  1020. 
It’s  Yearly  Revenues  at  the  Diftolution  were  worth  1659./. 
13.x.  1 1 . ob.  according  to  Dugdale,  but  accordings  to  the 
Account  in  Speed  2336./.  16. s.  ’Twas  an  immenfe  and 
Incredible  Sum  of  Money  that  the  King  railed  by  the  Sup- 
preffion  of  the  Abbeys.  For  befides  ^ the  Houfes  and  Lands 
taken  away  from  the  Religious,  there  vwas  much  Money 
made  of  the  prelent  Slock  of  Cattel  and  Corn,  of  the  Tim- 
ber, Lead,  Bells,  &c.  and  chiefly  of  the  Plate  and  Church 
Ornaments ; which  tho’  it  be  not  valued,  yet  we  may  make 
fome  Conje(fture  what  it  svas  only  by  this  Monaftery  of  St. 
Edmundlbury,  from  which  was  taken  (as  we  are  informed 
by  the  Records)  five  thoufand  Marks  of  Gold  and  Silver,  be- 
fides divers  Stones  of  great  Value.  All  which  (faith  the  noble 
Hiftorian)  being  by  fome  openly  called  Rapine  and  Sacrilege 
I will  no  way  excufe. 

Abbats. 

I.  Uuius®,  UuioA  or  Unius was  the  firftAbbat,  being 
conftituted  by  King  Canute  himfelf  in  the  fame  Year  the 
Abbey  was  founded.  He  governed  24.  Years  and  dying

Anno  1044.  was  buried  in  the  Chapell  belonging  to  the 
Infirmary. 

2.  Leofstanus®  fucceeded,  and  governed  21.  Years.  He 
died  on  the  Cal.  of  Aug.  A°.  1065.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

3.  Baldwin^  who  governed  32.  Years.  He  built  the 
Church  anev/,  pulling  down  that  which  had  been  formerly 
built  by  Ailwin  Bifhop  of  the  Eaft-Angles,  and  tranflated  the 
Body  of  St.  Edmund  hither.  He  died  on  the  4.  Cal.  Jan.  A“. 
1097,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

4.  Robert  c Son  of  Hugh  Earl  of  Chefier,  who  was  de- 
pofedA”.  1 101.  by  Anfelm  Archbilhqp  of  Canterbury,  in  a 
Synod  at  London  Others  ® fay  that  he  was  depofed  Anno 
1 102.  and  that  he  was  not  made  Abbat  ’till  the  Year  1 100. 

5.  Robert  f Prior  of  Weftminfier  was  ele6fed  A°.  1 102. 
He  died  A°.  1106.  tho’ the  Saxon  Chronicle  s and  others 

fay  that  it  was  on  the  16.  Cal.  Oft.  A*^.  1 107.  After  his 
Death  the  Abbatlhip  was  vacant  feven  Years,  and  then 

6.  Aldbold  i fucceeded  A°.  1 1 14.  or,  as  others  fay,  Anno 
1 1 1 5.  He  governed  5.  Years,  and  died  Cal.  Mar.  A°.  1119. 

7.  Anselm  fucceeded  A°.  1121.  In  the  Year  1 138.  he 
was  elefted  Bilhop  of  London,  and  thereupon  Ordingus  was 
chofen  Abbat.  But  feveral  Objeflions  being  alledged  * againft 
Anfelm,  he  could  not  obtain  Confecration  ; fo  that  miffing 
the  Bilhoprick  after  abundance  of  Trouble  he  was  glad  to 
return  to  his  Abbey,  and  refume  his  former  Preferment, 
(which  however  he  did  not  recover  without  much  Difficulty.) 
After  he  had  been  thus  reinftated,  he  continued  here,  with- 
out any  Remove,  till  the  time  of  his  Death,  which  happened 
on  the  3.  of  the  Nones  of  Jan.  A°.  1 148.  He  built  ™ St.  An- 
drew’s Chapell.  He  repaired  the  Weft  Part  of  St.  Edmund’s 
Church  and  leaded  it.  He  built  St.  James’s  Church,  whether 
he  tranflated  the  Parifh  out  of  the  Nave  of  the  Abbey 
Church. 

8 Ordingus was  reelefled  A°.  1148.  and  having  go- 
verned 9.  Years  he  died  on  the  2.  Non.  Febr.  A°.  1156.  In 
the  fourth  Year  of  his  Government  a great  Part  of  the  Abbey 
was  burnt,  but  the  Church  efcaped  without  Damage.  He  was

Years,  and  died  on  the  3.  Cal.  Jan.  A°.  1211.  He  gave^  to 
this  Church  a Golden  Crofs,  made  the  Aquaedufl  of  our  Sa- 
viour’s Hofpital,  adorned  St.  Edmund’s  Shrine  with  Gold 
and  Gems,  and  made  four  Halls  of  curious  Stone  Work. 

11.  Hugh  DE  Northv/old c fucceeded A°.  1 21 3.  Inthe 
Year  1229  he  was  made  Bifliop  of  Ely,  and  dying  on  the

Ao.  13*61.  He  governed  17,  Years,  and  dying  A°.  1379,  or, 
as  others,  A^.  1378.  the  Abbey  continued  vacant  fix  Years. 

For  altho’  the  Pope  ^ immediately  chofe  Edmund  de  Brome- 
feld,  (Doff,  of  Div.  and  a Monk  of  this  Houfe)  who  foon 
after  came  into  England,  and  having  got  the  conlent  of  1 3, 

Monks  took  PofTefTion  of  the  Abbey,  and  was  inftalled,  yet 
this  Eleftion  was  void  and  of  no  effect,  by  reafon  the  King 
refufed  to  confirm  it,  it  being  managed  purely  by  the  Pope’s 
own  Authority  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  England.  So  that 
Orders  were  ifTued  out  to  apprehend  Bromefeld,  and  he  was, 
accordingly,  feized,  and  was  firff  of  all  fent  to  the  Tower  of 
London,  and  afterw'ards  to  Nottingham  Callle.  For  this  rea- 
fon his  Name  is  left  out  in  the  Regiffer  publifhed  in  the 
Monafficon,  which  informs  us  that  after  the  abovefaid  Va- 
cancy of  fix  Years

Melford  (for  Reve  was  his  Name,  and  Melford  the  Town 
where  he  was  born)  was  admitted  Abbat  A'’.  1513.  He  con- 
tinued Abbat  till  the  Diflblution,  and  had  then  a Penfioii  of 
500.  Marks  per  annum  allow’d  him,  but  did  not  enjoy  it  long. 
For  feeing  the  Havock  made  of  fo  glorious  a Church  as  his 
was,  it  aitedfed  him  fo  much  that  he  gave  way  to  Fate  within 
lefs  than  a Year,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mary’s  Parifti  Church, 
and  not  amongft  his  Predecdfors  in  the  Abbey  Church  which 
was  near  (but  was  then,  I fuppofe,  dcflroy’d)  with  this 
Epitaph  f :

To  thefe  Abbats  ought  to  be  added  one  Edmund  Boken“ 
ham,  who  is  mentioned  by  Lelandi;  but  not  finding  the 
time  when  he  was  Abbat,  I have  not  been  able  to  alTign  his 
proper  place. 

Befides  the  Benefaffors  already  accounted  for  there  were 
many  others,  fome  of  the  mofl:  confiderable  of  which  are 
mentioned  by  Leland  and  are  as  follow  :

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over  the  Choir  of  St.  Edmund’s  Church,  which  was  26.  Years 
in  Building,  and  cofthim  866/.  13J.  /\d.  He  likewife  gave  a 
great  Bell,  which  coft  133/.  6r.  8^/.  and  muft  have  weighed 
(as  I gather  from  a Note  I have  feen  of  the  Valuation  of 
Abbey  Bells  after  the  Reformation,  when  they  were  expofed 
to  Sale)  upwards  of  feven  thoufand  Pounds. 

Tho.  Beaufort  Duke  of  Exetetj  who  dying  A°.  1427.  5. 
Hen.  6.  willed  his  Body  to  be  buried  here  near  his  Dutchefs. 

John  of  Gaunt  Duke  of  Lancafler,  who  made  the  feven 
South  Windows  of  the  Church,  and  glazed  them. 

King  John,  who  gave  a Sapphire  and  a Ruby  of  great  Va- 
lue, and  Henry  3 . who  gave  to  this  Monaftery  a Golden 
Cup  for  the  Body  of  our  Lord. 

As  to  Benefadlors  of  Mannors,  he.  I have  forborn  to  dif- 
courfe  of  them,  it  being  my  principal  Defign  to  retrieve  not 
only  the  Names  of  theAbbats,  but  the  Memory  of  the  Abbey 
Churches  themfelves,  and  to  fhew  how  magnificently  they 
were  adorned  in  Buildings  and  Riches.

HIS  Monaftery  was  begun  in  the 
Year  655,  or,  as  feme  fay,  656,  by 
Peada,  the  firfl  Chriftian  King  of 
Mercia  by  the  affiflance  of  the  firft 
Abbat  Saxulfus,  in  the  Foundation 
whereof  there  were  laid  fuch  prodi- 
gious Stones  as  that  eight  Yoke  of 
Oxen  could  fcarce  draw  one  of  them. 

The  Place  where  it  flood  in  old  times 
was  called  Meddhamftede  “ ■,  but  the 
Church  being  dedicated  to  St.  Peter,  it  was  afterwards  called 
Peterborough.  The  Foundation  was  perfected,  and  the 
Endowment  compleated,  by  Wulfer  King  of  Mercia,  Brother 
to  Peada,  after  his  Converfion  to Chriflianity  A®.  664.  This 
Monaftery  being  thus  built  remained  in  Peace  ’till  the  Year 
870.  at  which  time  the  Pagan  Danes  conquering  all  before 
them,  and  coming  hither,  (after  they  had  burnt  down  the 
Abbey  of  Croyland)  they  flew  the  Abbat  and  all  the  Monks 
to  the  Number  of  84,  and  utterly  deltroyed  the  Church  and 
all  the  other  Buildings  belonging  to  it,  which  being  an  hun- 
dred Years  after,  viz.  A®.  970,  reedified  by  St.  Adelwold

p.  z6o. 
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Bifhop  of  Winchefter,  the  Abbey  continued  in  great  Magni- 
ficence ’till  the  General  DifTolution  of  the  Religious  Houles, 
when  happily  efcaping  it  was  converted  into  a Cathedral 
Church,  and  all  it’s  Buildings  were  preferved.  By  this  means 
it  continued  intire  ’till  the  fecond  Havock  of  Religious 
Struiffares  inutile  great  Rebellion,  when  the  Cloyffers,  Chap- 
ter-Hopfe,  Library,  Bilhop’s  Hall  and  Chapell  formerly  be- 
longing to  the  Abbat,  were  utterly  demoliflied,  and  the  Cha- 
pell of  our  Lady  adjoyning  to  the  Abbey  being  much  out  of 
Repair  was  taken  down  by  the  Townfmen,  who  prevailed 
to  have  the  rell  of  the  Building  made  Parochial,  which,  for  j 
that  End,  they  had  repaired  with  great  Expenfe.  However 
the  Injury  that  was  offered  to  thefe  goodly  Edifices  proved 
very  inaufpicious  to  the  Perfons  concerned  in  it.  For  the 
Lead  belonging  to  them  being  fold  and  fliipt  away  for  Hol- 
land, was,  with  the  Ship  it  felf,  intirely  loft  in  the  Voyage, 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Account  of  this  Place  is  very 
well  preferved  by  M^  Guntonone  of  the  Prebendaries  there- 
of, and  that  it  was  afterwards  continued  and  publifhed  in 
Folio  in  the  Year  1 686.  by  D‘‘.  Patrick  late  Dean.  For  which 
reafon  it  will  be  unneceffary  to  undertake  to  give  an  Hiftory 
of  all  the  remarkable  Paffages  that  might  otherwife  be  ex- 
fpefled  from  me.  But  I crave  leave  to  obferve,  that  fincc 
the  Publication  of  that  ufeful  Work,  the  Bells  (which  are 
mentioned  to  have  been  in  the  Steeples)  being  taken  dowm, 
a tuneable  Ring  of  ten  was  caft  about  the  Year  1711.  out 
of  the  four  great  Bells  with  very  little  Addition,  and  that 
the  whole  Charge  of  the  founding,  hanging,  framing,  &c.  was 
defrayed  by  parting  with  the  other  Bells  to  the  Bell-founder, 
who  alfo  paid  an  Overplus  of  50/.  towards  adorning  the 
Altar  ; which  I chofe  to  take  notice  of  here  on  purpofe  to 
fiiew  how  well  filled  and  adorned  our  Churches  anciently 
were  with  large  Bells,  particularly  the  Abbeys,  which  dif- 
linguifhed  themfelves  above  the  reft  by  their  folemn  and 
deep  Notes  founding  by  Clocks.  The  prefent  Bells  are  ftill 
the  biggeft  in  the  County. 

As  to  the  two  Queens  that  were  buried  here,  the  latter  of 
them,  viz,  Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  was,  18.  Years  after  her 
Interment,  removed  to  Weftminfter  Abbey,  and  a fumptu- 
ous  Tomb  was  erefted  over  her  Grave  by  her  Son  King 
James  the  Firft.  But  the  other.  Queen  Catherine,  refteth  j 
here  without  any  Monument,  except  it  be  the  Church  it 
felf,  which  it  is  faid  King  Henry  VIII.  left  ftanding  on  her 
account.  Pity  it  is  that  the  like  reafon  had  not  prevailed  ' 
with  him  to  fpare  St.  Edmundfbury  for  the  fake  of  another 
Queen  buried  there  in  his  Life,  viz,  her  Sifter  Mary  the 
French  Queen.  What 
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What  Abbats  were  buried  here  will  be  learned  from  the 
following  Lift  of  them.  The  Church  was  alfo  honoured 
with  the  Sepultures  of  many  other  Perfons  of  Diftindlion  ; 
but  I refer  thofe  that  defire  Satisfaftion  in  this  Point  to 
Gunton,  where  we  have  Ukewife  the  old  Englilh  Verfes  (re- 
lating to  the  Hiftory  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Abbey)  that 
were  put  under  the  Piftures  that  were  moft  curioufly  painted 
in  the  Windows  of  the  Cloyfter,  together  with  a Catalogue 
of  the  Veftments,  Ornaments,  Church  Utenfils,  Books,  &c. 

1 belonging  to  the  Monaftery,  which  latter,  viz,  the  Books, 

^ being  in  Number  above  2000.  may  ferve  as  an  Eftimate 
what  valuable  and  rich  Treafures  of  this  kind  were  in  other 
Churches.  But  that  a better  judgment  may  be  made  of  the 
Magnificence  and  Grandeur  of  other  Abbeys  as  well  as  of  this, 
I will  take  the  liberty  of  deferibing  the  Dimenfions  of  the 
Church  of  Peterborough  (containing  the  Length  and  Breadth 
thereof,  and  of  the  feveral  Offices  belonging  to  it)  as  I find

Abbat  of  this  Place,  and  having  governed  13.  Years  he  was 
tranflated  to  the  Bifhoprick  of  Durham,  or,  as  fome  fay,  to 
the  Archbilhoprick  of  the  Midland  Englifh  or  Mercians A“. 
676.  Godwin  reckoneth  c him  amongft  the  Bifhops  of  Co- 
ventry and  Lichfield.  He  was  fucceedcd  in  the  Monaftery  by 

2.  CuTHBALDUsd  a Monk  ol  this  Place.  In  his  time  died 
King  Wulfer.  I find  not  how  iong  this  Abbat  continued, 
But  he  was  fucceeded  by 

3.  Egbaldus^  who  occurrs  Abbat  A°.  716. 

4.  Pus  A f fucceeded. 

5.  Benna,  or  Beonna  g,  fucceeded.  He  occurrs  A®.  793. 

6.  Selredus,  Celredus,  or  Selfridus*»  fucceeded. 
He  occurrs  A^.  806. 

7.  Heddai  fucceeded.  He  occurrs  A®.  833,  and  860.  He 
was  flain  by  the  Danes,  by  whom  this  Abbey  was  fet  on  fire 
which  continued  15,  Days,  and  utterly  confumed  this  glo- 
rious Fabrick.  Thus  it  lay  buried  in  it’s  Ruins  for  the  fpace 
of  96.  Years.  But  at  lafi:  it  was  reedified  and  finifhed  by  K. 
Edgar  A®.  970.  who  going  his  Progrefs  thither  chang’d  it’s 
ancient  NameofMedefliamftede  to  that  of  Peterborough,  and

9.  Kenulphus  a learned,  eloquent,  and  pious  Man, 
who  inclofed  the  Monafiery  with  a Wall,  and  having  conti-

1008  ^ His  Succeflbr 
in  the  Monaftery  was 

10.  Elsinus,  or  Elsius  being  elefted  A°.  1006.  He 
died  A°.  1055.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

11.  Arnwinus,  Ernwinus,  or  Erwinus'^,  who  hav- 
ing governed  here  about  eight  Years  furrendered,  and  was 
fucceeded  by 

12.  Ll'ofric,  or  Leuric®,  who  being  a Perfon  of  the 
Blood  Royal,  and  very  much  in  Favour  with  King  Edward, 
held  five  Abbeys  in  his  Hands  at  once,  viz.  Burton,  Coven- 
try, Croyland,  Thorney  and  Peterborough.  After  he  had 
been  Abbat  here  three  Years,  William  the  Conqueror  in- 
vaded England ; at  which  time  Leofric  himfelf  ^ being  in  the 
EngliftiArmy,  he  happened  to  fall  fick  there,  which  obliged 
him  to  return  to  his  Monaftery  of  Peterborough,  where  he 
died  on  the  Cal.  of  Novemb.  g in  the  fame  Year.  He  re- 
deemed certain  Lands  belonging  to  this  Abbey  for  36.  Marks 
of  King  Edward,  was  on  other  Accounts  a confiderable  Be- 
nefaftor  to  the  fame,  and  is  highly  commended  for  his 
Wifdom  and  Virtue.  He  was  fucceeded  by 

13.  Brando,  or  Brandon  i,  who  gave  feveral  Lands  to 
this  Monaftery,  and  died  in  Nov.  A®.  1069.  which  was  the 
third  Year  of  King  William,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

14.  Thorqld  k,  who  was  fo  very  profufe  of  the  Goods 
of  the  Monaftery,  that  whereas  at  his  Entrance,  upon  an 
Eftimate  thereof,  they  amounted  to  1 500/.  er’e  he  had  done 
there  remained  fcarce  500/.  Being  weary  of  his  Govern- 
ment here,  he  procured  the  Biflioprick  of  Beauvois  in  France, 
whither  he  tranfported  many  of  the  Goods  of  this  Mona- 
ftery. But  being  expelled  thence  on  the  fourth  Day,  he  gave 
the  King  a great  Sum  of  Money  to  be  feated  in  this  Mona- 
ftery again,  which  being  done  he  continued  in  it  ’till  the 
time  of  his  Death,  which  happened  Anno  1098  ',  tho’  fome 
fay  A°.

The  Year  after  which  he  began  to  build  the  Church  anew, 
but  lived  not  to  finiffi  it.  After  his  Deceafe  the  King  kept

He  built  the  Cloyfler,  and  covered  it  with 
JLead.  He  founded  the  Chapel!  of  Thomas  Becket,  which 
w^as  finiffied  by  his  Succefibr,  and  is  now  handing  in  the 
Middle  of  the  Arch  of  the  Church  Porch.  He  built  a Nun- 
nery to  the  Honour  of  St.  Michael  for  40.  Nunns  p at  Stan- 
ford. After  his  Depofition  the  King  held  this  Abbey  in  his

He  erefted 
the  goodly  Building  at  the  End  of  the  Church,  now  commonly 
known  by  the  Name  of  the  New  Building,  wherein  he  placed 
three  Altars  oppofite  to  three  Pair  of  Stairs  defeending  from 
the  Back  of  the  great  Altar.

UDO^,  Steward  to  King  Henry  the 
Firft,  built  here  an  Abbey,  and  dedi- 
cated it  to  the  Honour  of  Saint  John 
Baptift.  It  was  valued  at  the  Diflb- 
lution  at  523/.  ijs.  per  an.  Dugd. 

The  faid  Eudo  having  the  Cultody  of 
this  Town  given  him  by  William  Ru- 
fus, laid  the  firfl  Stone  of  this  Mona- 
ftery  hereA°.  1097.  and  brought  home 
fome,  Monks  from  Rocheller  ; but 
they  returning  back  again,  he  received  i3..othpr  Monks  from 
the  Abbat  of  York,  one  of  which  being  confecrated  Abbat 
A'’.  1 104.  by  the  Bifhop  of  London  their  Number  foon  after 
increafed  to  twenty,  and  the  Monaftery  continued  in  a very 
flourifhing  Condition  ’till  the  Diflblution.  Since  which  it 
hath  been  fo  intirely  deftroyed,  that  b nothing  remains  but  a 
Piece  of  the  Gate-houfe,  which,  tho’  ruinous,  appears  to 
have  been  a very  elegant  Piece  of  Architecture,  But  tho’ 
the  Church  be  thus  miferably  demolilhed,  yet  a Reprefen- 
tation  of  what  it  was  is  preferved  by  a Draught  in  the  Mo- 
nafticon  % 

We  have  no  reafon  to  doubt  but  a great  many  excel- 
lent and  very  eminent  Perfons  were  buried  here,  not  only 
upon  account  of  it’s  being  an  Abbey  Church,  but  aifo  as  it 
was  the  chief  Church  of  fo  large  a Town.  A farther  account 
of  the  Founder  may  be  feen  in  the  Baronage  of  England. 
And  therefore  I have  nothing  more  to  add  on  this  occafion, 
but  that  dying  in  Normandy  A^.  1120.  he  was  buried,  ac- 
cording to  his  Defire,  in  this  Monalfery,  his  Corps  being 
met  a Mile  from  it  by  the  Monks,  who  went  with  it  in  Pro- 
ceffion  in  a very  folemn  manner. 

A Catalogue  of  the  Abbats  hath  been  already  publillted  by 
Mr.  Newcourt  in  his  Repertorium  Ecclefiaft.  ^ and  it  is  from 
him  that  I fhall  beg  leave  to  borrow  the  following  Lift,  tho’ 
with  feveral  Amendments  and  an  Addition  of  about  five  that 
have  been  omitted  by  him ; all  which  Improvements  I have 
made  from  au  then  tick  Evidences.

VIII.  EVESHAM. 

T.  Egwin  c,  who  was  the  third  Bi- 
fhop  of  Worcefter,  founded  this  Mo- 
naflery.  Kenredus,  King  of  Mercia, 
and  Offa,  Governour  of  the  Eaft- 
Angles,  Anno  709.  endowed  it  with 
large  Pofleflions.  The  Towns  which 
the  faid  Egwin  obtain’d  to  this  Mona- 
flery  werein  all  22.  There  belong’d 
to  it  79.  Religious  Perfons,  befides  65. 
Servants.  It  was  dedicated  by  the 
Founder  to  the  bldfed  Virgin  Mary,  and  it’s  Revenues  were 
valued  at  the  DilTolution  at  1183/.  i2j.  (^d.  per  an.  Dugdale. 
1268/.  9^.  od.  Speed.  Leland  fpeaking  of  this  Place  tells 
us,  that  within  the  Precinfls  of  the  Abbey  were  two  Parifh 
Churches,  that  there  was  no  Town  before  the  Foundation  of 
the  Abbey,  and  that  the  Place  where  the  Town  now  flandeth 
was  of  the  old  Saxons  called  Hetholme,  or  Hethbo  What 
fort  of  Fabrick  the  Abbey  Church  was  I have  no  where  found, 
except  that  it  had  an  high  Tower  in  the  Middle.  The  Ab- 
bey, with  the  Cloyflers,  Offices,  and  Monuments,  was  fo  in- 
tirely  demolifhed  after  the  Diffolution,  that  nothing  now  re- 
mains but  the  faid  high  Tower,  which  Rands  in  the  Abbey 
Cemitery,  and  was  built  by  Abbat  Lichfeild  b.  It  Is  a well 
wrought  Struflure,  is  about  an  100.  Feet  in  Height,  and  is 
adorned  at  Top  with  neat  Battlements,  and  Pinnacles.  No 
other  Building  is  contiguous  to  it.  It  is  large  and  fpations, 
and  in  it  hang  eight  Bells,  tho’  not  very  large  ones,  that  after 
the  Reftauration  were  taken  out  of  the  Parifh  Churches,  a- 
bove  mentioned,  by  the  Town’s  People.  The  Parifh  Churches

Neither  of  them  hath  any  Bells,  but  the  Bells  in  the  Abbey 
Tower  ferve  for  the  ufe  of  both.  One  of  them,  viz.  Saint 
Laurence’s,  is  officiated  in  the  Morning,  and  All-Saints  in 
the  Afternoon,  all  the  Summer  Seafon ; but  in  Winter  time 
there  is  very  rarely  divine  Service  performed  in  St.  Laurence’s 
Che  ch,  that  of  All-Saints  being  on!y  frequented.  Both 
tb  ^ : hurches  have  final!  Spire  Steeples,  and  Ifles,  and  Bo- 

dys,  ah  which  are  leaded,  and  with  St.  Bengworth  on  the 
otht  r hde  of  the  Water  (which  is  likewife  a Spire)  and  the 
Abbey  1 ower  they  afford  a good  and  pleafant  Profpeft  from 
Blockley  Bills  adjacent.  At  the  upper  End  of  the  South  Ifle 
of  All-Saints  is  a fmall  Chapell  built  by  Abbat  Lichfeild. 
It  is  arched  at  I'op  with  Stone,  and  carved  and  under  an 
Arch  are  the  initial  Letters  of  his  Name  C.  L.  for  Clement 
Lichfeild.  At  the  Entrance  into  it  is  a Grey  Marble,  on 
which  was  the  laid  Abbat’s  Portraiture  and  an  infeription 
under  it  in  Brafs,  which  are  torn  off.  In  the  Church  of  St. 
Laurence  at  the  End  of  each  Ifle  on  each  Side  the  Body  of 
the  Church  are  two  Chapdls,  which  feem  to  have  been  built 
about  the  fame  time  as  that  of  All-Saints,  viz.  not  long  be- 
fore the  DilTolution. 

Leland  hath  informed  a us,  that  in  the  forefald  Tower  was 
a great  Bell,  and  a goodly  Clock  ; but  I have  not  been  able 
to  learn  what  is  become  of  this  Clock-Bell  now,  tho’  I fup- 
pofe  that  it  continued  ’till  the  Refiauration  of  King  Charles 
the  Second,  when  the  Youth  of  the  Town  joyning  together, 
and  taking  the  Bells  out  of  the  two  Parifli  Steeples,  melted 
them  and  coined  the  prefent  Ring  of  eight  Bells,  now  hang- 
ing together  in  the  Tower,  as  I have  before  infinuated. 

On,  or  near  the  Site  of  the  Abbey  is  built  a neat  Houfe, 
in  which  it  is  fuppofed  the  old  Stone  was  employed.  They 
have  no  Tradition  here  of  the  Abbey  Church,  Cloyfters,  or 
Chapter-Houfe  ; but  in  the  Cemitery  near  Saint  Laurence’s 
Church  is  an  old  Arch  yet  Handing  in  Ruins,  which  perhaps 
might  have  been  fome  part  of  the  Abbey  Buildings,  dfhere 
are  no  memorable  Monuments  in  either  of  the  Parifh 
Churches. 

After  the  Battle  of  Evefham,  which  was  fought  Aug.  4. 
A°.  1275.  feveral  Perfons  of  Quality  were  buried  in  the  Ab- 
bey Church  by  the  Monks  before  the  high  Altar,  the  chief 
of  which  were  Simon  Mountfort  the  potent  Earl  of  Leyce- 
fter,  Henry  Mountfort,  and  Hugh  le  Difpenfer  Jufliciar  of

England 
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England.  In  this  Battle  were  likewife  flain  Peter  de  Mount- 
fort,  William  de  Mandevile,  Ralf  Baflet,  and  Roger  Saint- 
John’s,  with  divers  Knights  and  Efquires,  which  probably 
were  alfo  buried  here,  as  were  many  befides,  tho’  we  can- 
not now  retrieve  their  Names.

This  Tower  had  a 
great  Bell  in  it,  and  a goodly  Clock,  and  was  as  a Gate- 
houfe  to  one  Piece  of  the  Abbey.  He  died  9.  Off.  1540. 
and  was  buried  in  a Chapell  which  he  had  before  built  ad- 
joyning  to  the  i\.bbey  Church ; in  a fVindow  of  which  Church 
there  was  fet  up  in  his  Life  time  an  Infcripcion  to  his  Me- 
mory running  thus :

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This  good  Man  continuing  Abbat  ’till  towards  the  Diflblu- 
tion,  with  an  Intent  not  to  furrendei  his  Houfe  for  a pro- 
phane Ufe,  was,  at  length,  by  the  Contrivance  and  Tricks 
of  Cromwell,  Secretary  of  State  to  Hen.  VIIL  perfwaded  to 
refign  his  Paftoral  Staff  to  one 

53.  Philip  Haford,  Hawford,  alias  Ballard  *,  a 
young  Monk  of  this  Houfe,  who  thereby  commencing  Abbat 
Anno  1 539.  yielded  up  the  fame  to  the  King’s  Ufe  (much  to 
the  Difcontent  of  Lichfeild)  and  had  not  only  a Penfion  of 
230/.  per  an.  but  afterwards  the  J3eanery  of  Worcefler  con- 
ferred on  him,  which  he  held  ’till  his  Death,  which  happened 
Anno  1557.  He  was  the  laff  Abbat  of  this  Houfe,  and  was  bu- 
ried at  Worcelfer.  \Then  I was  at  Worcefler  I was  fhewed 
his  Monument,  which  is  the  Effigies  of  a Man  cut  in  Stone, 
with  a Mitre  andCrofier,  lying  on  an  Altar  Monument.  It  is 
in  a Chapell  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Choir.  Tho’  there  be 
no  Infcription  to  confirm  this  Account,  yet  the  Perfon  that 
ffiewed  the  Church  affured  me  that  it  had  been  a conflant 
Tradition  that  it  was  for  the  laff  Abbat  of  Evefliam’. 


IX.  WINCHELCOMBE. 

N N O 787  b.  King  Offa  built  a 
Nunnery  here,  and  about  ten  Years 
after  King  Kenwulf  laid  the  Foun- 
dation of  a {lately  Abbey  for  300. 
Black  Monks,  releafing,  at  the  Con- 
fecration  of  it,  which  was  very  fo- 
lemn,  the  King  of  Kent  his  Prifoner. 
He  commended  it  to  the  Patronage 
of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Kenelm.  After- 
wards it  became  a College  of  Secu- 
lars ; but  Ofwald  Bifhop  of  Worcefler  Anno  985.  reffored 
agiin  the  Benediflines.  It  was  valued  26.  Hen.  8.  at  759/.

I am  not  capable  of  giving  an  account  of  the  firff  Abbats, 
the  Hiftoiies  of  this  Place  being  very  imperfeff  for  the  firit 
200.  Years.  Infomnch  that  Richard  Kedermiffer,  the  laff  Ab- 
bat but  one,  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  Foundation  of  this  Abbey, 
begins  with  Germanus,  who  was  made  Abbat  by  King  Edgar. 
Whence  Tconclude  that  the  Books  and  Records  he  had  met 
with  were  fo  obfcure  that  he  could  colledf  little  from  them.

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This  is  certain,  that  out  of  all  the  printed  ones  I have  con- 
fulted  I have  been  able  to  recover  but  one,  and  that  is  Li- 
vingus  who  praelided  here  54.  Years  after  the  Foundation. 
After  which  the  Abbey  being  deflroyed,  it  continued  in 
Ruins  ’till  the  time  of  King  Edgar  afoiefaid.  It  is  from  this 
Pejiod 'that  my  Catalogue  mull:  commence;  but  before  I 
enter  upon  it,  I prefume  it  will  not  be  araifs  to  tranferibe 
the  Account  Leland  hath  left  us  of  this  Place,  and  to  make 
two  or  three  Remarks  of  my  own. 

“ Kenulph,  King  of  the  Mercians,”  {faith  this  admirable 
Antiquary  ’’,)  “ had  a Pallace  in  thisTowne,  and  builded  here 
“ a famous  Abbey,  which  was  very  folemnly  dedicated. 

’Twas  twice  defaced  by  Fire  and  reedifyed.  There  lie  bu- 
“ ried  in  the  Eaft  Part  of  the  Church  of  this  Monallery  Ke- 
nelph  and  Kenelm,  the  Father  and  Son,  both  Kings  of  Mer- 
“ cia,  and  at  the  Eall  End  of  the  High  Altar  in  St.  Nicho- 
“ las’s  Chapell  one  Henry  Boteler,  who  covered  the  Bod 
“ of  the  Church  with  Lead.  There  was  of  ancient  tyme  a 
“ Church  of  St.  Nicholas  in  the  Eafl:  Part  of  the  Town,  which 
“ being  decayed,  the  Parilh  Church  of  the  Town  was  kept  in 
“ the  Body  of  the  Church  of  the  Monallery,  ’till  the  time  of 
“ Hen.  VI.  when  William  Winchombe,  Abbat,  began,  by 
“ confent  of  the  Town,  a Parllh  Church  at  the  Well  End  of 
the  Abbey  (where  a Chapell  of  St.  Pancras  flood)  and  made 
“ the  Eall  End  of  it.  The  Parilhioners  had  gathered  200/.  and 
began  the  Body ; but  that  Sum  being  not  enough  to  per- 
“ form  fo  expcnfive  and  collly  a Work,  Ralf  Boteler,  Lord 
“ Sudley,  helped  them,  and  finilhed  it.  This  Parilli  Church 
“ was  dedicated  to  St.  Peter.” 

I have  been  the  more  inclined  to  borrow  this  PalTage  from 
Leland,  becaufe  it  clears  what  Sir  Robert  Atkins  hath  been 
pleafed  to  obferve  about  the  Church,  who  hath  exprelTed 
himfelf  with  fo  little  caution,  that  one  would  think  from  his 
Account  that  the  prefent  Parilh  Church  was  the  Abbey- 
Church  ; and  yet  his  faying  that  it  is  dedicated  to  St.  Peter, 
and  the  Abbey  Church  to  St.  Mary,  is  a proof  tofuch  as  well 
confider  it  that  he  thought  otherwife  himfelf. 

The  mention  of  Sir  Robert  Atkins  gives  me  occafion  to 
correfl  a Miflake  committed  by  him  with  reference  to  the  . 
Mannor  of  the  Abbey.  He  tells  us  that  Anno  1608.  it  was 
in  PolTeffion  of  the  Crown,  and  that  D^.  Lloyd,  Chancellor 
of  the  Dioces  of  Worceller,  was  Lord  of  it  in  17 10.  As  foon 
as  I had  read  this  Particular,  I began  to  enquire  about  the 
truth  of  it,  and  the  Refult  of  my  Inquiry  is  this,  viz.

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That  the  Manner  of  Winchelcombe  wiili  the  Site  of  the 
Abbey  belonged  to  the  Lord  Chandos  foon  after  the  DiJTo- 
lution^  and  that  it  continued  in  that  Family  'till  the  Year 
i6;4.  When  on  the  Death  of  George  Lord  Chandos  with- 
out Iffue  it  came  by  his  Gift  to  his  Widow  and  Reliff  Jane, 
Daughter  of  John  Earl  Rivers,  who  afterwards  marryir/J-  with 
George  Pitts  Efq;  of  StratfeilJ-Sey  Com.  Southampt.  flie 
brought  it  to  that  Family,  or  at  leaft  her  Hufband  enjoyed 
it  in  her  Right.  And  as  to  Dr.  Lloyd,  he  held  this  Mannor 
only  by  virtue  of  a confiderable  Leafe  which  was  purchafed 
by  his  firft  Wife’s  Relations  named  Poland ; and  fo  he  was 
no  more  than  a Leafehold  T enant  of  the  Mannor  for  a Term 
of  Years  which  is  now  expired. 

TheParilh  Church  above  mentioned  is  Rill  Randing;  but 
the  Abbey  hath  been  long  fince  demoliRied,  and  the  Site 
turned  into  arable  Ground.  I have  endeavoured  to  procure 
a Draught  of  the  Abbey,  that  by  that  means  we  might  un- 
derRand  what  a Sort  of  Fabrick  it  was.  But  my  Attempts 
this  way  have  proved  very  unfuccefsful,  notwithRanding  I 
went  thither,  with  no  other  Defign,  in  September  1714.  I 
Purveyed  the  Ground  where  it  Rood  (which  was  on  the  North 
EaR-fideof  the  Church)  very  exaftly,  and  tho’  I could  not 
meet  with  fo  much  as  a Stone  flanding,  yet  it  was  no  fmall 
Satisfaflion  to  me  that  I had  walked  over  the  Soil  on  which 
this  large  Pile  of  building  was  erefled,  and  where  there  had 
been  formerly  fuch  a Number  of  Perfons  (famous  for  their 
Birth,  Learning,  Piety  and  Virtue)  interred,  which  Thing 
alone  one  would  think  might  have  commanded  Reverence, 
and  deterred  thofe  that  were  imployed  foon  after  the  DiRb- 
lution  (by  the  Lord  Seymour,  as  I conceive)  to  pull  it  down 
and  deRroy  it.  As  I was  purfuing  thefe  Religious  inquiries, 
I accidentally  met  with  a venerable  old  Man,  who  directed 
me  to  the  Place  where  the  Church  Rood,  and  told  me  that 
he  had  frequently  heard,  particularly  when  he  was  a Youth, 
that  the  Tower  of  it  was  large  and  fine,  but  that  there  was 
nothing  left  Randing  of  the  Abbey  within  his  own  Memory 
except  a few  Offices,  which  were  probably  thofe  where  the 
Abbat’s  Head  Hine  or  chief  Ploughman  lived.

Walter  de  Winfortune®,  Burfar  or  Cellarer  of 
Worceller,  He  died  Anno  1395.  and  was  fucceeded  Anno

ceeded the  fame  Year  by 

22.  John  Cheltenham  who  was  fucceeded'  by 

23.  William  WiNCHOMBE who  was  a confiderable 
Benefaftor  (as  I have  noted  before)  by  removing  the  Parhh 
Church  out  of  the  Abbey.  I do  not  find  yet  when  he  died.

He  was  a great  Promoter  of  Learning,  and  dying  A^.  1487. 
was  fucceeded  the  fame  Year  by

in  Gloucefter- College  (afterwards  called  Gloucefler-Hall,  and 
now  Worcefler-College)  in  Oxford,  where  there  was  an 
Apartment  belonging  to  this  Abbey  called  Wincbcombe Lodg- 
ings. He  was  a learned  Man,  and  by  his  wife  Government 
and  his  encouragement  ot  Virtue  and  good  Letters  he  made 
the  Monaftery  flcarifh  fo  much  that  it  was  equal  to  a little 
Univerfity.  In  the  Year  1500.  he  travelled  to  Rome,  and 
became  afterwards  a celebrated  Preacher.  In  the  Year  1515. 
the  Privileges  of  the  Clergy  being  attacked  he  preached  a 
remarkable  Sermon  on  that  account,  fhewlng  that  it  was 
againfl  the  Law  of  God,  who  by  his  Prophet  David  fays,  Touch 
not  my  anointed  and  do  my  Prophets  no  harm.  He  wrote  a 
very  valuable  Hiftory  of  the  Foundation  of  this  Monaftery, 
and  another  of  the  Lives  of  the  Abbats,  beginning  with  Ger- 
manus Anno  7.  of  King  Edgar  A°.D.  988.  and  reaching  down 
to  his  own  Time  : which  defirable  Book  was  unhappily- loft 
in  the  Fire  of  London;  He  died  A®.  1531.  and  was  buried 
in  his  Abbey  Church,  on  which  2 he  had  laid  out  a great 
Sum  of  Money,  and  inclofed  the  Abbey  it  felf  towards  the 
Town  with  a main  Stone  Wall,  ex  quadrato  faxo.  He  "was 
fucceeded  by 

26.  Richard  Mounslow,  who  was  the  laft  Abbat,  and 
furrendered  his  Abbey  3.  Dec.  31.  Hen.  8.  having  a Penfion 
aftign’d  him  of  1 60/.  per  an.

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THELBALDa,  King  of  Merda, 
built  here  an  Abbey  of  Black  Monks 
to  the  Honour  of  Sr.  Guthlac,  who  at 
the  Age  of  25.  Years  became  an  Her- 
mite  in  this  Place.  He  endowed  it 
richly,  and  gave  thereto  the  whole 
Ifland  of  Croyland,  called  from  it’s 
Soil  ^ cruda  terra,  which  fignifys  ra'w 
or  vmddy  Land.  The  Revenues  of 
this  Abbey  at  the  Difiblution  were  va- 
luedat  1803/.  1 5^.  lod.  peran.  Dugd.  1217/.  ^s.  iid.  Speed. 

A great  part  of  this  Church  was  left  Handing  after  the  Dif- 
folution  for  a Parochial  Church  ; but  it  hath  been  fince  fo 
miferably  defaced,  that  little  remains  fave  the  Body  and 
South  Ifle  which  are  however  ruinous  and  uncovei’ed  at  Top, 
and  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  feen  fave  only  part  of  the 
North  Ifle,  which  is  ufed  as  the  Parifti  Church,  and  is  in 
Length  90,  Feet  and  24.  in  Breadth.  We  cannot  form  to 
our  felves  a better  Idea  of  the  Magnificence  of  this  Church 
than  from  the  Draught  that  is  publifhed  in  the  Monaflicon*^, 
which  is  near  double  the  Length  of  what  ferves  now  for  the 
Parifh  Church,  being  140.  Feet  long;  and  yet  even  this 
was  not  above  a third  Part  of  the  Church  when  it  flood  in 
it’s  Glory  and  Profperity  before  the  DifTolution,  For  this 
Reprefentation  only  contains  the  Wefl  Part  of  it  from  the 
Tranfeptum,  or  great  Crofs  Ifle,  which  extended  itfelf  froin 
North  to  South  ; and  in  the  middle  of  this  Building  was  an 
high  Spire  Steeple,  beyond  which  was  the  Eaflern  Part  or 
Choir,  which  appears  by  the  Foundation  to  have  been  near 
200.  Feet  in  Length  and  80.  in  Breadth.  As  to  the  Cha- 
pell  of  our  Lady  beyond  the  Choir,  the  Cloyfters,  Abbey 
Houfe,  &c.  they  are  all  likewife  ruined,  and  the  Site  of  a 
great  Part  of  the  Building  is  fow’d  with  Cole-feed.  It  was 
certainly  a moft  noble  Striiffure,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but 
this  Abbey  rivall’d  Peterborough  it’s  Neighbour  in  Building, 
as  it  did  in  Riches.  There  is  not  the  leaf  Monument  or 
painted  Glafs  left ; and  the  chief  Thing  remarkable  is  the 
Wefl  Tower  and  Front,  which  is  adorned  with  feveral  Images 
of  Saints  and  Kings,  and  amongfl  the  refl  of  two  Angels

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carrying  S.  Guthlac  to  Heaven,  all  which  were  gilded  for- 
merly. In  this  Tower  hang  five  fmall  Bells,  the  four  leaf!  of 
which  were  call  out  of  thj^ee  A°.  165^.  On  the  biggeft  is 
this  Infcription  in  ancient  Charaflers  : In  rnultis  annis  refonet 
cam'pana  Johannis.  Hut  the  noted  Bells  which  belonged  to 
the  Ahbev  hung  in  the  middle  Steeple,  before  fnoken  of. 

The  Monuments  being  therefore  deflroyedit  is  not  pofTible 
for  me  to  be  fo  paiticular  in  that  rehpedl  as  I otherwife  in- 
tended. I have  however  met  with  fome,  that  were  here  in- 
terred, and  they  arc  thefe  that  follow,  viz. 

Waldeve  Earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Northampton,  beheaded 
by  Will,  the  Conqueror,  and  afterwards  reputed  a Saint.  He 
was  buried  near  the  high  Altar  under  a goodly  Monument, 
for  whom  an  Infeription  of  near  30.  Verfes  was  made  Anno 
1219.  beginning  thus: 

Hie,  Wahleve  comes,  tumidaris  <b  incineraris , 

Parte  tamen  meliore  tui  fuper  ajira  locaris,  bcc. 

The  reft  may  be  feen  in  Leland  and  a farther  account  of 
him  may  be  found  in  Dugdale’s  Baronage. 

Alan  de  Cruen  Lord  of  Trifton.  He  was  buried  on  the 
South  fide  of  the  high  Altar. 

Watkin  Rodeley  Elq;  that  married  the  Dutchefs  of  Somer- 
fet.  Ele  was  alive,  as  fome  fay  in  Hen.  the  Seventh’s  time. 
He  was  buiied  in  the  Lady’s  Chapell. 

Richard  Welieby  Efquire  of  Hen.  7.  and  Thomas  Welleby 
his  Nephew  and  Heir.  They  lay  in  a goodly  Tomb. 

The  Shrine  of  St.  Guthlac  in  this  Church  was  verycoftly; 
butof  this,  as  well  as  of  other  Matters  relating  to  this  Church, 
there  is  an  excellent  Account  given  in  Ingulphus  (Abbat  here- 
of) and  his  Continuer  Peter  Blcfenfis  Vice-Chancellor  to 
Henry  the  Second. 

The  Virgin  Mary  and  St.  Bartholomew  were  accounted 
Tutelar  Suintsof  this  Monaftery.  The  Pillars  of  the  Church 
are  large,  and  curioully  carved,  and  the  Arches  arc  fpatious.' 
Nor  is  the  Biii-hje  of  the  d'own  (which  is  fpoken  of  by  Cam- 
den) lefs  remarkable,  being  triangular,  and  fo  fteep  that  no 
Horfeman  can  well  ride  over  it.  It  commands  the  Intercourfe 
of  the  three  Streets  of  the  Town  one  with  another.  At  the 
Foot  of  it  is  the  Effigies  of  St.  Guthlac  cut  in  Stone.  It  is 
built  in  this  Failuon  :

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Amongfl  other  valuable  Things  pre’crved  in  Leland,  I 
think  it  is  not  the  leaft  that  he  hath  given  us  a Catalogue  of 
the  Abbatsof  this  Place,  which  I (hall  now  fubjoyn,  whh  an 
Addition  of  fuch  other  Improvements  as  I have  drawn  from 
other  authentick  Evidences.

4.  Theod 'RE  who  was  flain  in  his  Church  A°  870.  by 
the  Pagan  Danes  with  fcveral  of  his  Monks,  and  the  JViona- 
flery  was  fired  7.  Cal.  Sept,  at  which  lime  theMonuments  of 
CifUi  Pried  and  Anchorite,  St.  Beitelme,  St,  Egl'crt,  St  Tat- 
win,  St.  Etheldiith,  Queen  Celfred,  Wymond  Son  of  King 
WithlafF,  and  his  Predecellor  Abbat  Siward  were  all  defaced. 
However  the  remaining  part  of  the  Monks  being  little  dif- 
couraged  affembled,  and  chofe 

5.  Godric  for  their  Abbat,  who  repairing  to Medefham- 
ftede,  now  Peterborough,  (where  the  Danes  had  committed 
the  like  Outrages)  on  the  Feaff  of  St.  Cecilia  following  care- 
fully burled  the  Body  of  Hedda  the  Abbat  of  that  Plate  in 
the  Cemitery,  who  had  likew'ife  been  murdered  wl  h 84,  of 
his  Monks.  This  Godric  was  fucceeded  r\'-'.94i.  by 

6.  Turketellus  ^ Chancellor  toKingEdred,  who  at  his 
Requefl  came  to  vifit  this  Abbey.  He  was  the  greatefl  Hene- 
faffor  this  Place  ever  had  by  redeeming  their  Lands  and  en- 
dowing the  fame  with  no  lefs  than  60.  Manners  at  his  Death, 
which  happened  5 Nones  of  July  A°.  975.  at  w'hich  rime 
the  Riches  of  this  Monaflcry  were  valued  at  10000/.  He 
built  the  Nave  of  the  Church  and  the  Tower,  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded by  his  Nephew 

7.  Egelricus  'ovEgericus,  who  built  the  Infirmary  and 
Chapell,  and  covered  it  with  Lead.  He  made  the  Hall,  and 
two  handfome  large  Chambers,  and  a Biewhoufe,  and  Bake- 
houfe,  and  Granary,  as  alfo  the  gre<it  Stable,  all  which  were 
built  w'ith  Timber  and  covered  with  Lead.  He  madeleveial

he  term’d  Pega  and  Bega,  and  befides  thefe  he  caufed  the 
biggefi:  Bell  call’d  Gnthlac  to  be  made  which  tuned  to 
the  reft  and  made  an  admirable  Harmony,  there  being  not 
the  like  in  all  England.  He  died  the  2d.  of  the  Nones  of 
Auguft  A°.  984.  and  was  fucceeded  by  another 

8.  Egelricus  ^ or  Egericus,  who  was  related  to  the 
former.  He  gave  to  the  Library  40.  large  Vo{umes  and  100. 
fmaller  ones,  and  to  each  Altar  two  Surplices  and  feveral 
Mantles.  He  likewife  gave  fix  Chalices.  He  made  four 
Ecchoes  or  Places  of  Refponfe,  and  gave  feveral  Mifials,  and 
every  Year  new  clothed  the  Convent.  He  died  5.  of  the 
Nones  of  March  A°.  992.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

9 OsKEyuLus  b or  OsKETELLTjs,  w'ho  was  a Perfonof 
great  Quality  and  a confiderable  Benefadfor.  He  died  12.  Cal. 
Nov.  A".  1005.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

10.  Godric  the  IN  c.  He  often  faved  the  Convent  from 
being  plundered  as  his  Predecefibr  had  done,  paying  within 
lefs  than  fix  Months  to  King  Swane  no  lefs  than  2000  Marks, 
which  much  impoveriflied  the  Church.  He  died  14.  Cal. 
Febr.  A°.  1017.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

11.  Brichtmer,  Brithmer  or  Brictinerus  d,  who 
was  much  in  the  King’s  Favour,  and  recovered  feveral  of  the 
Mannors  which  were  ieized  by  the  Danes,  and  dying  7.  of 
the  Ides  of  April  A'^.  1048.  he  was  fucceeded  by 

12.  Wlgatus  ® or  Wlfgeatus,  who  died  after  he  had 
governed  four  Years  on  the  Nones  of  June  A".  1052.  and 
being  buried  in  the  Chapter  Houfe  he  was  fucceeded  by 

13.  Wlketellus^  or  Wlfkethllus, Monk  of  Peter- 
borough. He  began  to  new  build  his  Church,  to  which  Wal- 
leve,  Earl  of  Northampton,  was  a great  Contributor,  it  was 
in  his  time  that  we  are  told  Leofric  held  this  Abbey  with 
four  other  Abbeys  in  his  Hands,  as  I have  before  obferved  in 
my  Account  of  Peterborough.  At  length  after  many  Troubles 
and  Vexations  in  the  time  of  the  Norman  Invafion  he  was 
depofed  and  confin’d  in  Glaftonbury,  and  the  Treafure  of  the 
Church  confifeated,  and

! GefTry  began  the  new  Church  of  Croyland,  and  invited  fe- 
veral  Benefactors  whom,  he  entertain’d  at  Dinner,  being  in 
Number  above  5000.  He  was  fucceed  by 

16.  WaldenusS  Monk  of  this  Place.  He  tranflated  the 
Reliques  of  St.  Guthlac  hither  A®.

He  made  a table  beforO 
the  High  Altar  which  he  had  gilded,  as  alfo  another  at  the 
Virgin  Mary’s  Altar,  and  curioufly  adorned  feveral  parts  of 
the  Church,  and  glazed  the  Windows,  and  gave  an  Organ, 
and  was  at  great  Charges  in  changing  the  principal  Crucifix, 
Chalices  and  Candlefticks,  which  were  of  old  Falhion,  for 
thofe  of  a newer  Sort.  In  his  time  John  Leycefler  gave  a 
Veftment  worth  40/.  and  40,  Marks  for  the  new  calling  the 
great  Bells  in  the  inner  Bellfry,  In  his  time  alfo*’  William 
Swynllaed  repaired  Trinity  Chapell,  and  Richard  Benington 
gave  40/.  towards  glazing  the  Weft  Window  in  the  lower 
part  ol  the  Chuich.  Several  other  Bcnefadtors  likewife  gave 
great  Sums  lor  other  Ornaments.  This  Abbat  died  16.  Jan. 
Anno  1469.  and  was  fucceeded  by

I N G William  ^ the  Conqueror  A®. 
1067.  (and  not  A®.  1086.  as  it  is  in 
the  Fol.  Edition  of  Stowe’s  Annals  ‘^) 
built  an  Abbey  in  the  fame  Place 
where  he  fought  and  overcame  Ha- 
rold and  his  Army.  His  Defign  in 
building  this  Abbey  was  that  perpe- 
tual Pralfe  might  be  given  to  God 
for  thefaid  Viftory,  and  that  Prayers 
might  be  offered  for  the  Souls  of 
fuch  as  were  flain  here.  It  was  dedicated  to  St.  Martin,  and 
was  endowed  at  the  Diffolution  with  Lands  valued  at  880/. 
iqr.  "jd.  per  ann.  Dugd.  987/.  i \d.  ob.  q.  Speed. 

In  this  Battle  it  is  faid  above  10000.  Men  loft  their  Lives 
on  the  conquering  Side ; but  what  the  Number  of  the  van- 
quiflaed  was  may  be  gueffed  at  with  Aftonifhment.  King 
William  defgned  to  have  endowed  this  Monaftery  with 
Lands, fufticient  for  140.  Monks,  but  was  prevented  by  Death. 
However  he  granted  many  Privileges  to  it,  as  Exemption 
from  Epifcopal  Jurifdiftion,  Treafure-Trovc,  and  Free  War- 
ren in  all  their  Lands ; all  which  Privileges  with  the  Abbey  it 
felf  coming  into  the  King’s  Hands  at  the  Diffolution,  he  foon 
after  beftowed  the  Site  of  the  Church  wdth  feveral  of  the 
Lands  upon  one  Gilmer,  who  for  Lucre  of  the  Lead,  Timber, 
&c.  in  a little  time  pulled  it  down  and  fold  the  Materials. 
Which  Sacrilegious  Adf  thrived  not,  it  being  foon  after  fold 
to  Sir  Anthony  Brown  ; a Circumftance  I take  notice  of 
here  on  purpofe  to  reftify  a Miftake  in  Fuller’s  Church  Hif- 
tory,  who  fays  it  was  originally  granted  to  him  by  K.  Henry 
VIII.  The  Pofterity  of  this  Gilmer  do  yet  live  in  this  Place 
in  a mean  Capacity. 

Tho’  this  Abbey  be  demoliftied,  yet  the  Magnificence  of  it 
appears  by  the  Ruins  of  the  Cloyfters  &c.  and  by  the  Large-

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U^fs  of  the  Hall,  Kitchin,  and  Gate-Houfe,  of  which  the  lafl: 
is  intirely  preferved.  It  is  a noble  Pile,  and  in  it  are  the 
Seffions  and  other  Meetings  for  this  peculiar  Jurifdiftion^ 
which  hath  Hill  great  Privileges  belonging  to  it.  What  the 
Hall  was  when  in  it’s  Glory  may  be  guelTed  by  it’s  Dimen- 
fions.  It  is  in  Length  above  50.  of  my  Paces.  Part  of  it  is 
nbW  ufed  as  an  Hay-Barn.  It  was  leaded.  Part  of  the  Lead 
yet  remains,  and  the  reft  is  tyled.  As  to  the  Kitchin  it  was 
I fo  large  as  to  contain  five  Fire  Places,  and  it  was  arched  at 
I Top.  But  the  Extent  of  the  whole  Abbey  may  be  better 
I;  meaftired  by  the  Compafs  of  it,  it  being  computed  at  no  lefs 
than  a Mile  about. 

In  this  Church  the  Conqueror  offered  up  his  Sword  and 
Royal  Robe  which  he  wore  on  the  Day  of  his  Coronation. 
The  Monks  kept  thefe  ’till  the  Suppreftion,  and  ufed  to  fliew 
them  as  great  Curiofities,  and  worthy  the  fight  of  their  beft 
Friends  and  all  Perfons  of  Diftinftion  that  happened  to  come 
thither.  Nor  were  they  lefs  careful  about  preferving  a Table 
of  the  Norman  Gentry  which  came  into  England  with  the 
; Conqueror.  This  Table  alfo  continued  ’till  the  Diffolution, 
and  was  feen  by  our  admirable  Antiquary  Mr.  Leland,  who 
hath  given  us  the  Contents  of  it  in  the  firft  Tome  of  his 
Colle£fanea. 

Not  far  from  the  Abbey  ftands  the  Parochial  Church,  which 
is  one  of  the  beft  in  all  this  Country.  In  this  Church  there 
formerly  hung  up  an  old  Table,  containing  certain  Verfes, 
the  Remains  of  which  I fball  here  fubjoyn  :

31.  John  Ha  MONO,  who  was  the  laft  Abbat  of  this  Place,  | 
and  occurrs  Abbat  A'^.  1533.  Db  Tanner  conceives  he  was 
eledfed  A".  1529.  becaufe  on  the  Thurfday  after  the  Feaft  of 
St.  Laurence  in  that  Year  a Proxy  appeared  from  the  Priory 

of  Brecknock  in  the  Chapter  Houfe  at  Battell  to  eledi:  a new 
Abbat.  He  continued  to  the  Diflblution,  and  then  he  and 
his  Monks  furrendered  the  Abbey  to  King  Hen.  VIII.  on 
the  27^^.  of  e May  in  the  30th.  Year  of  his  Reign.  But  in  the 
managing  this  Affair  he  ufed  fo  much  Caution  that  he  not 
only  obtained  a Penfion  for  himfelf  of  100.  Marks  per  an. 
during  Life  or  better  Preferment,  but  llkewife  procured  con- 
fiderable  Penfions  for  all  the  Monks  except  one.  So  that  the  ; 
Afperfions  call  on  this  Houfe  by  the  Author  of  the  pretended 
Hiilory  of  the  Reformation  and  other  prejudiced  Writers 
againft  the  Monks  of  this  Convent  feem  to  be  altogether 

groundlefs.  For  by  Dr.  B ^s  own  Arguments,  where  the 

Monks  had  Penfions  See.  it  was  a Proof  of  their  Innocence, 
the  King  and  the  Vifitors  being  willing  on  any  pretence  to 
difeard  them.  What  hath  been  faid  on  this  Subjefl  by  the 
admirable  Author  of  the  Specimen  rf  Errors  (printed  about 
20.  Years  agoe)  and  alfo  in  Battely’s  Antiquities  of  Canter- 
bury in  Vindication  of  the  Monks  of  Chiifi-Church  Canter- 
bury might  be  applyed  here;  but  I meddle  not  with  Cop- 
troverfy,  and  fliall  only  exhibit  the  Letters  Patents  for  the 
Abbat’s  Penfion,  together  with  an  account  of  the  Penfions 
that  were  fettled  upon  the  Monks,  adding  withall  the  Names 
of  all  the  Monks  that  joyned  in  the  Surrender,  (which  I have 
likewife  collefted  from  the  Patents)  and  then  I will  Ieave.lt 
to  the  impartial  ard  Chrifilan  Reader  to  judge  whether  they 
deferve  fuch  hprrid  Imputations  ; Craving  leave  in  the  mean 
time  to  obferve,  that  tho’  the  N.-mps  of  the.  Monks  of  this 
Convent  apd  of  Chiifi-Church  Canterbury  at  the  DifiToIution

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are  publifhed  at  large  in  Henry  Stephens’s  World  of  Wonders^ 
or  Preparative  Treat ife  to  the  Apologie  for  Herodotus  a,  (a 
Book  full  of  Tittle-Tattle,  and  idle  Stories)  and  are  from 
thence  knavilhly  inferted  in  a fpurious  Edition  of  Speed, 
yet  they  differ  very  much  frcMn  the  Lift  in  the  Augmentation 
Office,  which  as  it  ftiews  that  Stephens’s  Catalogue  is  falfe, 
and  not  to  be  relyed  upon,  (feveral  Monks  being  mentioned 
there  which  we  do  not  find  to  belong  to  this  Monaftery  ;)  fo  ic 
is  an  Argument  withall,  why  thofe  Writers  that  depend  up- 
on fiich  falfe  Relations  (and  afterwards  endeavour  as  much 
as  they  can  to  ijiake  others  believe  them)  ftiould  be  placed 
in  the  Clafs  of  the  meaneft  Hiftorians,  and  to  have  no  other 
Honour  paid  them  as  Hiftorians,  than  what  is  due  to  thofe 
of  that  Clafs.

N the  Saxon  • Times  here  was  a Nun- 
nery built  by  Queen  Alfrith,  (in  the 
fame  Place  where  the  Parifii  Church 
of  St.  Mary  is  now^ ;)  but  that  being 
deftroyed  and  the  Lands  alienated. 
King  Henry  I.  A.  D.  1125.  founded 
an  Abbey  here  to  the  Honour  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  the  Blefied  Virgin,  St. 
James  and  St.  John  the  Evangelift,  for 
two  hundred  Black  Monks.  The 
Yearly  Revenues  of  this  Abbey  at  the  DifTolution  were 
Worth  1938/.  14s,  ob.  q.  Dugd.  2116/.  3^’.  gd.  Speed. 

In  this  Abbey  were  interred  ^ King  Henry  I,  the  Foundei  ; 
Adelize,  or  Alice,  his  fecond  Queen ; and  iome  Authors  tell 
us,  but  I am  afraid  without  good  Ground,  that  his  Daughter

Here  were  likewife  buried  William,  eldeft  Son  toK.  Henry 
II.  (being  laid  at  the  Feet  of  his  Grandfather  K.  Henry  I 
Conftance  Daughter  to  Edmund  de  Langley  Duke  of  York, 
Anne  Countefs  of  Warwick,  and  two  Children  (a  Son  and 
Daughter)  of  Richard  Earl  of  Cornwall,  as  hath  been  ob- 
ferved  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  in  his  Hiflory  of  the  Baron- 
age, befides  a great  Number  more  of  the  Nobility  and  others 
of  the  bell  Charafter.  But  all  thefe  Tombs  were  deHroyed 
foon  after  the  DilTolution,  and  the  Monaflery  was  converted 
for  fome  time  into  a Royal  Seat,  Hence  it  is  that  Sandford 
remarks  % that  this  Monaflery  was  made  a Stable  for  Horfes, 
and  the  Bones  of  the  abovefaid  King  Henry  were  thrown  out* 
and  the  whole  Fabrick  turned  into  Dwelling  Houfes  ; which 
facrilegious  Adi,  as  he  fpeaks,  is  thus  lamented  by  a mo- 
dern Poet  ^ :

Neujlrius  Henricus  fiitus  hjc,  inglorius  urna

There  is  little  remaining  of  this  Abbey  at  prefent,  except 
forne  rough  Walls  of  the  Church,  and  the  Walls  of  our  La- 
die’s  Chapell  and  of  the  Refedlory,  which  was  a large  Room 
(where  was  a Parliament  held  Anno  31.  H.  VI.)  the  Cloy- 
flers,  &c.  being  intirely  demolifhed.  The  Church  feems  to 
have  been  a fpatious  Fabrick,  and  to  have  been  built  in  the 
form  of  a Crofs,  with  a Tower  in  the  middle  without  Ifles. 
The  Gate  Houfe  at  the  Entrance,  and  fome  out  Offices  are 
yet  in  being,  aed  are  the  Seat  of  Owen  Buckingham  Efq;. 

Leland  fpeaking  of  the  ancient  Caflle  here  fays  it  is 
very  likely  it  flood  where  the  Abbey  was,  and  that  the  Ab- 
bey was  built  of  the  Ruines  of  it.  The  Monaflery  of  Nunns 
before  mentioned  was  fuppreffed  by  Henry  T.  and  the  Lands 
given  to  his  Abbey.

32.  Hugh  Faringdon  occurrs  Abbat  in  the  Regifter  of 
Hereford  Tho’  Grafton,  Hall,  and  fome  others  reprefent 
him  as  an  illiterate  Perfon,  yet  the  contrary  will  appear  to 
-fuch  as  {hall  have  the  opportunity  of  perufing  a Book  (which 
I lately  faw)  intitled  The  Art  or  Craft  of  Rhetorick,  written  by 
Leonard  Cox  Schoolmaftcr  of  Reading.  It  was  printed  in  the 
beforenamed  Year  1524.  and  is' dedicated  by  the  Author 
to  this  Abbat.  Cox  was  a Man  univerfally  celebrated  for 
his  Learning  and  Eloquence.  He  is  one  of  Leland’s  Wor- 
thies c.  He  was  every  way  capable  of  making  a true  Judg- 
ment of  other  Mens  Abilities,  and  he  was  fo  juft  a Man 
himfelf  that  there  is  no  reafon  to  fufpeft  him  guilty  of  Par- 
tiality. He  fpeaks  very  worthily  and  honourably  of  Faring- 
don upon  account  of  his  Learning.  And  his  Charadfer  in 
this  refpeft  is  to  be  credited  rather  than  that  given  by  the 
other  Writers  I have  mentioned,  who  were  not  competent 
Judges  of  true  Learning.  Flattery  was  not  fo  much  now  in 
vogue  as  it  hath  been  fince.  Authors  in  the  Bufinefs  of  De- 
dications (efpecially  wife  ones,  fuch  as  Cox  certainly'  was) 
thought  it  a very  great  Blemifla  to  their  own  Reputation,  as 
well  as  an  Affront  to  their  Patrons,  to  write  any  thing  con- 
trary to  Truth  in  their  Addreftes.  For  which  reafon  we  rnay 
fafely  conclude  that  what  Cox  hath  offered  in  the  Dedica- 
tion of  this  Book  is  litterally  true.  But  the  Book  is  become 
now  fo  very  rare,  that  even  fome  of  the  moft  induftrious 
Searchers  after  the  learned  Remains  of  our  Englifb  Writers 
have  not  been  able  to  meet  with  it.  The  compiler  of 
Athense  Oxon.  was  very  lucky  in  his  Inquiries  this  way. 

And  yet  he  could  not  find,  or  hear  of,  fo  much  as  one  Copy 
of  this  Book,  and  upon  that  Account  he  hath  faid  nothing 
of  it  in  his  Difcourfe  about  our  Author  This  Faringdon 
continued  Abbat  ’till  the  Diffolution,  when  ® in  the  Month, 
of  Nov.  A°.  1539-  he  was  with  two  of  his  Monks,  named 
Rugg  and  Onion,  bang’d,  drawn,  and  quartered  at  Reading, 
and  was  the  laft  Abbat  of  this  Monaftery.

ms  Abbey*  was  founded  about  A, 
D.  675.  by  Heane  Nephew  to  CiiTa 
Viceroy  of  the  Well  Saxons,  (tho’ 
others  fay  Cilfa  himfelf  was  thelirft 
Founder ;)  but  the  Monks  forfook  it 
in  King  Ailfred’s  time  for  fear  of  the 
Danes.  It  was  reflored  A.  D,  955.  by 
the  Munificence  of  King  Ed  red  and 
King  Edgar,  and  by  the  care  of  Ethel- 
wo!d  the  Abbat.  This  Monaftery 
was  of  the  Benedicline  Order,  was  dedicated  to  the  Blelfed 
Virgin  Mary,  and  was  endowed  at  the  Suppreffion  with 
1876/.  lot.  per  an.  according  to  the  account  in  Dugdale. 
but  with  2042/.  'IS.  Zd.  ob.  q.  according  to  that  in  Speed. 
It  is  the  lirft  of  thefe  Accounts  that  agrees  vt  ith  Leland,  who 
obferves  <1  that  the  Rents  of  the  Abbey  were  almofl  2000/. 
a Year. 

This  Abbey  ® was  firll  begun  at  Bagley  Wood,  two  Miles 
higher  on  the  River.  This  is  Leland’s  Remark,  and  the 
Publilher  of  him  takes  f the  Place  to  have  been  Chilfwell- 
Farm  at  the  Weft  End  of  a great  Field  (commonly  called 
Hinckfey-Field)  on  the  North  Side  of  Foxcomb  Hill.  But 
the  Abbey  not  profpering  here,  it  was  tranllated  hence  to 
Sewkefliam,  which  afterwards  loft  it’s  Name,  and  was  called 
Abbington,  e,  Abbatite  oppidum. 

At  St.  Hellen’s  s Church  in  this  Town  was  fometime  a 
Nunnery,  where  there  was  afterwards  an  Plofpital  of  fix  Men 
and  fix  Women..  It  is  at  this  time  a Parilia  Church,  and  there 
is  the  greateft  Refort  to  it  in  the  Town.  But  in  old  time  h 
the  chief  Parilh  Church  was  St.  Nicholas’s  by  the  Abbey, 
near  w'hich  * was  an  Plofpital  of  St.  John  Baptift  for  twelve 
Men,  tho’  in  another  Place  k our  great  Antiquary  tells  us 
that  there  were  only  lix.  This  Hofpital  was  afterwards  an- 
nsxt  to  St.  Nicholas,  and  the  Inhabitants  can  give  but  little 
better  account  of  it,  than  they  can  of  St.  John’s  Church  which 
flood  I by  the  Alms-Hoqfe,  without  the  Abbey-Gate.

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In  the  Market  Place  of  Abbington  ^ was  a right  goodly 
Crofs  of  Stone  with  fair  Degrees  and  Imagery,  and  there 
ufed  to  be  great  Rejoicings  b at  Abbington  on  the  Feafis  of 
the  Fraternity  of  the  Holy  Crofs.  In  former  times  moft  of 
' the  Villages  about  Abbington  had  only  Chapclls  of  Eafe, 
and  Abbington  Church  was  the  Mother  Church,  and  it  was 
here  that  they  buried. 

At  the  Weft  End  of  the  Ai*ea,‘’  wherein  the  Abbey  Church 
of  Abbington  ftood  was  a Charnell  Chapell,  to  which  were 
given  the  Profits  of  a Chapell  at  Bayworth  by  Bagley  Wood. 

Which  Chapell  of  Bayworth  hath  been  down  for  many  Years; 
but  the  Tithes  ftill  belong  to  Abbington,  and  are  paid  to 
the  Minifter  of  St.  Nicholas’s,  All  the  Lands  ® almoft  be- 
tween Eynftiam  and  Dorchefter  belong’d  to  the  Abbey  of 
Abbington. 

In  the  Abbey  Church  were  buried  CifTa  Father  to  King 
Ina  ; St.  Edward  King  and  Martyr,  (who  was  brought  up 
here,  as  fome  fay,  in  his  tender  Age ;)  St.  Vincent  a Martyr  ^ ; 
Sidemanne  B Bifhop  of  Crediton,  alias  Kirton,  near  Exeter, 

(and  not  at  Crediton,  as  Godwin  h will  have  it ;)  Robert  de 
Oilly  and  Aldith  his  Wife,  (v;ho  w'ere  interred  in  a fine  Tomb 
on  the  North  fide  of  the  High  Altar  ;)  befides  many  of  the 
Befilles,  and  abundance  of  other  Perfons  of  Note,  particu- 
larly from  the  Neighbouring  Country,  upon  account  of  it’s 
being,  (^s  I have  obferv’d)  the  Mother  Church  to  all  the 
Villages  hereabouts.  But  there  is  nothing  now  remaining 
either  of  all  thefe  fine  Monuments  or  of  the  Abbey  it  felf, 
fave  only  the  Gate-Houfe.  However,  that  Pofterity  may 
have  fome  Idea  of  the  Splendour  and  Magnificence  of  the 
Strudfure,  I ftiall  acquaint  them  from  Mr.  Leland  i,  that  it 
had  a moft  ftately  Front  at  the  Weft  End,  with  two  Towers, 
befides  another  in  the  middle  ; and  there  is  no  doubt  but  all 
its  Offices,  Cloyfters,  Chapter-Houfe,  Library,  &c.  were 
equally  fine  and  magnificent,  and  that  the  whole  Pile  was 
not  inferior  to  any  other  Abbey.  From  whence  it  is  eafy  to 
imagine  what  a great  Ornament  the  Prefervation  of  it  would 
have  been  to  this  neat,  pretty,  and  pleafant  Town.  What 
remains  farther  fliall  be  touch’d  upon  under  the  Head  of 
each  refpedlive  Abbat,

1.  Heanus  a was  the  firft  Abbat  here,  vi-z^.  A*.  675.  He 
died  in  the  time  of  King  Athelard,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

2.  Conan  us  who  is  alfo  called  Cumanus. 

3.  Rethunus‘-  occurrs  Abbat  next.  A°.  8 14.  he  was  ac- 
cording to  Heylin  ^ made  Bifhop  of  Dorchefler.  Godwin 
alfo  notes  ® that  he  was  Bidiop  of  this  Place,  but  omitts  this 
Circumftance  of  the  time  of  his  Advancement,  tho’  he  tells 
us  that  he  died  Anno  851.  which  I look  upon  as  a Miftake. 
This  is  certain  that  he  was  fucceeded  in  his  Abbatlhip  by 

4.  CiNATHUs’,  after  whofe  Death,  which  fell  odt  after  the 
Year  831.  the  Monks  forfbok  this  Abbey,  and  it  continued 
defolate  and  ruinous  ’till  the  Year  954,  when  it  was  reflored 
by  the  means  of  St  Dun  (Ian,  and 

5.  Ethelwold  8 was  appointed  Abbat  in  thatYear.  He 
was  a great  Benefadfor  to  this  Monalfery,  which  h when 
given  to  him  was  but  very  fmall,  and  wanted  many  conve- 
niencles  ; for  which  reafon  he  clearly  renew’d  ’ and  augment- 
ed it,  at  the  fame  time  digging  and  caufing  a Gut  to  come 
out  of  the  Ifis  by  lorce  to  lerve  and  purge  the  Offices  of  the 
Abbey.  And  it  was  at  this  time  that  the  Workmen  found 
divers  ffrange  Things  and  Tombs,  and  amongff  ^ them  a 
Crofs  with  an  Infcription.  He  built  the  Abbey  Church,  and 
dedicated  it  to  the  bldfed  Virgin,  and  gave  great  Ornaments 
to  it ; but  1 the  Church  and  other  Buildings  that  he  erected 
were  afterwards  taken  down  and  new  made  by  Norman  Ab- 
bats in  the  firft  Norman  Kings  Times.  He  was  confecrated 
^ Biffiop  of  Winchefter  Anno  963.  and  was  the  greateft 
Founder  of  Abbeys  in  that  Age.  He  died  the  firft  of  Auguft 
A**.  984.  He  was  fucceeded  in  his  Abbatffiip  A°.  963.  by 

6.  OsGARUs,  as  we  learn  from  the  old  Hiftory  of  this 
Monaftery  printed  in  Anglia  Sacra  ",  tho’  Godwin  tells  ° us 
that  Alfftanus  was  Abbat  of  Abblngton  much  about  this 
time,  that  he  was  made  Biffiop  of  Sherburne  A°.  970.  and 
dying  A“.  98 1.  was  buried  at  Abblngton.  But  I am  rather  im 
dined  to  follow  the  old  Hiftory.  Ofgarus  p was  a Man  emi- 
nent for  his  exemplary  Piety  and  great  Wifdom . He  took  more 
than  ordinary  Care  of  the  Abbey  and  performed  confiderable 
Things  for  if.  It  was  in  his  time  that  Sidemanne  Bifliop  of

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Crediton  died  in  the  Synod  at  Kyntlingtune  a (which  Dr. 
Gibfon  takes  to  be  Kyrtlington  in  Oxford-fhire)  A'^.  977, 
and  was  here  buried,  as  I have  obferved  before.  Ofgarus 
died  about  the  fame  Year  as  his  PredecefTor  the  Bifliop  of 
Wincheftcr  did,  viz.  Anno  984.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

7.  Edwinus%  who  was  admitted  A°.  985.  He  died  A”. 
990.  (the  Saxon  Chronicle  fays  d A“.  989.)  and  was  fuc-

I 9.  Adelwinus  s,  tho’  the  Saxon  Chronicle  h tells  us  that 
Wulgarus  was  fucceeded  A°.  1016.  by  ^thelfigus,  who  die.d 
A°.  1018  c and  that  Adelwinus,  called  there  ^thelwinus, 
was  elected  and  took  place  foon  after  his  Death.  This  Adel- 
winus died  A°.  1030.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

10.  SiwARD^^,  a Monk  of  Glaftonbury.  He  a6ted  for 
fbme  time  as  Archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  the  Adminiftration 
of  the  Aflairs  thereof  being  committed  to  him  by  Eadfinus  ‘ 

: the  Archbilhop.  Godwin  obferves  ™ that  A°.  1058.  he  was 
made  Bilhop  of  Rochelter  ; and  Will,  of  Malmlbury  notes 
that  he  was  Bilhop  of  this  See  when  the  Normans  came 
into  England,  and  that  he  died  foon  after.  Godwin  fixes 
his  Death  at  the  Year  1075.  But  both  thefe  accounts  m.ufl 
be  wrong  if  the  Calculation  be  right  in  the  Hiflory  of  the 
Monaftery  of  Abbington,  which  places  his  Death  in  the  Year 
1044,  and  takes  no  notice  of  his  being  Bilhop  of  Rocheller. 
To  prevent  Perplexity  and  Cohfulion  I lhall  follow  this  ac-

This  Abbat  did  very  great  and  eminent  Service  for 
this  Place,  He  renewed  ‘ the  old  Church  that  Rood  then 
more  northerly,  where  afterwards  the  Orchard  was,  and  made 
the  EaR  Part  and  Tranfept  of  a new  one,  adorning  it  with 
fmall  Marble  Pillars,  He  died  7.

19.  Vincent  ",  a Monk  of  Jumleges  in  Normandy.  He 
was  a Man  of  great  Reputation  for  his  Piety,  Charity,  and 
Wifdom.  And  it  was  he,  oT  one  of  his  immediate  Succeflbrs, 
that  turned  the  Courfe  of  the  River  Ifis  for  convenience  of 
the  Abbey.  We  have  already  noted  that  Ethelwold  had  cut 
a Gut  out  of  it ; but  this  being  not  fufficient,  it  occafioned 
this  farther  Projedf,  concerning  which  Leland  hath  left  ° us 
this  Remark  : “ Anon  after  [that  is,  after  Faricins]  cam  an 

Abbate,  and  feynge  the  Howfe  not  fufficiently  ferved  with 
**  Water,  devifed  to  turne  the  Streme  of  Ifis,  and  at  the  laR 
“ brought  it  on  to  the  very  AbbaySyde,  and  partely  thrwgheit. 
“ The  chefe  Streme  of  Ifis  rane  afore  betwixt  Anderfey  Ifle 
and  Culneham,  eVen  where  now  the  Sou  the  End  is  of 
“ Culneham.  The  other  Arme  that  brekethe  outof  Ifis  abouts 
a Quarter  of  a Mile  above  Culneham,  and  then  cummithe 
downe  thoroughe  Culneham  Bridge  felfe,  is  now  the  lelTe 
Peace  of  the  hole  River.  In  great  Flods  and  Brakkes  of 
Water  Waulls  Culneham  Water  goitlr  partely  to  the  old 
“ Botom  of  Ifis,  and  then  ther  be  3.  Stremes.”  Vincent  died

I have  not  yet  learned  how  long 
he  governed  ; but  in  the  Year  i 530.  I find  one

He  fubfcrib’d  for  the  King’s  Supremacy,  and  at  the  DifTolu- 
tion  of  the  Religious  Houfes  he  and  his  Monks  refigned  the 
Abbey  to  the  King,  as  appears  by  the  Inftrument  of  Surrender 
dated  9,  Feb.  A°.  29.  H.  p.  Tho’  Henry  Stephens  in  his  Apo- 
logy for  Herodotus  ^ and  fome  other  Calviniftical  Writers ^re 
pleafed  to  accufe  this  Abbat  of  great  Immoralities,  and  parti- 
cularly to  allege  againft  him  that  befides  his  keeping  three 
Whores,  he  had  two  Children  by  his  own  Sifter ; yet  this  heavy 
Charge  (which  is  not  to  be  thought  upon  without  Horrour) 
is  purely  the  EiTedf  of  Malice,  and 'there  is  not  the  leaft: 
Credit  to  be  given  to  it.  His  Innocence  appeared  fo  very 
plain  to  the  King,  that  he  fettled  upon  him  not  only  a Pen- 
fion  of  two  Hundred  Pounds  per  annum,  but  gave  him  like- 
wife  the  whole  Capital  Manfion  of  Comnor,  Comnor  Park, 
and  other  Lands  for  the  Term  of  his  Life ; as  will  fully  ap- 
pear from  the  Letters  Patents  themfclves  which  I ftiall  here 
fubjoyn,  as  they  were  tranfcrib’d  for  nay  ufe  by  the  fame 
worthy  and  learned  Perfon  that  tranfcrib’d  thofe  that  I have 
before  publiftied  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Surrender  of  Battell 
Abbey.

Now  as  It  cannot  be  fuppofed  that  the  King  would  have 
made  fneh  large  Grants,  had  this  Abbat  been  fo  exceffively 
and  abominably  wicked,  as  thefe  Wiiters  affert  he  was  ; fo 
to  fhew  that  the  Monks  were  equally  innocent,  I firall  here 
annex  the  feveral  Penfions  that  weie  affigned  to  the  faid 
Monks,  as  I have  taken  them  from  the  Authentick  Inflru- 
ments :

Thefe  Monks,  which  are  24.  in  Number,  had  their  Pen- 
fions  affigned  them  per  litt.  Patentes  fub  hgilio  curiae  Augm. 
datas  23.  Febr.  A°.  29.  H.  8.  irrotulatas  in  libro  penfionum 
notato  A.  viz.  fob  7,  8,  9,  10,  ii.  And  that  both  thefe,  as 
well  as  thofe  abovemen tioned  of  the  Monks  of  Battell,  were 
large  Penfions,  and  not  fmall  ones,  I think  will  be  evident 
enough  to  fuch  as  lhall  compare  the  Prizes  of  Things  now 
with  what  they  were  formerly  ; in  order  to  which  I think  fit 
to  obferve,  that  in  perafing  the  Farmer  of  Ravenfton’s  Ac- 
counts for  the  Impropriation  and  Vicaridge  of  Ravenfton 
granted  with  that  Monafiery  to  Cardinal  Wolfey,  I find  that 
the  Farmer  by  way  of  Difeount  to  our  College  of  Chrift- 
Church  (then  called  Cardinal  College)  to  which  the  faid 
Monafiery  was  then  given,  reckons  but  1/.  6s.  8d.  for  the 
Vicar’s  Diet  for  the  whole  Year.  So  that  five  pounds  per  an. 
then  (which  Was  the  lowefi  of  the  Penfions  here  mentioned, 
and  there  was  no  one  fo  low  in  the  Abbey  of  Battell  except 
Ladd’s)  would  maintain  any  one  in  great  Honour  and  Cre- 
dit, and  may  therefore  be  very  jufily  looked  upon  as  a very 
good  Argument,  that  both  thefe  Places  were,  by  no  means 
guilty  of  thofe  black  Crimes  of  which  they  are  accufed  by 
their  unreafonable  Adverfaries.  Had  the  Penfions  been  af- 
figned  to  Perfons  altogether  different  from  thofe  that  fub- 
feribed  the  Surrender,  there  would  have  been  fome  Grounds 
for  the  Accufiuions,  tho’  truly  good  Men  would  not  even 
from  fuch  Grounds  have  been  willing  to  believe  them  guilty. 
But  now  that  there  were  really  no  fuch  Grounds,  will  (as  I take 
it)  be  imdenyably  clear  from  the  Names  of  the  Subferibers, 
which  I fiiall  annex  in  the  fame  order  as  I find  them  written 
in  the  Margin  of  the  Infirument  of  Surrender,  which  except- 
ing Will.  Afhendon,  and  abating  for  the  different  way  of 
writing  fome  of  them,  (which  may  be  eafily  accounted  for) 
are  the  fame  with  thofe  to  whom  the  Penfions  were  granted.

Brethren  Girth  and  Leofwin,  who  had  been  kill’d  at  the 
fame  time,  and  having  got  them  they  conveyed  them  all  to 
this  Church,  and  interring  them  in  a folemn  manner  they 
took  care  to  have  this  Infcription  fix’d  upon  King  Harold’s 
Tomb  a ; 

Heu  / cadis  hojle  fero,  rex,  d duce  rege  futuro 
Par  -paris  in  gladio,  milite  <b  valido. 

Firmini  Jufi  lux  ejl  tibi,  luce  Cahxti

He  was  interred  in  the  Place  where  was  afterwards,  as  Fuller 
acquaints  us  b,  the  Leaden  Fountain  in  the  Earl  of  Carlifle’s 
Garden,  which  was  then  probably  the  End  of  the  Choir,  or 
rather  fome  Eafiern  Chapell  beyond  it.  This  Garden  lately 
belonged  to  one  Jones,  and  I was  extremely  delighted  when 
I took  a view  of  it,  upon  account  of  it’s  being  faci  ed  Ground  ; 
tho’  I fhould  have  been  much  better  pleafed,  if  I could  have 
been  fo  happy  as  to  have  feen  the  Building  it  felf,  with  the 
Tomb  of  King  Harold.  For  notwithftanding  he  \yas  only  an 
Ufurper,  yet  he  had  many  Virtues;  and  fince  his  Name  is 
fo  famous  in  our  Engliflr  Hlflory  (particularly  upon  account 
of  his  engaging  with  Duke  William,  at  which  time  he  (hewed 
a feoft  undaunted  Courage)  and  fince  our  Religious  y^ncef- 
tors  were  pleafed  to  fhew  fb  much  Refpeft  to  him  aftei  his 
Deceafe,  and  to  bury  him  In  fo  honourable  a manner,  and 
to  let  his  Afhes  reft  fo  many  Years  without  difturbing  them, 

I could  with  much  fatisfaffion  have  viewed  his  Monument, 
and,  without  any  the  leaft  Forfeiture  of  Loyal  Principles,  have 
applauded  his  valour,  and  at  the  fame  time  made  fuch  fultable 
Reflexions  as  are  naturally  the  Confequences  of  feeing  fuch 
famous  Remains  of  Antiquit5^  As  to  the  Form  of  his  Tomb, 
we  underftand  from  good  Evidence  that  it  was  of  plain,  but 
of  rich  grey  Marble,  that  there  was  a fort  of  Crofs  Flory  up- 
on the  fame,  and  that  it  was  fupported  with  Pillarets.  For 
fome  time  after  King  Harold’s  Death  this  Abbey  fuflercd 
much ; but  by  the  Munificence  of  the  fucceeding  Kings  it 
recovered  it  felf  and  flourifhed  again  : and  among  other  Pii- 
vileges  granted  to  them,  they  were  exempt  from  Epifcopal 
Jurifdidfion,  being  immediately  under  that  of  the  Pope.  Be- 
fides  King  Harold  here  were  buried  ^ Hugh  Nevill  Protho- 
forefter  of  England,  who  died  Anno  1222;  John  his  Son, 

a Weever’s  Fun.  Mon.  p.  643.  h Psg.  7.  of  liis  Hlflory  of  Waltham 
Abbey,  priutei  at  the  EnJ  of  his  Church  Hiflory.  c Weever  p.  644- 
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and  Heir  as  well  of  his  Offices  as  his  Revenues,  who  died 
in  July  1245  ; Robert  Paflelew  Archdeacon  of  Lewes  and 
Favourite  to  King  Henry  III.  with  a great  Number  of  other 
Perfons  of  the  bell  Quality  and  higheft  Dignity. 

7"he  Abbey  Church  ^ (which  was  firR  built  by  Harold  and 
afterwards  reedified  by  Henry  II.)  was  a Gothick  Building, 
rather  large  than  neat,  firm  than  fair.  The  great  Pillars  now 
remaining  are  wreathed  with  Indentings,  and  thofe  Vacuities 
were  formerly,  as  it  is  confidently  reported  by  fome,  fill’d  up 
with  Brafs,  which  added  much  to  the  Beauty  of  the  Buildinm 
The  Steeple  Rood  in  the  middle  of  the  Church  ; but  beino- 
pulled  down,  the  foundations  of  it  were  blown  up  by 
underminers,  and  the  whole  Choir  part,  the  Crofs  Ifies, 
and  the  Eafi;  Chapell  of  the  Church  were  demoliflied,  and 
fo  nothing  of  it  was  left  ftanding,  fave  the  Weft  End  of  the 
Body  of  it  (with  the  Side  Ifies)  which  is  about  30.  Yards 
long,  and  16.  l^ards  broad,  and  is  fince  the  DifTolution  be- 
come the  Parochial  Church,  and  is  adorned  by  the  Parifhi- 
oners  at  their  own  Coff  with  a Tov/er  Steeple,  which  is 
built  at  the  Weft  End,  and  is  86.  Feet  in  height  from  the 
Foundation  to  the  Battlements. 

Tho’  Fuller  hath  publiflied  the  Hiftory  of  this  Abbey,  yet 
he  hath  negleded  to  give  an  Account  of  it’s  Abbats ; which 
as  I look  upon  as  a very  great  Omiffion,  fo  I admire  the  more 
at  it,  becaufe  1 haa  an  opportunity  of  extradfing  excellent 
Materials  about  them  from  the  Leiger  Book  of  this  Abbey, 
in  the  Cuftody  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Carlifle, 
\vritten  by  Robert  Fuller  the  laft  Abbat.  Had  he  inlarged 
his  Hiftory  by  inferting  a Chapter  upon  this  Subjedf,  he  would 
have  deferved  much  better  of  thofe  Readers  that  have  the 
Curiofity  of  pernfing  what  he  hath  done  about  this  Place, 
and  he  would  have  faved  me  fome  Pains,  which  I muft  now 
be  obliged  to  undergo,  in  order  to  fupply  this  Defedl  of  his 
Hiftory.  I muft  confefs  that  I have  not  as  yet  had  the  Per- 
ufal  of  the  faid  Leiger  Book  ; and  yet  the  Evidences  I have 
met  with  have  furniffied  me  fo  well,  that  I have  good  rea- 
fon  to  think  that,  upon  a nice  and  critical  Examination, 
there  will  not  be  found  many  confidcrable  Miftakes  in  the 
following  Lift.

There  is  nothing  now  remaining  or  the  Abbey  Lhuren, 

but  the  Weft  Part  from  the  Crofs  Ifle  to  the  Weft  Tower. 
The  Choir,  Cloyfters,  Chapter-Houfe  &c.  are  indrely  de- 
ftroyed,  as  is  the  Stone  Roof  of  the  middle  Ille  of  that  which 
is  now  ftanding,  which  probably  was  for  fometirne  after  the 
Diffolution  ftript  of  it’s  Lead,  and  this  might  occafion  it’s 
falling  in.  The  Arches  on  the  two  Side  Ifles  ftill  remain, 
and  between  the  Columns  is  a W all  run  up,  out  of  which  Eaft 
Windows  have  been  lately  made.  It  feems  to  have  been 
thus  patch’d  up  and  made  Parochial  in  Queen  Elizabeth  s 
time.  The  great  broad  Tower  at  the  Weft  End  is  ftill  ftand- 
ing, and  in  it  are  fix  large  Bells.  There  is  alfo  in  the 
Church  a Wooden  Statue,  which  they  fay  belonged  to  the

Leland  acquaints  us,  that  In  the 
Saxon  times  here  was  a fair  and  rich 
College  of  Prebendaries,  and  that 
King  Henry  I.  changed  it  into  an 
Abbey,  giving  the  Monks  all  the  Lands  of  the  Prebendaries, 
and  fome  other  Things ; but  when  the  faid  College  was 
founded,  no  one  could  give  an  account.  He  tells  us  alfo, 
that  the  Lands  of  the  Abbey  were  little  augmented  fmce  the 
Foundation.  And  fpeaking  of  the  town  it  felf,  he  obferves  % ' 

that  it  hands  upon  the  River  Churn,  and  that  from  thence 
it  was  called  Cirenceher  corruptly  from  Churncefter ; that  it 
was  the  Coriminum  (for  fo  it  was  read,  inhead  of  Corinnium, 
in  Leland’s  Copies)  of  Ptolemy  ; and  that  the  Compafs  of  the 
Foundation  of  the  Walls  and  Towers,  with  feveral  Roman 
Antiquities,  were  hill  in  being.  Many  Roman  Antiquities 
have  been  difcovered  here  fmce  Leland’s  time,  fome  of  which 
have  been  taken  notice  of  by  the  Author  of  the  Difcourfe 
: concerning  the  Stunsfield  teiTellated  Pavement  But  the  faid 
: Walls  and  Towers,  as  well  as  the  Abbey,  are  now  quite  de-  , 

' hroyed,  and  they  know  nothing  more  of  them  at  this  Place^ 

! befides  a conhant  Tradition  that  there  were  fuch  Buildings. 

! There  is  not  the  leah  Token  elfe  of  an  Abbey  remaining. 

: All  the  Materials  of  it  are  fo  wholly  removed,  that  the  In- 
i habitants  cannot  give  any  tolerable  and  fatisfadfory  Account 
I of  the  Site  of  the  Church  belonging  to  it.  It  Rood  however 
I on  the  North  Side  of  the  Parifti  Church,  which  is  a very 
I large  and  handfome  Fabrick,  the  Body  whereof  was  built  not 
long  before  the  Reformation,  and  fo  was  alfo  the  Tower, 
whole  Height  is  13J.  Feet,  or  45.  Yards. 

The  Abbey  of  CIrenceRer  contributed  liberally  to  the 
carrying  on  of  this  Work,  as  appears  plainly  from  the  Abbey 
Arms  which  are  cut  on  the  Outfide  of  the  Tower  and  In  the 
Windows  of  the  Church,  being  Gules  on  a Cheyeron  Ar-

gent  three  Rams  Heads  caboched  Sable,  attired  Or.  The 
I>argenefs  of  this  Church  made  the  pulling  down  of  the  Abbey 
the  lefs  lamented,  tho’  the  Abbey  was  no  very  old  Building, 
Leland  alTuring  us  % that  all  the  Weft  Part  from  the  Tran- 
feptum  or  great  Crofs  Ifle  from  Eaft  to  Weft  in  the  middle 
of  the  Church,  (where  no  doubt  was  an  high  T ower)  be- 
yond which  was  the  Choir,  and'probably  a Chapell  dedicated 
to  St.  Mary,  was  a new  Work,  tho’  the  Eaft  Parts  appeared 
to  be  an  old  Building. 

As  to  the  Monuments  in  the  Abbey  Church,  I muft  not 
pretend  to  be  particular  on  that  account,  .having  as  yet  met 
•with  no  better  B elation  than  what  is  left  us  by  Leland,  who 
tells  ^ us,  that  Rembaldus,  Chancellor  to  King  Edward  the 
Confeflbr  and  Dean  of  the  College  before  it  was  converted 
into  an  Abbey,  was  buried  in  the  Body  of  the  Church  in  a 
Sepulchre  Crofs  of  white  Marble  with  this  Infcription  : Etc 
jacet  Rembaldtis prefbyter,  quondam  hujus  ecclefia  decanus, 
tempore  Edwardi  Regis  Anglia  cancellarius.  In  another  Place 
he  ^ tells  us,  that  Noblemen  of  St.  Amands  were  here  buried 
in  the  Prelbytery  (which  was  the  moft  Eaftern  Part  of  the 
Church  beyond  the  Choir)  and  that  the  heart  of  Sentia,  Wife 
to  Richard  King  of  the  Romans  and  Earl  of  Cornwall,  was 
buried  in  the  fame  Place. 

Anno  1400.  I.  Hen.  4.  Thomas  Holland,  Duke  of  Surry 
and  Earl  of  Kent,  and  John  de  Mountacute,  Earl  of  SalHbury, 
taking  up  Arms  in  behalf  of  Rich.  II.  againft  Hen.  IV.  were 
here  furprized,  and  taking  ^ Sanctuary  in  this  Abbey  were 
violently  brought  foj-th  and  beheaded.  Their  Bodies  being 
interred  here,  refted  fome  time  ’till  they  were  removed,  the 
firft  to  the  Priory  of  Montgrace  in  the  County  of  York  Anno 
2.  H.  4.  and  the  other  Anno  8.  H.  5.  to  the  Abbey  of  Buftle- 
fham  in  the  County  of  Berks. 

When  Sir  Robert  Atkins  was  about  the  Antiquities  of 
Gloucefter-ftiire,  I fent  him  an  Account  of  the  Abbats  of 
this,  as  well  as  of  fome  other  Abbeys  in  that  County.  But 
fcveral  material  Miftakes  have  been  committed  in  the  print- 
ing thofe  Accounts,  and  therefore  when  he  and  T are  found 
to  differ  from  one  another,  I dcfire  that  what  I now  publifti 
may  be  look’d  upon  as  much  more  correfl  and  complete  than 
what  appears  in  that  Work,  and  that  the  Faults  to  be  met

of  Mercia,  viz.  Kineburg,  Eadburg, 
or  Eilburg,  and  Eva,  Lady  Abbeffes 
of  it,  was  deRroyed  by  the  Danes.  Af- 


terwards part  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  it  were  enjoyed  by 
Secular  PrieRs,  whom  Bernulf,  King  of  Mercia, -is  faid  to  hav’U 
fubRituted  A°.  821  ; which  being  expelled  by  King  Canute 
A'*.  1022.  Monks  were  introduced.  But  this  ERablifhment 
was  not  compleated  ’till  Aldred  b A°.  1058,  fettled  this  Mo- 
naRery,  and  gave  Rules  to  the  Benediffines,  which  he  fixed 
here,  who  were  endowed  at  the  Dilfolution  with  1946/,  yr. 
9^/.  per  an.  Dugd.  i 550/.  4^.  ^d.  ob.  Speed.  King  Henry VIII. 
appropriated  thele  Revenues  to  the  Maintenance  of  a Bifliop, 
a Dean,  and  fix  Prebendaries.  The  forefaid  Ofric  dying  A®* 
729.  was  firR  c buried  in  St.  Petronell’s  Chapell.  Thence  he 
was  removed  into  our  Lady’s  Chapell,  and  afterwards  (not 
many  Years  before  the  DifTolution)  he  Was  laid  under  a fair 
Tomb  of  Stone  on  the  North  Side  of  the  High  Altar,  at  the 
Foot  of  which  Tomb  is  this  written  on  a Wall ; 

Of  rims  rex  primus  fundator  hujus  Monqfterii.  68  r. 

Near  him  in  the  middle  of  the  Preibytery  lyeth  Robert 
Curthoife,  eldeR  Son  of  William  the  Conqueror.  On  his 
Tomb  is  an  Image  of  Wood  painted,  made  long  fince  his 
Death.  King  Edward  the  ID;  lyeth  under  a fair  Tomb  in  an 
Arch  at  the  Head  of  King  Ofric  j but  a noble  Reprefcntation 
of  this  and  of  Robert  Curthoife’s  Monument  being  publiflred 
in  Sandford’s  Genealogical  HiRory  there  is  no  occafion  for 
me  to  inlarge. 

This  Church  is  llkewife  memorable  for  the  Sepulture  not 
only  of  S.  Arilda  ‘'aVirgin  martyred  at  Kington  byThornbury, 
who  being  tranfiated  hither  is  reported  to  have  done  many 
Miracles  in  this  Abbey  ; but  of  Roger  Lucy  Earl  of  Here- 
ford, Roger  Lord  Barkley,  Hugh  de  Portu,  Helias  Gifford,

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John  Morgwent,  alias  Mangeant,  Canon  of  Hereford,  who 
being  fhorn  Monks,  were  folemnly  here  interred  after  their 
Death’s  ; as  were  Humfrey  Bohun  Earl  of  Hereford,  ® Strong- 
bowe’s  Wife  Countefs  of  Pembroke  (who,  it  is  thought,  lay 
where  Abbat  Malverne  afterwar^ds  had  his  Tomb)  and  Ga- 
inage  a Knight  of  Wales  and  his  Wife,  who  were  both  bu- 
ried in  a Chapell  in  the  North  Eaft  Part  of  the  Body  of  the 
Church.  But  this  Church  having  efcaped  the  Fury  of  thofe 
that  contrived  and  carried  on  the  Diflblution,  and  continu- 
ing now  intire,  all  but  the  Chapter-Houfe,  I fhall  refer  the 
Reader  for  a more  full  Account  of  it  to  Sir  Robert  Atkins’s 
Ancient  and  prefent  State  of  Gloucefter-fhire,  and  will  only 
borrow  from  Leland  thefe  Infcriptions,  written  on  the 
Walls  of  the  faid  demoliflied  Chapter-Houfe,  which  are  omit, 
ted  by  Sir  Robert :

The  Elegancy  of  the  Strudlure  of  the  Abbey  Church  may 
befl:  be  viewed  by  the  feveral  Draughts  of  it ; but  the  Dimen- 
fions  of  it  being  not  given  us  there,  I lhall  take  the  opportunity 
of  gratifying  the  Reader  in  that  Particular.  The  Length  of 
the  Church  and  of  our  Lady’s  Chapell  is  420.  Feet  ; the 
Breadth  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Ifles  is  84.  Feet,  equal  to 
which  is  the  Height  ftom  the  Area  of  the  Pavement  to  the 
Top  of  the  Choir.  The  Height  of  the  Tower  is  222.  Feet, 
and  the  Square  of  the  Cloyfters  is  150.  Feet, 

Touching  the  Building  of  this  Church,  the  Defeription  of 
it  falling  beft  under  each  refpeftive  Abbat,  I fliall  referve  my 
Obfervations  ’till  I come  to  fpeak  of  them ; and  will  only 
here  fubjoyn  from  Leland  c,  that  the  South  Ifle  and  the  Choir 
were  made  by  Oblations  done  at  the  I’omb  of  King  Edw.  II. 
and  that  one  Osbern  Cellarer  of  Gloucefter,  made,  not  long 
before  Mr.  Leland’s  time,  a fair  new  Tower  or  Gate  Houfe 
at  the  South  Weft  Part  of  the  Abbey  Cemitery.  The  Abbats 
of  this  Place  had  divers  goodly  Seats,  as  at  Pinkenefs,  or

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Prinkenene,  three  Miles  off,  where  was  a Parke;  the  Vine- 
yard near  the  Town  ; Hartlebury  4.  Miles. North  Weft  from 
it;  Neuenhatn  8.  Miles  off;  Barkeley  18.  Miles  off;  and 
Thornbury  22.  Miles  off.  To  which  may  be  added  thefe 
two  Mannors  % Froucefter  or  Froncefter,  where  was  once 
a College  of  Prebendaries,  that  was  fuppreft  and  given  to 
Gloncefter ; and  Bromfeild  near  Ludlow,  where  was  alfo  a little 
College,  that  was  afterwards  impropriated  to  the  Abbey  of 
I Cloucefter.

1.  Edric^,  upon  the  Introduction  of  Monks,  A'’.  1022. 
was  appointed  the  firft  Abbat.  He  governed  this  Monaftery 
37.  Years,  and  died  the  fame  Year,  viz.  1058,  in  which  this 
Church  was  endowed  and  fully  eftablifhed  by  Aldred  Biftiop 
of  Worcefter,  who  conftituted 

2.  WolstanS  Monk  of  Worcefter,  the  firft  Abbat  of 
his  Foundation.  Godwin  fays  ^ he  was  made  Biftiop  of  Wor- 

, cefter  A°.  1062,  and  that  he  died  A°.  1095.  But  I take  thefe 
Wolftans  to  be  different,  and  that  our  Wolftan,  Abbat  of 
Gloncefter,  is  the  fame  that  Florentius  tells  us  died  A°.  1072. 
upon  his  Journey  to  Jerufalem.  In  which  Year  he  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by 

3.  Serlo  ® or  Serlus  ^ Monk  of  St.  Michael’s  in  Nor- 
mandy, and  Chaplain  to  William  the  Conqueror.  He  pro- 
cured great  Donations  to,  and  left  100.  Monks  in  his  Mo- 
naftery, tho’  he  did  not  find  ten  (or,  or  as  others  fay  S,  not  above 
three)  at  his  Admiflion.  He  died  ^ 5.  Nones  of  Mar.  A®. 

1 104.  and  was  here  buried  ‘ under  a fair  Marble  Tomb  on 
the  South  Side  of  the  Prefbytery,  and  had  this  Infcriptlon  ^ 
made  for  him  by  a great  Friend  and  Acquaintance  :

14.  John  de  Felda  p,  who  died  Anno  1263.  and  was  fuc-

16.  John  Gamages  r.  Prior  of  Hereford,  a very  pious 
and  religious  Man.  He  was  Monk  of  Gloucefler  62-  Years, 
and  Abbat  21,  and  dying  on  the  15.  Cal.  May  Anno  1307. 
was  buried  very  honourably  in  this  Church  near  to  the  Door 
of  the  Cioyfler.  He  was  fucceeded  by 

17.  JohnThoky,  called  Choky  in  Anglia  Sacra  In  his 
time  KingEdw.  II.  being  murdered  at  Barkley,  he  took  care 
of  his  Sepulture  in  this  Abbey.  Which  proved  fo  fortunato 
to  the  City  and  Town  of  Gloucefler,  on  account  of  the 
Nurnbers  who  came  out  of  Devotion  to  fee  his  Reliques,

22.  WalterFroucester,  orFRONCEsTER'^,  whowasa 
great  Benefaftor  to  the  Abbey,  and  procured  the  Mitre  from 
the  Pope.  He  made  ® the  Cloyfter,  a right  goodly  and  fum- 
ptuous  Piece  of  Work,  and  dying  AP.  1412.  was  buried  ^ in  a 
Chapell  at  the  South  Weft  Part  of  the  Choir.  He  was  fuc- 
ceeded by 

23.  Hugh  de  Morton  who  died  A°.  1420.  and  was 
fucceeded  by 

24.  John  Morwent^  who  new  built  i the  Weft  Part 
of  the  Church,  and  made  the  ftately  and  coftly  Porch  on  the 
South  Side,  and  built  the  Weft  Frontifpiece  from  the  Ground, 
defigning,  if  he  had  lived,  to  have  made  the  whole  Body  of 
the  Church  of  like  Work.  He  died  A^.  1437.  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded by 

25.  Reginald  Boulers^^:,  called  by  others  'Butler.  A®. 
1450.  he  was  made  Bifhop  of  Hereford,  from  whence  Anno 
1453.  he  was  tranflated  to  Lichfeild.  He  was  fucceeded  as 
Abbat  by 

26.  Thomas  Sebroke  who  made  " a great  part  of  the 
exceeding  fair  and  fquare  Tower  in  the  midft  of  the  Church ; 
which  Tower  Leland  fays  is  a Pharos  to  all  Parts  about  from 
the  Hills.  He  committed  the  finifhing  of  it  to  Robert  Tully, 
a-  Monk  of  this  Church,  afterwards  Bifhop  of  St.  David’s, 
as  appears  by  this  infeription  written  in  the  Choir  over  the 
Arch  of  the  Tower  :

27.  Richard  Hanley  % alias Hauley,  who  began  t>our 
l.ady’s  Chapell  at  the  EaR  End  of  the  Church,  and  dying 
A°.  1472.  was  fucceeded  by 

28.  Will.Ferley",  alias  Farley,  who**  finiOied  the 
faid  Chapell.

29.  John  Mulverne  was  made  Abbat,  and  was  fucceeded 
A^.  1 500.  by 

30.  Tho.  Branch,  who  was  fucceeded  A°.  1510.  by 

31.  John  Newton  D.  D.  who  upon  his  Death  was  fuc- 
ceeeded  4.  May  A“.  1514  by 

32.  Will  Malvernf,  aliasPARKERjW'howasmade^D’’. 
of  Divinity  the  Year  after.  He  made  a Chapell  ^ to  be  bu- 
ried in.  He  continued  Abbat  ’till  the  time  of  the  Difiblu- 
tion,  when  the  Abbey  was  furrendered  up  by  the  Prior,  and 
not  by  Malverne,  which  perhaps  may  be  the  reafon  wdiy  he 
had  no  Penfion  allowed  him,  the  King  being  not  willing  to 
oblige  one  whom  he  found  lb  fiifF  in  maintaining  the  Rights 
of  the  Abbey  ; tho’  had  herefigned,  there  is  no  doubt  but  he 
would  have  had  a very  noble  Penfion,  confidering  that  he 
was  a Man  Aridfly  virtuous  and  religious.  He  was  the  laft 
Abbat,  and  lived  but  a fliort  time  after  the  DifiTolution.  He 
was  buried  in  the  before  mentioned  Chapell  on  the  North 
Side  of  the  Prelbytery  near  the  High  Altar  in  the  Choir, 
where  there  is  a noble  Altar  Monument  to  his  Memory,  with 
his  Effigies  of  white  Marble  lying  on  it,  with  a Mitre  and 
Crofier,  and  thefe  Arms,  viz,  within  a Bordure  ingrailed  a 
Dog  pafiant  inter  three  Pheons.

N N O 712.  Ethclred  g,  King  of 
Mercia,  founded  here  an  Abbey  of 
Benediftine  Monks,  that  was  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Peter,  St.  Paul,  and  St. 
Ofwald  the  King,  and  valued  26. 
Hen.  8.  at  366/.  bs.  id.  per  an.  Dugd. 
429/.  7.T.  Speed.  This  Abbey con- 
tinued in  great  Splendour,  (having 
in  it  300.  Monks)  and  flourifhed 
exceedingly  for  many  Years  after  it’s

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Foundation,  chiefly  becaufe  it  was  the  Burial  Place  of  King 
Ofwald,  who  was  flain  ^ on  the  ninth  of  A.ngufl:  Anno  642. 

Bede  tells  us  that  over  his  Tomb  was  a Banner  of  Gold  and 
Purple,  and  indeed  it  cannot  be  conceived,  what  a Multi- 
tude of  Vifltants  flocked  hither  after  he  had  been  interr’d  in 
this  Place,  every  one  being  willing  to  pay  his  Refpeft  to  a 
Prince  fo  eminently  good  and  virtuous.  But  158.  Years  after 
the  Building  of  this  Monaftery,  viz.  Anno  870,  thofe  two 
noted  Danilh  Princes,  Inguar  and  Hubba,  totally  deftroyed 
it,  murdering  all  the  Monks  and  burning  the  Church  to  the 
Ground.  After  which  it  continued  thus  defolate  and  unin- 
habited no  lefs  than  245.  Years,  when  Gilbert  de  Gant  \ 

Earl  of  Lincoln,  A°.  1 1 1 5.  reftored  it,  rebuilding  the  fame, 
and  very  amply  endowing  it,  as  did  his  Son  and  Heir  Wai- 
ter, who  fucceeded  him  in  the  Earldom. 

Befides  St.  Ofwald  were  likewife  buried  in  this  Monaftery, 

I.  Queen  Oftryth,  Wife  to  King  Ethelred  the  Founder,  after 
(he  had  been  murdered  by  the  Danes  c A°.  697.  2.  Ethel- 

red  Husband  of  the  faid  Queen  Oftryth,  who  refigned  his 
Kingdom  A°.  704.  profefled  himfelf  a Monk,  and  at  length 
A°.  712.  founding  this  Monaftery  became  the  firft  Abbat 
thereof.  He  died  A°.  716.  Both  he  and  his  Queen  arenum- 
bred  among  the  Saxon  Saints.  3.  Gilbert  de  Gant  ®,  Ne- 
phew to  William  the  Conqueror.  He  died  in  the  time  of 
King  William  Rufus.  There  is  no  doubt  but  all  thefe  as  well 
ds  divers  ^others  that  were  here  interr’d  had  ftately  Monu- 
ments. But  all  of  them  as  well  as  the  Abbey  it  felf  (except 
a very  inconfiderable  Part  of  it)  are  now  come  to  Ruin  and 
Decay. 

The  Abbats  of  this  Place  had  many  Privileges,  and  were 
in  ancient  Times  ftyled  Lords  of  Lindfey.  I lhall  divide  my 
Catalogue  of  them  into  two  Parts,  the  firft  whereof  fiiall  re- 
late to  the  Abbats  after  the  Foundation  of  King  Ethelred ; 
and  the  other  to  thofe  after  the  Foundation  of  Gilbert  de 
Gant.  I have  endeavoured  to  obtain  a compleat  account  of 
the  firft  ; but  the  Memorials  of  thofe  Times  that  I have  yet 
met  with  being  nothing  near  fo  full  and  exaft  as  I could 
wifti,  I muft  be  content  with  the  Names  of  thiee  or  four 
only,  and  leave  the  reft  to  future  Difeovery.

A N U T U S the  Danifli  King  of 
England  returning  from  Rome  found- 
ed a Monaftery  Jn  a Fenny  Place 
call’d  Couholm,  and  fometimes  Cal- 
vefcroft,  where  in  former-  times  be- 
fore the  Danes  “came  into  England 
one  Suneham  an  Hermite  inhabited, 
fpending  his  time  there  with  others 
his  Brethren  for  i;he  fpace  of  above 
fifty  Years.  It  was  dedicated  to  St. 
Bennet,  and  was  endowed  with  great  Privileges  by  Canutus 
and  his  Succeffor  Edward  the  Confefibr.  The  Hermites  of 
this  Place  being  flain  in  the  Danifir  Perfecution,  it  occafion’d 
King  Canutus  to  lay  the  Foundation  of  the  faid  Monaftery  in 
the  Year  1031.  the  Lands  whereof  were  •=  valued  26.  Hen.  8. 
at  677/.  pj.  2>d.  per  an.  Speed,  and  were  upon  the  Diflblu- 
tlon  exchanged  for  other  Lands  with  the  Bifhop  of  Norwich, 
who  for  this  reafon  is  yet  ftyled  Abbat  of  Hulm. 

There  is  nothing  of  the  Walls  or  Building  of  this  Abbey 
now  remaining,  fave  fome  part  of  an  old  Gate-Houfe.  But 
the  Publiftiers  of  the  Monafticon  having  met  with  a Draught 
or  Reprefen tation  of  the  Church  belonging  to  it  in  an  old 
MS.  in  the  Cottonian  Library,  they  have  thought  fit  to  have 
it  tranfmitted  to  Pofterity,  and  it  is  accordingly  printed  there 
for  which  reafon  I fhall  refer  the  Reader  to  that  Work,  by 
which  means  he  will  be  able  to  guefs  at  the  nature  of  the 
Fabrick,  and  in  the  mean  time  I fiiall  proceed  to  neat  of 
the  Abbats.

(fays  Lelnnd  f)  vjosthe  Oratory  of  the  H eremites. 

Here  was  likevt  iie  buried  Baldewinus  de  Wake  8 Founder 
of  Deeping  in  Llncolnftiire,  a Cell  to  this  Abbey,  and  diftant 
from  it  feven  Miles  by  Land,  and  nine  by  Water.  He  lay  in 
the  Chapter  Houfe  in  an  high  Marble  Tomb.

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fay  he  was  buried  at  Deeping.  There  is  no  quefilon  hut 
many  excellent  and  very  eminent  Perfons  were  buried  here 
befides,  efp!;cially  fuch  as  had  a particular  Veneration  and 
Honour  for  the  Memory  of  the  before  mentioned  Saints,  and 
could  not  therefore  but  defire  to  have  their  Bones  laid  in 
the  fame  Church  where  they  had  been  certainly  informed 
they  had  been  interred  before.  Their  Monuments  to  be  fure 
were  equal  to  their  Dignity  ; but  whatever  they  were  they 
underwent  the  ftme  Fate  that  moll  Things  of  this  kind  did 
at  the  Diflblution.  And  yet  the  Abbey  Church  it  felf  had 
the  good  Fortune  not  to  be  quite  dedroyed.  For  Part  of 
it  being,  after  the  Abbey  was  fupprefred,  made  Paro- 
chial, it  hath  by  that  means  been  preferved,  and  hath  efcaped 
facrilegious  flands.  This  is  the  Weftern  F’  onr,  which  is. 
about  90.  Feet  in  Height  and  Length,  and  vs  adorned  with 
two  round  Turrets  at  each  end,  ereffing  themfelves  near 
20.  Feet  higher.  There  is  a Bell  (of  about  1600.  pounds  in 
weight)  in  that  on  the  North  Side,  wLich  was  hung  up  A''. 
1636,  when  this  Building  was  appropriated  (as  fome  fay)  to 
divine  Service,  and  the  middle  Ifle  or  Nave  of  the  Church 
repaired  for  that  purpofe.  When  this  Church  was  in  it’s 
Glory,  it  was  at  lead  live  times  as  large  as  at  prefent,  and  had 
no  doubt  a great  Crofs  Ille  with  a Tower  in  the  middle  and 
3 Choir  beyond  it,  and  even  that  which  now  remains  was 
much  naore  magnificent,  as  being  higher  and  better  roofed, 
and  the  Front  being  alfo  beautified  with  feveral  Effigies  placed 
over  the  Wed  Window  (under  which  is  the  Entrance  into 
the  Church)  all  which  are  gone  except  nine,  and  the  two 
Side  Ifles  are  likewife  dedroyed,  and  now  nothing  remains 
fave  the  middle  one  or  Body,  which  is  in  Length  66.  Feet 
and  aS'.  in  Breadth,  the  Sides  whereof  are  fupported  by 
Walls  built  between  the  Pillars,  under  the  Centers  of  which 
are  Windows  under  thofe  above.  But  there  are  no  Jnferip- 
tions  Of  Monuments  exftant  (as  I have  .already  hinted;) 
and  as  to  the  Abbey,  if  any  of  it  be  remaining,  it  is  obfeured 
by  other  Buildings,  and  fwallowcd  up  with  divers  Tenements 
erected  on  the  Ground  thereof,  and  nothing  is  now  to  be 
difeovered  except  a little  piece  of  the  Cloyders  in  Length 
2/..  Feet,  and  10.  in  Breadth,  patched  up  into  a School 
Houfe.  Nor  could  any  thing  farther  be  learned  of  the  Inha- 
bitants, who  being  chiedy  Frenchmen,  could  give  little  or 
no  Information  of  other  Buildings,  &c.  except  that  not  far 
from  the  Church  they  fliewed  a piece  of  Ground,  where 
many  Urns  and  Coyns  have  been  digged  up,  and  am.ongd 
the  latter  divers  of  Trajan,  very  fair  and  well  preferved.

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Anno  1056;  Guifcard  deLimofyn,  -who  lived  In  Henry  the 
fird’s  time,  and  built  that  part  of  the  Monaftery  that  was 
called  Norman’s  Ifle,  not  to  mention  a great  number  more, 
nor  to  inlarge  upon  many  other  particulars  of  the  Hiftory 
and  Antiquities  of  this  Abbey,  which  may  be  met  with  at  i 
large  in  the  “ Monadicon  and  in  the  Engliih  Hifloriansb  pu-  \ 
blifhed  by  D'.  Gale.  But  as  to  the  State  of  it  after  the  Dif- 
folution,  it  met  with  no  better  luck  than  the  red,  it  being 
now  fo  utterly  dedroyed,  that  littleof  it  is  left,  fave  aGate- 
Houfe,  which  is  thatched,  and  is  faid  by  the  Inhabitants  to 
bave  been  a Frifon.  The  Manor  Houfe,  now  belonging  to 
the  Heirs  of  Coll.  Titus,  with  the  Offices  &c.  were  built  of 
the  Ruins  of  the  Abbey,  not  far  from  which  is  the  Paridi 
Church,  which  is  in  Height  120.  Feet,  and  in  Breadth  46.  I 
It  confids  of  a Body  and  Chancell  of  equal  Height  which 
are  tyled,  and  two  Side  Ifles  which  arc  leaded.  At  the  Weft 
End  is  a Tower  about  64.  Feet  high,  which  was  built  about 
the  Year  1671.  by  the  Inhabitants  with  the  Abbey  Stone. 
Before  this  it  was  a low,  wooden  Building,  in  which  hung 
four  Bells,  which  on  erecflng  the  Stone  Tower  were  with 
additional  Mettnl  cad  into  dvc.  Flere  are  no  Monuments  or 
Arms.  I have  been  thus  particular  in  defcribing  this  Church, 
becaufe  divers  Perfons  conceive  it  to  have  been  the  Abbey 
Church.

T Winchefter  ^ was  a College  of  Se- 
cular Canons,  built  by  King  Edward 
the  Elder,  according  to  the  Will  of 
his  Father  King  Alfred.  It  was  called 
Newminfter  to  diftinguiih  it  from  the 
Oldminfler,  or  Cathedral,  within  the 
Precinfls  of  whofe  Cemitery  it  was 
founded.  But  this  near  neighbour- 
hood of  thefe  two  great  Churches  oc- 
cafioning  Abundance  of  Differences, 

I caufed  the  Monks  of  Newminfler  being  of  the  latter  Founda- 
! tion  to  tranfplant  themfelves  200.  Years  after  the  firft  Erec- 
I tion  of  the  Monallery  to  a Place  called  Hyde  without  the

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niHied  and  confecrated  in  the  Year  903  a.  he  placed  Seculars 
in  it  as  beforementioned,  over  which  he  defigned  Sr.  Grim- 
bald  to  prefide.  But  his  Death  prevented  it,  and  it  does  not 
appear  who  was  fublHtuted  by  him,  or  by  whom  the  faid 
Canons,  who  did  not  continue  above  60.  Years,  were  go- 
verned. For  Anno  964  they  were  turned  out  to  give  place 
to  Monks  by  Ethelwold  Bifhop  of  Winchefler,  and  the  Col- 
lege was  changed  into  a Monaftery,  the  Abbats  of  which 
flyled  of  Newminfter  before  the  Tranflation  of  it  to  Hyde,  as 
before  obferved  (which  was  done  by  King  Henry  the  firfl, 
and  William  Giffard  Bifhop  of  Winchefler)  had  large  Privi- 
leges, as  being  honour’d  with  a Mitre,  and  having  Place  in 
Parliament  as  Peers  of  the  Realm,  he.  Neither  were  their 
Revenues  lefs  confiderable.  For  a little  before  the  DifTolu- 
tion  Annd  26.  H.  8.  the  Lands  of  this  Monaflery  were  rated 
31865/.  ob*  cj.  per  an. 

But  befides  the  Founder,  King  Athelflan  K.  Edmund, 
K.  Edred,  K.  Edgar,  K.  Edmund  Ironfide,  K.  Edward  the 
ConfefTor,  K.  William  the  Conqueror,  and  particularly  K. 
Henry  the  firfl  and  Queen  Maud,  as  appears  by  the  Charters 
in  the  Monaflicon,  ' were  great  Benefaftors.  However  this 
Houfe  was  not  without  it  s Misfortunes.  For  William  the 
Conqueror  at  his  firfl  coming  finding  the  Abbat  and  12.  of 
his  Monks  in  Arms  againfl  him,  feized  upon  their  Eflate, 
and  held  it  above  two  Years,  and  in  the  Reign  of  King  Ste- 
phen Henry  de  Blois  his  Brother  then  Bifhop  of  Winchefler 
was  fo  oppreffive  that  he  got  from  the  Monks  almofl  all 
their  Church  Plate,  and  difperfed  them  fo,  that  of  40.  there 
remained  but  ten. 

In  this  Abbey  e were  buried,  before  the  Removal  of  it  to 
Hyde,  King  Edward  and  his  Son  Prince  ^Elfred,  and  St. 
Endburga  Daughter  of  King  Edward  the  Founder,  and  yFdfred 
Son  of  King  Edulf,  and,  as  other  ^ Authors  tell  us,  Edred  and 
King  iElfred  (tho’  in  Winchefler  Cathedral  there  is  an  In- 
icription  for  the  former)  whofe  Remains  were  tranflated  to 
Hyde. 

But  there  are  not  the  leafl  Remains  of  all  thefe  and  divers 
other  Perfons  interred  here.  Neither  is  there  any  thing  left 
of  the  Grandeur  of  this  once  magnificent  Abbey  but  the 
Name,  the  very  Ruins  being  as  it  were  perifhed  and  not  fo 
much  as  the  Walls  left  flanding  of  the  goodly  Church,  which

Rood  juft  without  the  City  Gate,  and  was  dedicated  to  the 
Holy  Trinity,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Grimbald. 

That  this  Defolation  was  made  foon  after  the  Reforma- 
tion by  the  pulling  to  pieces  the  Monuments  appears  from 
Leland,  who  gives  a us  the  following  Account  of  this  Place  : 

“ In  the  Suburbe  ftoode  the  great  Abbay  of  H^  de,  and 
“ hath  yet  a Paroche  Chirche.  This  Abbay  was  ons  cauHid 

Newanminftre,  and  ftoode  in  the  clofe  hard  by  S.  Swi- 

thunes,  otherwife  then  caullid  Ealdenminftre.  But  when 
“ it  was  tranflatid  thens  to  Hyde  it  bare  the  Name  of  Hyde. 

The  Bones  of  Alfredus,  King  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  and()f 

Edward  his  Sunne  and  King,  were  tranflatid  from  Newan- 
“ minftre,  and  layid  in  a Tumbe  before  the  High  Afttare 
“ at  Hyde.  In  the  which  Tumbe  was  a late  found  2.  Title 
“ Tables  of  Leade  infcribid  withtheyr  Names.  And  here  lay 
**  alfo  the  Bones  of  S.  Grimbald  and  Judoce.” 

The  Monaftery  having,  as  I have  obferved,  been  tranflated 
from  Newminfter  to  Hyde,  I muft  for  that  reafon  divide 
my  Catalogue  of  the  Abbats  into  two  Parts.  So  that  it  ftiall 
confift  firft  of  thofe  that  fat  at  Newminfter,  and  fecondly  of 
thofe  that  fat  at  Hyde.

8.  AlwynusS  called  in  the  Monaftlcon  Godwin,  Uncle 
to  Harold,  afterwards  King  of  England,  was  preferred  to  this 
Abbacy.  This  Perfon  A°.  1066.  appearing  in  Arms  with 
12.  of  his  Monks,  in  behalf  of  his  Nephew  King  Harold, 
againft  the  Norman  Invafion  was  flain  in  the  Field  of  Battel

1069.  conflituted 
Abbat.  But  being  depofed  A°.  107 1,  or  1072.  he  was  fuc- 
ceeded  the  fame  Year  by 

10.  RuALDusb,  called  in  the  Annales  Winton.  Rewala- 
nus.  He  occurrs  A°.  1078,  After  whom  I find 

11.  Radulfus  = ; upon  whofe  Death,  which  happened 
A°.  1087.  as  the  Annals  of  Winchefter  inform  us,  King  Wil- 
liam Rufus  committed  this  Abbey  to  Ralph  Pafleflabere  his 
Chaplain  for  fome  time.  But  not  long  after,  viz  An.  1091^ 
this  Abbacy  was  bought  of  the  King  by  Herbert  firfl:  Bilhop 
of  Norwich  for  his  Father.

18.  Thomas  c,  Prior  of  Montacute,  was  defied  Abbat, 
tho’  I have  not  feen  that  he  was  confecrated  fo  before  the 
Year  1174.  He  *’ religncd  Anno  1 180,  and 

19.  John  ® Prior  of  Cluny  fucccedcd.  He  died  An.  1222. 
and  was  fucceeded  by 

20.  Walter  deAstone  f,  who  died  A°.  1249.  ^nd  was 
fucceeded  the  fame  Year  by 

21.  Roger  de  St.  Waleric^,  who  died  Anno  1263. 
and  was  fucceeded  by 

22.  William  de  Wigornia  ^ who  died  A”.  1282.  and 
was  fucceeded  by 

23.  Robert  de  Poph  am  who  was  fucceeded  A°.  1292.  by 

24.  Simon  de  Caninges  % who  died  Anno  1304.  and 
was  fucceeded  by

He  continued  ’till  about  the  Year  1460,  and  then 

34.  Henry  BonviLe  u occurrs  Abbat,  who  was  fucceeded 
on  the  fir  ft  Day  of  Dec.  Anno  1471.  by 

33.  Thomas  Wyrscetur.  I do  not  find  when  he  died  ; 
but  I find  mention  of  him  Anno  1480.  (in  which  Year  the 
Series  of  the  Abbats  in  the  Regifter  aforefaid  leaves  of)  and

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’tis  probable  that  he  continued  ’till  the  Year  1485,  when 
36.  Thomas  Forte  =*  was  elefted  Abbat.  But  he  did  not 
continue  long.  For  Anno  1489. 

37’  Richard  Hall  **  was  eleffled  bbat,  and  occurrs  as 
fuch  Anno  1500.  and  in  all  probability  he  continued  fo  for 
near  40.  Years.  For  after  him  I find  no  other  Abbat  before 
the  Year  1528.  about  which  time 

38.  John  Salcot,  alias  Capon  a Dodfor  of  Divinity  of 
Cambridge,  was  tranllated  from  the  Abbey  of  Hulm  in  Nor- 
folk to  this  Place.  He  was  the  lafl  Abbat,  and  (as  a Reward 
foi  having  been  very  inffrumental  in  procuring  in  his  own 
Univcrfity  the  King’s  Divorce)  on  the  19.  of  Apr.  A°.  1 534. 
he  obtained  to  hold  the  Bifhoprick  of  Bangor  in  Commen- 
dani  with  this  Abbacy,  and  for  his  good  Services  at  the  Dif- 
folution  Anno  1539,  and  his  ready  yielding  of  the  Abbey  to 
the  King,  in  the  Surrender  of  which  he  procured  his  Monks, 
21.  in  Number,  tojoyn,  he  was  promoted  to  the  Bifiroprick 
of  Salisbury,  which  he  held  for  20.  Years,  not  dying  itfeems 
’till  the  Year  1559. 


XXIII.  M A L M E S B U II  Y. 

L E U T H E R I U S,  Bifliop  of  Win- 
chefler,  in  the  Year  675.  founded  a 
EenedifHne  Abbey  here,  dedicating  it 
to  St.  Aldhelme.  Others  fay  it  was  built 
in  the  Year  637  ‘k  It  was  valued  in 
the  26.  of  King  Henry  8.  at  803/.  17J. 
yd.  per  an. 

Leland  fpeaking  of  Malmesbury  (call- 
ed by  the  Saxons  Ingelbourne  Caflle) 
•tells  e us,  that  one  Maildulphus  a Scot  that  taught  good  Let- 
ters here  procured  this  Abbey  to  be  made,  and  that  from 
him  this  Place  w^as  called  MaidulphesbyrI,  i.  e.  Maildulphi 
curia.  He  adds,  withall,  that  a King  of  the  Weft-Saxons, 
and  a Bifliop  of  Winchefler,  w'ere  Founders  of  it ; that  St. 
Adelm,  the  fecond  Abbat  after  Maidulph,  was  the  Patron  ; 
and  that  John  Scotus  a great  Clerk,  who  was  flain  about  the 
time  of  King  ^Elfred  by  his  own  Scholars  had  a Monument 
in  the  Church. 

It  appears  plainly  from  the  Ruins,  which  are  very  fpatlous

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that  it  was  a moil  goodly  Abbey.  I fliall  give  a fhort  account 
of  it  from  Leland  “ : 

“ The  Abbey  Church  is  a right  magnificent  thing,  where 
**  were  two  Steeples,  one  that  had  a mighty  high  Pyramis, 
and  fell  dangeroully  down  in  hominum  memoria.  It  flood 
**  in  the  middle  of  the  Church,  and  was  a Mark  to  all  the 
“ Country  about.  The  other  Steeple  is  a great  fquare  Tower 
“ at  the  Weft  End  of  the  Church.” 

“ There  were  in  the  Abbey  Church  Yard  two  other 
Churches,  one  of  which  was  a little  Church  joining  to  the 
“ South  Side  of  the  Abbey  Church.” 

“ The  c other  ’flands  at  fome  difiance.”  After  the  Difib- 
lution  the  fame  Author  tells  us,  that  one  Stump,  an  exceed 
ing  rich  Clothier,  bought  the  Lodgings  of  the  Abbey  of  the 
King,  and  that  all  the  Abbey  Offices  were  full  of  Looms  to 
weave  Cloath,  and  that  he  intended  to  make  a Street  or  two 
for  Clothiers  of  the  vacant  Ground  of  the  Abbey,  and  that 
Weavers  had  Looms  in  the  little  Church.  This  Stump,  he 
alfo  informs  us,  was  the  chief  Caufer  and  Contributer  to 
have  the  Abbey  Church  made  a Parifii  Church. 

The  Remains  of  this  noble  Abbey  Church  may  be  feen 
by  the  Draught  in  the  Monafiicon,  which  tho’  it  be  not 
above  a third  Part  of  it,  yet  it  plainly  fhews  it  to  have  been 
a moft  goodly  Struclure,  and  equal,  if  not  luperior,  to  mofi: 
of  our  Cathedrals  in  England.  The  Spire  Steeple  in  the 
Middle  and  Tower  at  the  Weft  End  made  it  very  much  re- 
femble  the  Cathedral  of  Hereford  ; but  thefe  as  well  as  the 
great  Crofs  Ifie,  Choir,  Cloyfters,  and  Chapter-Houfe  being 
all  intirely  demoliflied,  that  part  which  yet  fiandeth  is  the 
Body  or  Nave  of  the  Church,  and  is  walled  up  at  each  End 
betw'een  the  two  Steeples,  being  in  Length  about  140.  Feet, 
and  about  100.  in  Breadth. 

The  Abbacy  and  the  other  Offices  are  much  ruined,,  the 
whole  Town  decayed,  and  the  Market  in  a great  meafure  loft. 
The  chief  Ornament  of  the  Town,  befides  this  Church,  is 
the  goodly  Market  Crofs. 

To  the  Defcription  we  have  given  we  muft  add.  That 
the  Abbey  coiifified  of  a very  large  fpatious  Body,  with  a 
fine  Weftern  Front  and  Tower,  a large  Steeple  in  the  middle 
Crofs  Ifle  and  Choir  &c.  and  that  the  Steeples  were  reple- 
niftied  with  large  Bells,  no  lefs  than  ten  whereof  were,  as 
the  Inhabitants  fay,  in  the  Middle  Tow'^er,  and  two  in  the 
Weftern  one.  On  one  of  the  Bells  belor^ing  to  this  Abbey 
was  this  Infcription :

But  however  this  Infcription  did  not  protedl  eidier  this,  or 
any  other  of  the  Bells  from  Sacrilege.  For  there  are  now 
none  left  belonging  to  the  Abbey  Church,  and  thofe  which 
ferve  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Parifli  are  in  a lonely  Spire  Steeple 
of  one  of  the  two  ancient  Parhh  Churches  at  the  End  of  the 
Church  Yard,  the  Church  belonging  to  which  hath  long  fince 
been  made  a Dwelling  for  poor  People.  The  Inhabitants 
out  of  the  regard  they  had  to  King  Athelflan,  who  was  the 
Founder  of  all  the  Privileges,  have  in  memory  of  him  put  up 
in  the  Abbey  Church  an  Effigies  in  Stone  ; but  I am  not  fure 
whether  it  be  the  fame  that  belonged  to  the  Tomb,  which 
was  in  the  Eaff  Part  of  the  Church. 

T.  he  Monuments  of  the  Saxon  Saints  and  other  Perfons  bu- 
ried here,  fuch  as  “ St.  Maildun orMaidulf,  St.Adelm,  and 
St.  Johannes  Sapiens,  are  intircly  deffroyed,  and  there  is  not 
one  ancient  Infcription  left  ftanding. 

In  this  Abbey,  as  we  learn  from  Anglia  Sacra,  was  buried 
John  Giffard,  Founder  of  St.  Benedidl  College  and  Gloucef- 
ter-Hall  in  Oxford.

705.  four  Years  before  his  Death,  which  happened 
May  25.  A“.  709  and  he  was  buried  here.  He  was  a very 
learned  i\ian  and  a Writerh  His  time  is  put  in  the  Monaf- 
ticon  s at  the  Y^ear  635. 

3.  Adelm  or  Aldelm  Nephew  to  the  former,  is  men- 
tioned as  next  Abbat  in  Will,  of  Malmsbury  A'".  758.  Dr. 

] anner  doubts  whether  or  no  there  was  a fecond  Adelm. 

4.  Ethelard  occurrs  ‘ next.  He  was  promoted  from 
hence  to  Winchefter,  and  removed  ^ An.  793,  or  elfeAn. 
794.  to  Canterbury.  It  is  faid  in  Anglia  Sacra  that  Athelard 
left  the  Abbey  A°.  754.

Olave  ; but  it  was  afterwards  dedica- 
ted to  the  Bleffed  Virgin  by  the  Com- 
mand of  King  William  Rufus.  It’s 
Yearly  Revenues  at  the  SupprefTion 
amounted  toi  550/.

The  Building  of  this  Church,  as 
appears  by  the  Ruines,  was  very  Rately  and  large.  The  Pillars 
w'ere  fmall  and  neatly  wrought.  But  nothing  remains  fave 
Part  of  the  Body.  Here  was  a noble  Repofitory  in  a Tower 
belonging  to  this  MonaRery  for  the  Records  of  the  North  ; 
out  of  which  Records  M Dodfworth  extradfed  a very  con- 
Rderable  Part  of  his  Collections.  The  Site  of  this  Abbey 
after  the  DiiTolution  was  kept  in  the  Crown,  and  not  long 
Rnce  here  was  kept  the  Coynage  or  Mintage  of  Money  for 
the  Northern  Parts  of  England.

HIS  Monaftery  ® was  built  by  Leo- 
fric  Earl  of  Chefter  and  Godiva  his 
Wife,  a moft  pious  Lady,  and  plen- 
tifully endowed  with  Lands  and  Re- 
venues. The  Church  was  fo  richly 
adorn’d  with  Gold,  and  Silver,  and 
pretious  Stones,  that  the  Walls  feem’d 
too  narrow  to  contain  all  the  Trea- 
fure. 

The  Founder  Earl  Leofrick  died 
in  the  Year  1057.  and  w'as  buried  at  Coventry,  as  was  alfo 
his  Wife  Godiva  in  the  Church  Porch  of  their  own  Founda- 
tion ; in  which  Church  was  formerly  kept  an  Arm  of  the 
Great  Auguftine. 

Robert  de  Limefey,  who  was  made  Bifliop  of  Chefter  A. 

D.  1088.  and  died  1116.  obtained  of  King  Henry  I.  the 
Monaftery  of  Coventry,  and  conftituted  it  the  Capital  Cathedral 
of  that  Diocefs.  After  which  his  Succeftbr,  Hugh  ^ Novant 
Bilhop  of  Coventry,  A.  D.  1 190.  expelled  the  Monks  out  of 
the  Cathedral  Church  here,  and  placed  Secular  Canons  in 
their  Room-  Butin  the  Year  1198.  Hubert  Archbiftiop  of 
Canterbury,  by  Order  of  Pope  Celeftine,  reftored  the  Monks 
to  the  PofTeftion  of  their  Church  again. 

It  appears  by  Earl  Leofrick’s  Foundation  Charter,  that  he 
built  this  Monaftery  to  the  Honour  of  God,  St.  Mary  his 
Mother,  St.  Peter  the  Apoftle,  St.  Osburga,  and  All- Saints, 
and  endowed  it  amply,  tlie  Revenues  amounting  at  the  Dif- 
foiution®  to73i/.  ipr.  ^d.  per  an. 

This  Church  (which  was  very  beautiful)  having  Rood 
500.  Years  the  Glory  of  all  thofe  Parts,  and  having  been  the 
Cathedral  and  Mother  Church  of  this  City,  upon  the  Dif- 
folutlon  fell  into  Sacrilegious  Hands,  and  was  deftroyed, 
pulled  to  pieces,  and  reduced  to  Rubbifti ; fo  that  we  cannot 
gather  from  any  Thing  now  remaining  what  a fort  of  Fabrick 
it  was.  But  if  any  are  defirous  to  know  more  fully  the  State 
of  it,  whilft:  it  was  (landing,  I (hall  refer  him  to  the  Monafti- 
con,  and  to  Sir  Will.  Dugdale’s  moft  elaborate  Hiftory  of  the 
Antiquities  of  Warwick-(hire. 

Both  Sir  Will.  Dugdale  in  his  faid  Antiquities,  and  Mr. 
Wharton  in  his  Anglia  Sacra  ^ have  given  us  a Series  of  the

For  which  reafon  I have 
nothing  more  to  dp  than  to  tranfcribe  from  them,  and  to 
make  Inch  Additions  and  Corre^ions  as  I have  been  able 
to  pick  up  from  the  Books  I have  had  an  opportunity  of  con- 
fulting. 

Prions. 

Upon  the  Foundation  of  this  Monaftery  Anno  1043- 
OFWiNE®  (who  had  24.  Monks  under  his  Care)  was  infli- 
tuted  Abbatofit ; and  being  A'^.  1054.  madeBilhop  of  Lich- 
field, which  he  held  in  Commendam  with  the  Abbey)  he 
ordain’d,  with  the  Confent  of  his  Monks,  that  his  Succeflbrs, 
Superiors  of  this  Monaftery,  fliould  be  called  Priors  and  not 
Abbats.  After  which  Robert  de  Limesey,  BilhopofChe- 
fter,  upon  the  Death  of  Leofwin,  whom  Wharton  makes  to 
have  been  a different  Perfon  from  the  former  and  fecond 
Abbat,  obtain'd  the  Cuftody  of  the  Abbey  of  the  King ; tho’ 
I ffiould  have  noted  that  about  the  Year  1063.  Leofiic  is 
reported  by  fome  Authors  to  have  held  this  and  five  other 
Abbeys  in  his  Hands,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  a Circum- 
Jffance  I have  before  obferved  in  my  account  of  Peterborough. 
The  faid  Limefey  being  made  Bifhop  he  removed  his  See  hi- 
ther ; by  reafon  of  which  the  name  of  Abbat  h became  ut- 
terly fup{>reffed  and  exfiinft,  and  the  fucceeding  Governours 
of  this  Monaftery  being  but  Subffitutes  to  the  Bifhops  were 
term’d  Priors.  For  in  thofe  Cathedrals  where  Monies  were 
the  Biffiop  prefided,  and  was  in  place  of  an  Abbat.  He  died 
Sept.  I . A°.  1 1 1 6,  and  was  buried  in  this  Monaflery,  as  vras 
his  Succeffbr  Robert  Peche  who  died  Ao.  1127.  After  whom 
Roger  de  Clinton,  Walter.  Durdent,  Richard 
Peche,  and  Girard  La  Pue  I,  le  were  Bifhops  of  this  Place; 
but  atlaft  the  See  was  removed  back  again  to  Lichfield,  Upon 
agreement  that  the  Precedency  in  the  Style  Epifcopal  Ihould 
be  given  to  Coventry,  and  that  both  Places  fhould  choofe 
their  Bifhop  alternatim,  and  make  one  Chapter,  in  which  the 
Prior  of  Coventry  fhould  be  the  principal  Man.

HIS"*  Monaftery  founded  by  Jordanus  Brifet,  or 
Bricet ",  Anno  1100,  and  governed  by  a Prior, 
who  was  ftyl’d  Primus  Anglic  Baro  °,  was  the 
chief  Seat  of  the  Religious  Knights  Hofpitalers  of 
St.  John  of  Jerufalem,  whofe  profeflion  was  to 
defend  Chriftians  againft  Pagans,  and  to  fight  for  the  Church, 
ufing  for  their  Habit  a black  upper  Garment,  with  a white 
Crofs  on  the  fore-part  thereof.  The  Brethren  of  this  Order 
were  fo  efteem’d,  that  upon  the  Supprefiion  of  the  Templers 
the  beft  Part  of  their  Lands  was  given  to  them.  None  were 
to  be  admitted  that  were  of  a defamed  Life,  or  without  being

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Gentlemen  of  Blood,  efpecially  the  Priors  were  required  to 
be  Gentlemen  by  Defcent.  The  Revenues  belonging  to  this 
Place  were  great,  being  worth  at  the  Diflblution  2385/.  12s. 
8</.  Speed.  3385/.  ipr.  8i.  StoWe. 

Anno  1381.  the  Rebells  of  Eflex  and  Kent  firing  this  Ploufe, 
it  burnt  for  the  fpace  of  feven  Days  together.  But  thefe 
Misfortunes  were  repair’d  and  the  whole  new  built  by  fuc- 
ceeding  Priors. 

This  Hofpital  Church  was  dedicated  to  the  Honour  of  St. 
John  Baptifl  by  Heraclius  Patriarch  of  the  Refurreftion  of 
Chrifl  at  Jerufalem  6.  Ides  of  March  An.  1185.  and  on  the 
fame  Day  was  dedicated  the  great  ® Altar  of  St.  John,  the 
Altar  of  St.  Mary,  and  the  Altar  of  St.  John  the  Evangelifl 
by  the  fame  Patriarch.  This  Priory  Church  and  Houfe  were 
prefcrv’d  from  Spoil  and  Ruin  as  long  as  King  Henry  VIH. 
reign’d  ; but  on  the  third  of  Edw.  VI.  the  greateft  part  of 
the  Church,  viz.  the  Body  and  Side  Ifles,  with  the  great  Bell- 
Tower,  a moll  curious  Piece  of  Workmanlhip,  graven,  gilt 
and  enamelled,  to  the  great  beautifying  of  the  City,  palTing, 
as  Stowe  faith,  all  others  that  he  had  feen,  was  undermin’d 
and  blown  up  by  Gun-Powder,  and  the  Stone  thereof  was 
imploy’d  in  building  the  Lord  Prote<5for’s  Houfe  in  the 
Strand.  That  part  of  the  Choir  which  remained  was  in 
Queen  Mary’s  Time  clofed  up  and  otherways  repaired,  and 
this  Priory  was  reeflablifhed  for  three  or  four  Years  ’till  Queen 
Elizabeth’s  Time,  when  it  was  diflblved  again.  What  re- 
mains of  it  may  be  gathered  from  the  Draught  of  it  that  is 
exftant  in  the  Monafficon  Mr.  Newcourt  hath  given  a 
Lift  of  the  Pi  iors  in  his  Repertorium  Ecclef.  and  it  is  from 
him  that  I fhall  borrow  the  following  Account,  having  met 
with  little  elfe  about  this  Place  except  what  is  exftant  in 
Stowe  and  Weever,  from  the  former  of  which  I fliall  here 
fubjoyn  a Lift  of  thofe  Perfons  that  were  buried  in  this 
Church,  moit  of  which  were  Brethren  of  the  Houfe  and 
Knights  of  this  Order.

^he  Diftblntlon,  namely  in  the  fifth  Year  of  Henry  VIII. 

a Wcevei’s  Fun,  Mon.  p.  43°*  ^ Rop.  Vol.  I.  p.  670. 
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The  Abbey  of  Tewksbury  was  of  great  Antiquity.  For  we 
find  a that  Anno  71  5.  a religious  Houfe  was  built  here  to  the 
Honour  of  the  bleffed  Virgin  by  Oddo  and  Doddo  Dukes  of 
Mercia  in  the  Time  of  Ethelred,  Kenred  and  Ethelbald  Kings 
of  the  faid  Province.  The  faid  Oddo  and  Doddo  died  in  the 
Year  725.  and  were  buried  at  Perfore  in  Worcefter-fliire. 

Hugh  Earl  of  Mercia,  who  flourillied  about  the  Year 
800.  procur’d  Brichtric,  King  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  to  be  bu- 
ried in  the  Chapell  of  St.  Faith’s  in  this  Priory.  He  died  An. 
f 812.  and  was  buried  on  the  North  Side  of  the  Body  of  the 
f Church.  Anno  930.  a Nobleman,  named  Haylwardus  Snew 
* from  his  fair  Complexion,  built  a Monaftery  at  Craneborn, 
to  which  he  fubjefted  this  Priory  of  Tewksbury  of  which 
he  was  Patron.  He  was  fucceeded  by  Algar  his  Son,  and 
Algar  by  Brichtric,  who  held  this  town  at  the  Time  of  the 
Conqueft  *,  but  the  Conqueror  difpofleffing-  him  of  it,  it  was 
given  by  Will.  Rufus  to  Robert  Fitz-Hamon,  who  in  the 
Year  1102.  new  built  this  Church  and  Monafbery,  making  it 
an  Abbey,  and  fubjedling  the  Abbey  of  Craneborn  aforefaid 
to  it.  At  the  fame  time  he  took  care  to  have  it  dedicated  to 
the  Virgin  Mary,  and  endowed  it  with  many  Lands  and  Pof- 
feffions,  which  were  valued  at  the  Suppreffion  at  i 598/.  ix. 
3<^.  per  ann.  Craneborn  was  now  changed  by  him  into  a 
Priory,  and  Tewksbury  into  an  Abbey  ; fo  that  Craneborn 
was  nothing  elfe  afterwards  but  a Cell  to  Tewksbury,  which 
became  very  famous,  and  continually  receiv’d  new  Plonours 
from  many  religious  and  noble  Perfons,  who  were  capable  of 
acting  very  generoufly  by  reafon  of  the  Plentiful  Eftates  God 
had  blefied  them  with. 

Robert  de  Shandos,  who  died  Anno  1120.  was  a great 
Benefactor  to  this  Abbey,  as  likewife  was  Robert,  bate  Son 
of  Henry  I . who  by  Marriage  of  MabilL,  eldeft  Daughter 
, to  the  Founder,  became  Earl  of  Gloucefter,  in  which  Ho- 
nour fucceeded  the  noble  Family  of  the  Clares,  feveral  of 
which  were  buried  here,  as  Gilbert  who  died  An.  1230.  Ri- 
chard who  died  An.  1262.  and  his  Son  Richard  who  died 
; Anno  1292.  and  John  his  Son,  and  Gilbert  who  fucceeded 
! him  in  the  Earldom  of  Gloucefter,  and  dying  An.  1314*  was 
: buried  here,  as  was  Maud  his  Wife,  who  died  the  Year  after, 

i Hugh  Difpenfer  married  the  Daughter  of  the  faid  Gilbert, 

: and  fucceeded  in  the  Earldom.  He  was  hang’d,  drawn  and 

i quartered  at  Hereford  An.  1 326.  but  his  Body  was  at  length, 
with  fome  Importunity,  permitted  to  be  buried  in  this 
I Church.

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To  thefe  we  muft  add  Will,  de  la  Zoiich,  who  was  bu- 
ried in  the  middle  of  the  Chapell  of  our  Lady,  Elizabeth  de 
Clare,  Hugh  de  Audely  Earl  of  Glouceller,  who  died  Anno 
1348,  and  was  buried  on  the  North  Side  of  the  High  Altar, 
Edward  de  Ferrers,  who  built  the  Trinity  Chapell  near  the 
Presbytery,  and  was  buried  here  An.  1375,  near  whom  was 
buried  Elizabeth  his  Wife,  who  died  An.  1401.  as  was  his 
Son  Thomas,  who  was  barbaroully  murdered  in  the  Year 
1399.  and  was  buried  in  the  middle  of  the  Choir.  After 
which  Richard  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  who  was  flain 
in  the  Wars  of  France  An.  1421,  was  interr’d  here,  and  his 
Lady  Ifabell,  who  was  likewife  buried  in^he  fame  Place, 
ereffed  a neat  Chapell  to  his  Memory.  Henry  Duke  of 
Warwick,  King  of  the  Iflesof  Wight,  Jerfey  and  Guernfey, 
died  An.  1446.  and  was  buried  in  the  middle  of  the  Choir, 
as  was  Cicely  his  Widow  in  the  Chapell  of  our  Lady,  and 
Ifabell  Dutchefs  of  Clarence,  who  died  An.  1476,  in  a Vault 
artificially  contriv’d  behind  the  High  Altar  before  the  Door 
of  the  Chapell  of  the  BlefTed  Virgin. 

Leland  fpeaking  of  this  Place  in  the  Sixth  Vol.  of  his  ItL 
nerary  “ fays  it  was  called  Tewksbury  from  Theokus  an 
Hermite,  and  that  Robert  Fitz-Hamon  when  he  made  this 
Abbey  left  only  the  Prior  and  two  Brethren  at  Craneborne, 
and  tranflated  Girald  the  Abbat,  and  all  the  refl  of  the  Monks 
hither.  He  tells  us  of  the  Sepulture  of  the  abovemen tioned  ; 
Ferfons,  with  the  particular  Times  of  their  Death,  (an  ac- 
count of  which  may  be  alfo  feen  in  the  Monaflicon)  and 
that  Richard  fecond  Son  of  George  Duke  of  Clarence  was  ; 
born  in  this  Monaflery,  and  that  the  following  Perfons  were 
llain  in  the  memorable  Fight  in  Glafton  Meadow  between 
Edw.  IV.  and  Henry  VI.  and  were  afterwards  buried  in . 
this  Abbey  Church,  viz. 

Edward  Prince  of  Wales ; Edmund  Duke  of  Somerfet, 
taken  and  beheaded  •,  John  Brother  of  the  faid  Edmu;id  ; • 
Thomas  Courtenay  Earl  of  Devondiire  ; The  Lord  of  Wen- 
lok  ; Humfrey  Handeley  beheaded  with  the  faid  Courtenay  ;

Delves,  killed  in  the  Field,  and  his  Son  John  who  was  be- 
headed, (both  which  were  afterwards  tranflated  to  another 
Place  ;)  John  Leukenor  Kt ; William  VaulzKt;  Gervafe 
Clifton  taken  and  beheaded  ; Will.  Carr  Kt ; Henry  Ros  Kt ; 
Thomas  TrefTam  Kt.  taken  and  beheaded  ; Will.  Lirmouthe 
Kt.  John  Urman  Kt.  Thomas  Semar  Kt ; Will.  RowysKt; 
Will.  NewborowKt;  Hen.  Wateley  Efq;  Hen.  Barow  Efq; ; 
. . . . Fielding  Efq; 

a See  aJfo  his  Coll,  Tom.  II.  p. 
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This  Church  efcaping  at  the  DifTolution  was  converted  by 
the  Parifliioners,  who  purchafed  it  of  the  King,  into  a Paro- 
chial Church.  But  the  Cloyfters,  Chapter-Houfe,  Abbacy, 

Lady  Chapell  at  the  Eaft  End,  and  all  the  other  Buildings 
were  deHroyed,  excepting  the  Gate-Houfe,  which  is  a very 
noble  one,  and  is  called  the  Prifon-Houfe,  and  is  above  40. 

Feet  in  Height,  and  is  embattelled  at  Top. 

The  Church  is  a large  and  curious  Fabrick,  being  built  in' 

Form  of  a Crofs,  with  a great  Tower  in  the  middle,  in  which 
hang  a Ring  of  eight  large  tunable  Bells.  But  a Reprefenta- 
tion  of  it  being  given  in  a Draught  in  the  Monallicon ; I 
lliall  refer  the  Reader  thither,  and  will  only  let  down  the 
Dimenfions,  which  are  as  follow.  The  Length  of  the  Church, 
as  it  is  at  prefent,  from  Eaft  to  Weft,  is  300.  Feet ; but  when 
the  Lady  Chapell  was  in  being  it  extended  it  felf  near  100. 

Feet  farther.  The  Breadth  of  the  great  Crofs  Ifle  from  North 
to  South  is  about  120.  Feet ; of  the  Body  and  two  Ifles  over 
about  70.  Feet.  The  Height  of  the  great  Tower  is  about 
210.  Feet.  The  Breadth  ot  the  Front  at  the  Well  End  about 
100.  Feet.  The  Height  of  the  Church,  viz.  from  the  Area 
or  Floor  to  the  Roof,  is  about  120.  Feet,  The  whole  build- 
ing is  leaded,  and  in  pretty  good  Repair. 

Touching  the  Ornaments  and  Goods  of  this  Monaflery  &c. 
there  being  a particular  Account  given  of  them  in  the  Ap- 
pendix to  Burnett’s  Hillory  of  the  Reformation,  an  Extract 
and  Abridgment  whereof  is  inferted  in  Sir  Robert  Atkins’s 
ancient  and  prefent  State  of  Gloucefler-lhire,  I lliall  refer  the 
curious  thither  for  what  is  here  omitted,  and  will  now  pro- 
ceed to  give  an  Account  of  the  Arms  and  Monuments  that 
are  at  this  time  to  be  feen  in  the  Church,  what  I have  be- 
fore remarked  about  the  Monuments  being  not  the  Refult  of 
my  own  Obfervation. 

Arms  in  the  Church. 

At  the  Well  Front,  which  is  adorn’d  with  fevcral  Shields 
and  Carvings,  are  thefe  arms  painted,  viz.

Monuments  in  the  Church. 

At  the  upper  End  of  the  South  Ifie  in  the  Body  of  the- 
Church  under  an  Arch  is  an  A.ltar  Monument  defaced,  which 
is  faid  to  have  been  in  Memory  of  Beaufort  the  laft  Duke  of 
Somerfet  of  that  Name,  beheaded  here  Anno  1471.  after  the 
famous  Battle  fought  here  between  Edward  the  Fourth  and 
Henry  the  Sixth. 

Oppofite  to  this  on  another  Altar  Monument  lies  the  Ef- 
figies of  a Man  in  Armour,  reprefenting  John  Lord  Wenlock 
(the  fame  Lord  Wenlock  beforementioned  out  of  Leland) 
Ilain  here  in  the  aforefaid  Battle  An.  1471.  He  is  faid  to  have 
been  Gentleman  of  tlie  Horfe  to  Edward,  Son  of  the  unfor- 
tunate King  Henry  the  Sixth. 

Under  the  great  Tower  at  the  Entrance  of  the  Choir  is  a 
large  Grey  Marble,  which  had  Braffes  underneath  ; under 
which  Prince  Edward,  only  Son  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  who  was 
llabbed  here  after  the  beforementioned  Battle  by  the  Partifans 
of  Edward  the  Fourth,  was  interred 


On  the  South  Side  of  the  Choir 
Under  two  Arches  are  two  Altar  Grey  Marble  Monuments, 
which  are  faid  to  have  belonged  to  two  Abbats  of  this  Mo- 
naftery,  and  beyond  is  the  Effigies  of  a Man  lying  in  full 
Proportion,  which  is  faid  to  have  been  for  Robert  Fortington 
Abbat  of  this  Place.  I know  not  when  he  lived,  unlefs  he  be 
the  laft  Abbat  Robert  in  my  Catalogue,  who  diedxAn.  1253. 
Over  it  are  thefe  Arms  carved  in  Stone  :

Almoft  oppofite  to  the  lafl:  is  another  Altar  Monument  of 
Grey  Marble,  on  the  Top  of  which  is  a Crofs  carved,  and 
round  the  Verge  are  thefe  Words  yet  remaining,  Johannes 
Abbas  hujus  loci.  This  Verge  was  inlaid  with  Brafs,  which 
being  gone  little  can  be  made  out  of  the  Letters,  fave  the 
Impreffion  of  thefe  few  on  the  Stone. 

Above  this  was  the  Monument  of  another  Abbat ; but  ’tis 
quite  defaced. 

On  the  North  Side  of  the  Choir  are  three  Chapells,  and  on 
the  South  two,  in  one  of  which  is  buried  Robert  Fitz-Hamon 
the  Founder  of  this  Abbey,  and  in  another  Ifabell  Defpencer 
Countefs  of  Warwick. 

Near  the  High  Altar  is  an  handfome  Monument  for  George 
Duke  of  Clarence,  Brother  to  King  Edward  the  Fourth,  and 
his  Dutchefs.  Their  Effigies  lying  at  Top  are  handfomely 
carved,  and  oppofite  to  this  Monument  is  a goodly  Tomb 
of  the  Lord  Obrian  and  his  Lady. 

I fay  no  more  about  the  Monuments,  unlefs  it  be  that 
fome  confiderable  Remarks  about  them  may  be  met  with  iijr 
Sandford’s  Genealogical  Hiflory.  I come  now  to  the

In  his  Life  time  he 
erected  a Tomb  for  his  Place  of  Burial  in  the  Abbey  Church 
of  Tewksbury  in  the  North  Side  of  a little  Chapell  {landing 
South  Eaft  from  the  High  Altar.  Godwin  fays  he  was  bu- 
ried at  Worthington,  meaning  Wormington  in  Gloucefter- 
Ihire,  tho’  Wood  rather  thinks  at  Forthampton  in  the  faid 
County,  where  he  had  a Houfe  and  Chapell.

R D G A R ® Earl  of  Devon- fliire  (Fa- 
ther of  Aslfreda,  Wife  of  King  Edgar) 
who  had  his  Birth  near  this  Place,  An.

He  died  Anno  971.  and  was  buried 
here.

Being  grown  very  rich,  it  was  honoured  with  a Mitre,  and

8.  itt  lafted 
a very  fliort  time,  being  difiblved  with  the  other  Ablbeys  in 
the  fame  King’s  Reign.  Since  which  the  Church,  ’which, 
befides  our  Ladys  ^ Chapell,  was  an  ii6.  grejfus,  Pa<res,  or 
Yards  in  Length,  and  was  a magnificent  Building,  is  iintirely 
pulled  down.  I'he  Kitchin,  which  was  left  (landing  <of  late 
Years,  tho’  now  railed  to  the  Foundation,  was  a large  fcjuare  i 
Room,  open  to  the  Roof,  which  was  compofed  of  e^legant 
Workmanlliip.  The  Chapter-Houfe  is  likewife  ruinetd.  It 
was  a Pile  of  great  Beauty,  built  as  round  as  can  polTiiblybe 
marked  with  a Compafs ; and  yet  the  Dimenfions  t;hereof 
were  large,  there  being  36.  Seats  in  the  Infide  wroug;ht  out 
in  the  Walls,  all  arch’d  over  Head  with  curious  carved  Stones. 
The  Refeftory  with  feveral  of  the  Offices  is  (fill  (lamding,  , 
being  of  great  Length,  Breadth  and  Height.  The  Saxon  i 
School,  which  was  erecYed  by  a laudable  Inflitutiom,  for 
reading  the  Laws  and  Hiflories  written  in  our  Mother  Tongue,  j 
is  a large  Building,  as  is  the  Area  where  the  Cloyfters  flood’  ! 
which  were  4 5.  Paces  or  Yards  in  Length,  the  Eafl  Slide  of  ' 
which  opened  into  the  Chapter-Houfe,  and  it  is  probabile  that 
the  Church  flood  on  the  North  Side.  In  two  Arches  <011  the  . 
faid  North  Side  of  the  Cloyfters  are  one  or  two  broken  Monu-  i 
ments,  one  of  which  Tradition  fays  belong’d  to  the  Founder, 
who  was  here  buried,  as  were  his  Son  (whofe  Effigies  was  of 
great  Length)  and  St.  Rumond,  a Saxon  Saint,  to  whom  and 
to  St.  Mary  tlie  Church  was  dedicated.  Adjoyning  co  this 
North  Side  of  the  Cloyfters  is  the  Church-Yard,,  which  is 
large  and  fpatious,  and  perhaps  was  the  Cemitery  of  the  Ab- 
bey as  well  as  the  Parilh  Church,  which  is  a great  Building 
with  an  high  Tower  at  the  Weft  End,  and  is  dedicated  to  St. 
Euftachius.  It  feems  to  have  been  built  not  long  before  the 
Diftblution,  before  which  in  all  likelyhood  theParifhioners  had 
a Place  in  the  Body  of  the  Abbey.  The  Walls  of  the  Abbey 
are  fpatious,  and  the  Buildings  of  the  Abbacy  being  flrong 
and  well  fecur’d  are  frequently  made  ufe  of  for  a Prifon  for 
Captive  Seamen,  it  being  near  Plimouth.

^ I'A  H O’  I have  thus  long  deferred  my  thanks  for  your 
i Company  when  I was  laft  at  Oxford^  I muI]  affure 
JL  you  I was  no  ways  unmindful  either  of  that,  or  the 
promife  I made  you  of  fending  the  feveral  additions 
I I had  made  to  my  former  EJfay  upon  the  Roman 

• Roads.  I then  acquainted  you  with  my  miflake  about  the 
I Fojje  near  Leicefter,  occafioned  by  the  names  of  Eofion  and 
I Great  and  Little  Stretton  given  to  three  Towns  lying  on  the 
; Eaft  fide  of  the  River  Soar,  which  mifiead  me  being  an  en- 
tire Stranger  in  thofe  parts  when  I wrote  that  piece,  and 
I having  no  information  from  any  of  our  Writers  for  the  par- 
ticular courfe  of  it  thro’  that  County.  As  in  my  Journey  to 
the  Bath  I had  the  good  fortune  to  recover  the  whole  tradl 
I of  it  from  Leicejier  to  Highcrofs  (which  is  now  rebuilt  with 
I a fine  Column  of  free  Stone)  fo  in  my  return  I had  the  fa- 
j tisfadfion  of  tracing  it  back  from  Leicejier  till  it  brings  you 
near  Willoughby  in  the  Wolds.,  where  I loft  it  before.  The  par- 
ticulars of  the  whole  you  fhall  have  below  in  it’s  proper 
I place,  and  {hall  onely  here  tell  you  my  thoughts  that  the 
I above  mentioned  Fojion  and  Strettons  may  have  had  their 
j names  from  fome  Via  Vicinalis  leading  out  of  the  Fojfe,  per- 
j haps  to  Burrow,  taken  by  fome  to  be  the  Vernometum  of 
Antoninus. 

The  firft  addition  I defire  may  be  after  the  word  former, 
the  laft  line  of  the  97*^^^  P^gOj  follows ; 

“ But  this  may  be  an  argument  that  our  Hiftorians  had  their 
accoun-t  of  thefe  ways  from  fome  Author,  or  Tradition  in 
“ being  before  the  time  of  King  Athelftan,  who  divided  that 
“ Country  into  Cornwall  and  Devon-fhire,  it  being  but  one 
“ Province  till  his  reign.”

“ Caer  dorm,  or.  Cajiov  : beloW  wlftcfi.,plac|  perhfap^  the  Fens, 
“ at  that  time  irhpaftable,  made  it  heedlefs  to  forrijx*ihe  banks

a little  lower  upon  which  was  Tripontium  feated  near  Lil~ 
“ burn  and  Dowbridge,  betwixt  which  place  and  Prcefidiiim, 
Warwick,  I do  not  find  any  Camp  or  Station  clofe  upon  the 
edge  of  this  River,  nor  from  thence  till  we  come  to  Glou- 
“ cejier,  feven  miles  below  where  this  Avon  falls  into  the 
“ Severn  : beneath  which  City  alfo  we  have  but  one  Station, 
“ TrajeSlus,  at  Oldbury.  But  whether  the  deepnefs  of  thefe

I acquainted  you  at  Oxford  that  I had  compared  Dr.  Mvf- 
graves'%  copy  of  the  Infcription  oi  Julius  Vitalis  with  the  ori- 
ginal at  Bath,  and  found  it  pretty  accurate,  and  indeed  the 
moft  exadl  of  any  yet  publifhed,  the  differences  being  very 
immaterial.  I fhall  here  give  you  an  account  of  two  more 
publifhed  in  the  Ninth  Volume  of  your  Leland,  both  which 
I alfo  viewed  at  that  place.  The  firft:  is

and  appears  exacHy  thus  in  the  wall,  fo  that  there  feems  to 
be  a line  wanting  at  the  top,  that  fhould  have  exprelTed  this 
Decurio's  name  ; tho’  there  is  not  the  I'eafl:  trace  of  a letter  to 
be  difcerned,  and  the  farface  of  the  Stone  is  fo  fmooth  that 
I believe  it  was  never  cut  upon  it.  Some  have  read  the 
latter  part  LXXXVI,  but  I take  it  to  have  been  LXXX. 
and  the  lalf  three  letters  QVI  to  have  been  the  word 
referring  to  fomething  that  followed  but  is  now  loft,  the  Stone 
having  been  fquared  when  fet  into  the  prefent  wall  of  the 
Tovrn.  After  the  fecond  O in  COLON  is  a flaw  in  the 
Stone,  which  occafioned  the  diminifliing  that  letter  as  above. 
As  to  the  fecond,  which  is  that  of  SVCC  PETRON  the 
letters  are  very  fair,  and  as  plainly  fuch  as  you  had  from 
Thvjaites  as  hands  could  make  them.

n.  It  is  very  radi  for  any  one,  efpecially  for  Scholars,  to  attempt  the 
Alteration  of  ancient  Monuments  that  they  may  be  the  more  conveniently 
placed.  Truly  learned  and  judicious  Men  make  great  ufe  of  the  Form 
and  Figure  of  the  Stones,  and  when  any  of  the  Words  are  wanting  they 
will  from  the  Bignefs  gather  what  the  Omiffions  are,  and  will  give  prp- 
bable  Guelles  how  they  are  to  be  fupplyed.  My  Lord  Arundel  was  very 
cautions  in  this  Affair.  Ffe  knew  the  true  Ufe  to  be  made  of  ancient  Marbles. 
He  did  not  therefore  make  the  Icaft  Alteration  in  fo  much  as  one  of  thofe 
he  purchafed.  But  on  the  contrary  he  laid  his  Injundtions  upon  thofe  that 
were  to  convey  them  over,  and  to  fix  them  afterwards,  to  preferve  them 
intire  as  they  were  found.  He  did  not  think  the  leaft  Bit  of  Marble  fu- 
perfluous.  Neither  would  he  fufl'er  any  Letter  to  be  cither  renewed  or  de- 
faced. It  is  therefore  very  much  to  be  lamented,  that  the  fame  care  hath 
not  been  taken  by  others  of  fuch  kind  of  Monuments  ; but  that  they  have 
been  permitted  to  be  cut  and  mangled  and  otherv\ife  altered,  for  which 
tho’  fpccious  Reafons  have  been  affigned,  yet  1 am  afraid  that  this  Liberty 
will,  at  fome  time  or  other,  draw  fevere  Reflexions  upon  the  Proprietors 
from  fome  Belgick  or  other  obferving  Criticks,  w'ho  have  better  Rcafon  to 
animadvert  upon  this  account  than  they  had  for  taxing  a certain  learned 
Society  with  Ignorance  and  Negligence  with  refpedi  to  fome  clallical

“ In  the  i8th’  of  K:ng  Henry  VlII.  1548.  his  Majefty  made 
“ his'progres  to  the  City  of  York  : And  among  his  nobles  and  I 
“ honourable  retinue  one  Dr.  Tunftal  attended,  who  was  a fa-  ] 
“■  moas  and  learned  Man,  and  then  Biihop  of  Durham,  and  one-. 
“ of  the  greateft  Travellours  into  forraine  Nations  of  that  time. 

“ When  the  King  was  fome  few  miles  on  the  north  ofDoncafter 
“ this  Biihop  took  upon  him  about  Scawrsby  Leoze  to  Ihew  his 
“ Majedy  one  of  the  greateft  and  richeft  vallies  that  ever  he 
“ found  in  all  his  Travells  thorough  Europe,  and  mov’d  the 
“ King  to  look  about  him  and  behould  the  great  mountains  and 
“ great  hills  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  faid  vallie  being  call’d 
“ York  vvoulds  and  Elackamore,  and  upon  the  Weft  hand  the 
“ high  Fells  of  Craven,  and  all  within  the  Country  of  York  the 
“ bredth  about  40.  and  the  length  of  the  vally  about  50.  miles, 

“ wherein  betwixt  Doncafter,  which  is  the  South  point,  and  the 
“ confines  of  the  Biftiopric  of  Durham,  which  is  the  North  point, 
thereof,  you  pafs  in  a diredl  line  Northward  within  the  com- 
“ pas  of  Yorkftiire  7.  great  Rivers,  and  all  navigable.  You  pafs  - 
**  T.  over  the  River  Dun  at  Doncafter,  which  hath  there  two  • 
“ ftreams ; 2.  The  river  Are  at  Ferry-briggs  : 3.  Wharfe  at  We- 
“ therby  : 4.  Nidd  at  Walftiford  : 5,  Your  at  Burrovvbriggs : 6. 

“ Swale  at  Topcliff : 7.  'Fees  at  Neftiam,  all  in  the  road  between 
“ London  and  Barwick.  Upon  the  Weft  hand  not  far  from  the 
“ ftreet  or  rode  you  leave  the  river  Calder,  and  not  five  miles 
“ on  the  Eaft  hand  the  river  Oufe,  which  bears  ftiips  of  great 
“ burthen. 

“ Very  near  the  centre  of  this  vally  is  feated  upon  the  rifing  of 
a hill  the  Manner  houfe  of  Hafelwood,  where  the  ancient 
name  and  family  of  Vavafoure  has  continued  and  dwelt  ever 
fince  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  as  by  good  record 
“ appeareth.  And  within  eight  miles  of  this  houfe,  or  litle  more,  ^ 
“ are  all  thefe  profits  and  pleafiires,  which  are  not  to  be  found 
“ in  fo  plentifull  a manner  in  fo  fmall  a compafs  within  all  . 
“ England,  That  is  to  fay,  165'.  Manner  houfes,  the  dwellings

bited  at  this  prefent,  or  within  thefe  few  years  laft  paft,  by  the^

“ five  are  navigable,  upon  which  are  76.  Water-mills  for.  corn, 
“ and  ftored  with  exceeding  many  Salmons  and  other  fi(he.s : 
* 25.  coalmines,  which  yeeld  abundance  of  coal  for  the  whole 
“ country:  fix  Market  Towns,  and  but  ten  miles  from  York, 
where  is  three  Market  dayes  in  the  week,  Twefday,  Fryday  and 
“ Saturday,  which  are  ftored  with.  fre(h  fiih  from  the  Sea:  three 
“ Forges  for  making  of  Iron,  and  ftone  for  making  the  fame: 
“ great  rtore  of  Corn  and  Cattle  fuffident  for  themfelves  and 
“ alfo  the  Counties  adjoyning.  And  for  the  fuftinance  of  men 
“ and  beafts  within  the  forefaid  limits,  there  wanteth  nothing 
“ that  any  County  hath,  Flefti,  Filh,  Fowle,  great  ftore  of  me- 
“ dow  and  pafture,  and  excellent  aire. 

“ And  for  pleafures  which  recreate  the  minds  and  bodys  of 
men,  there  is  wi'.hin  the  faid  limits  as  much  fport  and  pleg- 
“ fure  as  in  any  place  of  England  jn  the,  arts  of  Hunting,  Havy  k- 
“ ing,vFiftiing,  Fowling.  There  is  within  this  limit  one  thin^ 
“ which  muft  not  be  forgotten,  which'  is,  that  here  is  niQi;e 
“ excellent  Free-ftone,  Lime  and  Piafter,  than  would  build  as 
“ many  Churches,  Ci:tys,  and  Caftles  as  are  at  this  day  in  York- 
“ (hire.  In  proof  whereof  (and  there  is  good  evidence  for  it  in 
“ the  hands  of  Vavafore)  out  of  a little  pcice  of  a Quarry  within 
“the  Manner  of  Hafelw'ood,  hath  been  taken  the  Cathedral 
“ Church  of  York,  the  Minfters  of  Howden,  Selby  and  Beverly, 
“ the  Abbey  of  St.  Maries  in  York,  Thornton  College  in  Lin- 
“ coln-fhire,  and  divers  other  Churches. 

“ The  Kings  high  ftreet  from  I.ondon  to  Edenborrow  lieth 
“ within  half  a mile  of  HafeKvood  oirthe  Weft  and  the  ftreet 
“ from  London  to  York  on  the  Eaft,  whe  'cby  a carrier  of  York 
“ paffeth  every  week  to  London,  and  another  thence  to  York. 

“ To  name  all  the  272.  Woods  would  be  too  tedious.  But 
“ in  the  Mannor  of  Hafejvvood  are  four  feverall  woods  within 
“'the  park,  the  great  wood  of  500.  acres,  Whingate  wood  of 
“ 100.  acres.  Lead  wood  of  an  100,  and  Bolting  wood  of 
30.  acres.  - 

“ The  I 32.  Parks  are  Hafelwood,  Heley,  Wighlll,  Walton,
